Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  no  special  necessity  for  any  legislation 
exists  before  the  usual  and  customary  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  considering  it  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
curtail  every  expense  possible  to  the  tax-payers  of  the  State,  in  times 
like  the  present,  therefore  be  it 

Resolyea  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That  the  General 
Assembly  do  adjourn  on  Friday,  the  4th  inst.,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  until 
Tuesday,"  January  5,  1876,  at  3  P.M.

"The  General  Assembly  may  by  a  special  tax,  assessment  or  otherwise, 
regulate,  restrain  or  prohibit  the  keeping,  harboring  or  running  at  large 
of  dogs." 

If  this  amendment  to  the- Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  shall  be 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  voting  at  the 
next  election,  holden  for  the  election  "of  Senators  and  Representatives,  it 
shall  become  section  7,  of  the  12th  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Ohio.  At  said  election  the  ballots  on  this  amendment  shall  be  in  the 
following  form,  to-wit : 

^^ Amendment  to  the  Christitution — Ticket ;" 

"Erase  that  part  which  you  do  not  favor." 
"For  the  amendment  to  tax  dogs." 
"Against  the  amendment  to  tax  dogs." 

K  one  clause  be  erased  the  other  shall  be  counted. 
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If  both  clauses  be  erased,  or  if  neither  clause  be  erased,  then  the  vote 
shall  not  be  counted  either  for  or  against  said  proposed  amendment.

The  only  practical 
opportunity  the  committee  has  had  of  witnessing  this  method  of  lighting 
gas  has  been  at  the  Opera  House,  in  this  city,  where  this  new  method  of 
lighting  gas  has  been  recently  introduced,  where  it  seems  to  be  a  success, 
and  to  meet  with  the  full  approbation  of  the  proprietors  of  that  building. 

The  committee  have  al^o  been  shown  testimonials  of  persons  of  hign 
character,  that  have  had  the  system  in  practical  use  for  a  long  time, 
highly  commendatory  of  the  method.  Prom  such  information  as  it  has 
been  within  its  power  to  obtain,  your  committee  have  no  doubt  of  the  fea- 
sibility of  lighting  the  gas  in  the  Senate  Chamber  upon  this -plan. 

Your  committee  have  also  had  conference  with  Samuel  Gardiner, 
patentee  of  this  new  method  of  lighting  gas,  and  report  his  proposition 
herewith  for  introducing  the  same  into  the  Senate  Chamber  and  the 
House  of  Representatives,  at  a  cost  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000). 
From  the  best  information  your  committee  can  obtain,  the  expense  of 
keeping  the  apparatus  in  order  will  be  comparatively  nothing. 

Your  committee,  believing  the  new  system  much  more  convenient  than 
the  system  now  in  use,  and  more  economical,  do  recommend  its  adoption, 
and  also  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  herewith  reported  :

REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT    SELECT   COMMITTEE

Appointed  under  H.  J.  i2.  No,  36,  to  inquire  into  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
cdls  in  the  Ohio  Penitentiary  ;  al90^  into  the  present  system  of  convict  labor  in 
said  prison. 

The  joint  select  committee  appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  following 
House  Joint  Resolution  No.  36-- 

^^Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  a  joint  com- 
mitte,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  be 
appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  cells  in  the  Penitentiary,  with  a  view  of  improving  their  condition, 
and  also  to  inquire  into  the  present  system  of  convict  labor  in  said  prison, 
and  to  report  to  this  body  at  its  next  session,"  having  given  attention 
to  the  same,  ask  leave  to  report : 

On  the  8th  of  November  last  the  Committee  met  with  the  Directors  and 
Warden  of  the  Penitentiary  in  their  office  at  the  prison  building.  The 
Committee  was  most  cordially  received,  and  every  opportunity 
given  them  te  aid  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty. 

To  the  system  of  labor  long  in  force  in  the  institution,  having  been 
continued  oy  the  previous  re-letting  of  contracts  for  the  ensuing  year, 
the  Committee  gave  no  espectal  attention,  but  directed  their  inquiries 
mainly  to  the  structure  and  condition  of  tne  cells  in  which  the  convicts 
are  confined.  These  they  found  to  be  built  of  heavv  masonry — inside 
dimensions  seven  feet  in  length,  three  and  one-half  feet  in  width,  and 
six  and  one-half  feet  in  height  trom  floor  te  centre  of  arch  in  iseiling. 
The  only  light  admitted  or  ventilation  received  comes  in  between  the 
close  bars  of  a  small  iron  door.  Within  are  crowded  bed,  chair,  stand, 
and  such  other  articles  as  may  be  actually  necessary  to  their  occupancv. 
These  cells  are  1,050  in  numl)er,  built  in  a  solid  stone  structure  within 
the  main  building.  They  are  erected  in  five  tiers,  and  reach  te  the 
roof.  The  only  space  bet  weem  them  and  the  outer  walls  is  a  passase-way  of 
about  eleven  feet  in  width.  Where  outside  buildings  obstruct  the  light 
and  free  circulation  of  air,  they  are  but  little  improved  from  absolute 
vaults.  From  this  is  obvious  the  defect  in  ventilation.  For  want  of 
ventilation  from  the  exterior,  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  vitiated  air, 
and  without  an  outlet  to  the  cells,  save  their  place  of  entrance,  te  say 
nothing  of  their  dimunitive  size,  leaves,  of  course,  no  practical  means  of 
ventilating  within  them.  Add  te  this  the  dampness  inseparable  from 
the  solid  stone  structure,  together  with  the  exhalation  and  excretions 
of  so  large  a  body  of  men,  crowded  for  twelve  hours  in  so  small  a 
space,  and  the  nature  of  the  situation  may  be,  in  a  measure,  compre- 
hended. 

THE   DUNGEON, 

Or  **hole,"  so^alled,  in  which  prisoners  are  punished  by  confinement 
for  violation  of  rules,  is  unqualifiedly  revolting  te  every  sense  of  hu- 
manity. In  this  wretched  place,  containing  no  article  of  furniture 
whatever,  filled  with  the  foul,  pestilential  atmosphere  which  no  cleans- 
ing can  ever  purify,  because  no  current  of  fresh  air  can  ever  enter  or 
pass  through,  the  refractory  prisoner  is  thrust ;  and  amid  the  putrid, 
stifling  stench  of  his  apartment,  darkened  by  a  close-fitting  black 
board,  bolted  against  the  iron  door  from  without,  excluding  every  ray 
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of  light,  he  is  compelled  to  retnaiTi  for  such  time  as  his  particular  of- 
fense may  demand,  should  his  physical  endurance  be  equal  to  the 
sentence.  Without  douht,  the  former  punishment  inflicted  by  the 
lash,  barbarous  and  abhorrent  as  it  was,  would  be  preferable.  That 
might  have  cut  the  flesh  of  the  victim,  but  would  not  have  ruined 
his  health  or  weakened  his  mind — making  of  him,  for  the  balance  of 
his  life,  a  helpless,  suffering  invalid.  Confine  these  men  in  the  dun- 
geon if  you  will — give  them  neither  stool  on  which  to  sit,  nor  pallet 
of  straw  on  which  to  lie — but  in  the  name  of  our  common  humanity, 
do  not  deprive  them  of  pure  air  in  which  to  breathe. 

THE    TESTIMONY 

Of  all  prison  directors  and  prison  wardens  and  physicians,  for  manv 
years  past,  has  been  faithfully  borne  asainst  the  unwholesome  condi- 
tion of  these  cells,  and  yet  the  General  Assembly  have  heeded  not. 
The  reply  has  always  been,  "7%^  State  cavnot  affom  the  expend  of  neiv  or 
better  cms"  But  can  the  State  afford  to  not  provide  them ?  Can  it 
afford  to  needlessly  inflict  a  positive,  lasting  injury  upon  the  hum- 
blest of  its  citizens,  although  for  the  time  an  adjudged  criminal? 
Can  it  afford  to  receive  into  its  charge  persons — it  matters  not  what 
their  offense  against  her  laws — full  of  manly  strength  and  constitutional 
vigor,  take  the  earnings  of  their  hard  labor  for  years,  sink  it  into  the 
treasury  for  its  own  use,  and  then,  at  the  expiration  of  their  sentence, 
turn  them  out  into  an  unforgiving  world,  disgraced,  friendless,  broken 
in  health  as  they  are  ruined  in  reputation,  to  drag  out  a  few  remain- 
ing miserable  years,  and  then  die,  and  be  buried  in  the  pauper's  grave? 
Can  the  State  afford  to  not  only  inflict  this  terrible  personal  wrong 
upon  these  men — many  of  whom  are  not  criminals  at  heart — but  a 
corresponding  injury  upon  their  families?  In  a  word,  can  the  State 
afford  to  be  unjust  to  the  least  of  its  subjects,  whatever  their  condition 
or  position  ?  Let  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly  answer  these 
questions  bv  his  vote.  We  quote  words  of  warning  from  those  who 
have  had  charge  of  the  prison  for  years,  and  have  had  abundant  op- 
portunity to  know  whereof  they  speak.  In  their  annual  report  of  1867, 
the  Directors  say : 

"We  recommend,  also,  the  adoption  of  some  means  of  ventilating  the 
halls  and  cells.  The  halls  are  partially  supplied  with  pure  air,  but 
there  ie  no  circulation  in  the  cells.  This  defect  in  their  construction 
is  constantly  producing  sickness,  and  sometimes  occasions  serious  diseases. 
It  also  protracts  the  recovery  from  cuts,  fractures  and  bruises.  An 
examination  of  the  physician's  report  will  show  the  number  sent  to 
the  hospital  is  greater  on  Mondays  than  any  other  day  in  the  week — 
which  is  occasioned,  principallv,  by  confinement  in  the  cells  a  longer 
time  on  Sundays  than  on  week  days.  Humanity i  and  the  pecuniary 
interest  of  the  State,  alike  demand  that  this  subject  should  be  care- 
fuUv  considered,  and  some  plan  adopted  which  will  remove  the 
evil." 

In  the  same  report,  the  Physician,  Dr.  Norman  Gay,  after  discussing 
the  numerous  virulent  diseases  prisoners  are  subject  to,  says :  "There 
is  also  a  much  larger  number  of  abscesses,  carbuncles,  whitlows  and 
boils  than  we  find  outside  these  walls.  Fevers,  diarrhoeas,  and  other 
diseases  in  the  prison  seem  greatly  intensified,  and,  in  many  instances, 
caused  by  the  idio-miasm  in  the  cells.  We  are  the  more  thoroughly 
convinced  of  this  from  the   facts    we    will    name.     From    inquiries   of

the  officers  and  guards  who  have  been  many  years  on  duty  in  this 
prison,  and  from  the  contractors,  we  gather  the  following  statement: 
that  the  prisoners  all  feel  languid  and  disinclined  to  work  on  Monday 
— ^that  less  over-work  is  done  on  that  day  than  any  other  day  of  the 
week — ^while  the  odor  from  their  clothes  and  breaths  is  exceedinglv 
pungent  and  unpleasant.  The  report  of  the  hospital  shows  that  a  mucli 
larger  number  of  prisoners  visit  it  on  Monday  morning  than  any  other 
day  ;  and  when  any  serious  disease  is  prevailing,  the  cases  received  on 
Monday  are  of  a  more  grave  form  than  those  received  during  the  six 
other  days  of  the  week.  The  fact  that  the  men  are  languid  and  not  in- 
clined to  Work  after  forty-eight  hours  of  muscular  rest,  is  just  what  we 
would  look  for  from  the  repeated  re-inhalations  of  the  vitiated  air,  deprived 
of  its  oxygen,  and  loaded  with  carbonic  acid  gas  of  their  cells." 

In  the  report  of  1868,  the  Directors  say  :  "Whether  there  is  anything 
in  the  life  of  the  vicious  which  tends  to  produce  insanity,  we  do  not 
know ;  but  it  is  certainly  a  fact  that  there  is  a  larger  proportion  of  our 
convicts  insane  than  of  any  other  das8.  There  are  seldom  less  than  thirty 
who  are  so  bereft  of  reason  as  to  be  wholly  irresponsible  for  what  they 
do." 

In  the  same  report,  the  physician  before  quoted.  Dr.  Gay,  after  discuss- 
ing the  causes  of  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  in  the  month  of  August 
of  that  year,  says  :  "From  our  experience  the  past  two  summers,  we  feel 
confident  that  the  attacks  of  diarrhoea  and  fever  was  the  remit  of  foul  air 
in  the  cellSj  from  this  fact,  that  so  soon  as  the  weather  became  cool  so  the 
cells  would  ventilate,  the  disease  ceased." 

The  same  physician,  in  his  report  of  1809,  congrulating  the  Directors 
that  only  seven  hundred  and  elghty4hree  patients  were  in  the  hospital  in  the 
previous  twelve  months^  says :  "We  think  a  part  of  this  improvement 
may  be  attributed  to  the  improvement  in  diet  and  clothing,  but  mainly 
to  the  cool  weather  in  the  first  part  of  the  summer,  as  all  our  severe  ana 
fatal  attacks  of  previous  years  have  occurred  during  the  last  part  of  a  hot 
season, 'and  are  evidently  caused  by  the  outer  wall  of  the  cell  nails  becom- 
ing heated,  and  they  heating  the  air  in  the  cells  at  night,  which  stops, 
the  circulation  of  afr  in  the  cells,  which  the  heat  of  the  men's  bodies 
would  otherwise  create." 

In  his  report  of  1870,  the  prison  physician  says,  in  speaking  of  the 
various  diseases  treated :  "The  confineiinent  in  the  cells  causes  many 
cases  to  relapse  after  they  appear  cured.  The  cases  of  consumption  de- 
veloped during  this  year,  ana  I  may  say  during  the  two  years  prior  to 
this,  are  greatly  in  excess  of  the  usual  rate  in  the  same  number  of  persons 
outside  of  the  institution.  Of  the  fourteen  deaths  from  disease  this  year, 
eleven  have  died  of  tubercular  disease,  and  several  others  have  died  soon 
after  being  pardoned,  with  eonjmmption  contnicted  m  this  institution ;  and 
from  further  investigation  we  are  satisfied  that  the  three  past  vears  show 
no  more  excess  of  this  disease  than  the  years  before,  altnoug'h  but  few 
deaths  are  reported  from  it,  from  the  fact  that  the  Governor^ s pardon  allowed 
them  to  go  home  to  die.  In  looking  for  the  cause  of  this  excess  of  tubercular 
disease,  I  come  to  but  one  conclusion,  and  that  is,  the/tm/  air  of  the  cdls.^' 

In  his  annual  report  of  1871,  after  another  year's  experience  in  prison 
practice,  the  same  medical  gentleman  asserts,  with  emphasis  :  "In  n^aking 
examination  of  those  dying  in  the  Penitentiary,  we  find  the  deposit  of 
tubercles  in  larger  masses,  and  involving  more  of  the  important  organs 
of  life  than  in  any  other  class  of  persons  we  have  examined  dying  of  this 
disease.    From  our  experience  this  year,  we  are  still  more  convinced  that 
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the  cavM  of  this  excess  of  tubercular  disease  i^  vaiht  Ul'^>entilaied  cells.  The 
blood  becomes  vitated,  and  digestion  imperfect,  supplying  the  elements  for 
tubercular  deposits." 

In  referring  to  the  "dungeons,"  previously  alluded  to,  Dr.  Gay,  after 
much  experience  in  prison  hospital  attendance,  in  his  report  of  1872, 
says :  "Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  so  frequent  pun- 
ishment of  men  in  the  dark,  non-ventilated  cells.  It  seems  to  me  not 
only  cruel,  but  crimincU  on  the  part  of  the  State,  as  from  our  experience 
we  are  satisfied  that  many  have  been  ruined  in  health  by  this  treatment. 
We  would  recommend  that  the  cells  for  punishment  be  taken  to  the  east 
end  of  the  east  hall,  and  that  a  flue  be  opened  from  the  floor  of  •each  cell 
to  the  ventilating  chimney.  This  would  insure  better  air,  the  men 
would  come  out  able  to  resume  their  work,  and,  I  believe,  with  better 
resolutions  than  on  coming  from  a  room  where  they  are  almost  dead  from, 
breathing  foul  exhalations.'^ 

In  the  report  of  1878,  the  Directors  again  refer  to  this  matter,  and  say  : 
"The  close  air  of  cells,  owing  to  imperfect  ventilation,  has  been  alluded  to 
in  previous  reports  as  a  cause  of  disease.  Our  increased  experience  con- 
firms our  previous  opinions,  and  during  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera  the 
injurous  effects  arising  from  this  cause  were  very  evident.  As  we  stated 
in  a  former  report,  we  have  examined  and  considered  several  remedies 
for  this  defect,  but  are  satisfied  that  the  only  mode  of  removing  the  evil 
is  to  take  down  and  rebuild  the  cells.  It  will  be  a  serious  undertaking, 
but  when  accomplished  it  will  be  a  pecuniary  benefit  to  the  State,  and  a 
physical  and  moral  benefit  to  the  prisoners." 

During  the  warm  months  of  187o,  the  cholera  broke  out  among  the  con- 
victs in  the  prison,  and  in  speaking  of  the  trying  and  solemn  scenes  qji 
that  occasion,  the  Warden,  Mr.  Burr,  says  in  his  report :  "The  most 
remarkable  characteristic  attending  it  was  its  unusual  fatality.  Out  of 
twenty-seven  attacked,  tioenty-one  died,  and  genally  within  a  few  hours 
after  being  taken." 

The  new  physician  of  the  institution.  Dr.  D.  Halderman,  addi^  in  his 
report  that  "tlie  fact  that  a  majority  of  the  cases  came  on  in  the  morning 
after  a  night's  lodgment  in  the  cells,  made  it  appear  that  these,  too,  had 
something  to  do  with  it,  growing  out  of  the  defect  in  their  ventillation  ; 
and  the  circumstance,  moreover,  that  in  the  female  apartment,  which  is 
light  and  airy,  all  escaped,  goes  to  sustain  this  view.  This  well-known 
condition  of  the  cells  has  been  frequently  set  forth  by  our  predecessors, 
and  we  can  but  join  in  urging  the  growing  necessity  of  rectifving  this 
evil." 

In  the  report  of  1874,  the  present  Dire(*tors  also  earnestly  urge  the 
necessity  of  a  change  in  the  construction  of  the  prison  cells.  They  are 
pleased  to  say  :  "It  was  the  privilege  of  the  Directors  to  meet  the  Joint 
Select  Committee  of  the  Legislature  appointed  to  examine  the  condition 
of  the  cells,  with  regard  to  light  and  ventilation,  and  everything  con- 
nected with  or  pertaining  to  their  sanitary  condition.  After  a  very  full 
and  free  interchange  of  opinions  between  the  committee  and  the  Direct- 
ors, and  liaving  personally  examined  the  cells,  our  views  and  opinions  of 
the  necessity  and  humanity  of  improvements  being  made,  better  securing 
the  health  and  lives  of  prisoners,  as  well  as  in  the  general  plan  and 
mode  of  operations  to  effect  such  improvements,  were  found  to  harmon- 
ize very  closely.  *  *  *  *  This  subject  has  been  often  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  by  former  officers  of  the  prison,  but  as 
yet  with  no  results.     May  we  not  hope  that  the  time  is  at  hand  when

this  long  prayed-for  improvement,  so  imperatively  demanded  by  every 
consideration  of  humanity  and  justice  to  this  unfortunate  class  of  our 
fellow-citizens,  will  be  no  longer  overlooked  or  neglected." 

The  Warden  now  in  control  of  the  Penitentiary,  Col.  G.  S.  Innis,  in  his 
report  iust  published  and  on  our  tables,  so  forcibly  and  so  eloquently 
makes  nis  appeal  to  the  General  Assembly  for  prompt  action  in  behalf  of 
the  prisoners,  that  we  cannot  refrain  from  quoting  him  largely  on  the 
subject.     He  says : 

"The  cells  for  sleeping  apartments  for  the  well  men  are  ahominabley  a 
disgrace  alike  to  the  State  and  the  civilization  of  the  age ;  seven  feet  long, 
three  feet  five  inches  wide,  and  six  feet  nine  inches  high,  containing 
about  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  cubic  feet  of  air..  When  we  consider 
that  these  cells  are  entirely  without  ventilation,  except  through  a  grated 
door,  all  the  openings  of  wnich  make  an  opening  equal  only  to  an  aper- 
ture eighteen  inches  square,  the  wonder  is  that  a  m^n  can  live  in  them 
ai  all,  especially  as  the  cell-houses  hold  three  hundred  and  fifty  men 
each,  and^are  surrounded  ten  feet  distant  by  an  outer  wall  with  grated 
windows.  These  cell-houses  should  be  rebuilt.  This  can  be  done  at  com- 
paratively trifling  expense  to  the  State  in  money,  as  the  work  can  be  per- 
formed by  the  prisoners  themselves.  When  we  consider  the  importance 
of  the  atmosphere  to  all  air-breathing  animals,  we  must  concede  that 
even  criminals  should  have  all  of  it  necessary  to  keep  them  healthy  and 
strong.  It  is  no  part  of  their  sentence  to  be  murdered  by  incites  in  unhecUthy, 
non-ventiUUed  apartments.  No  State  can  aflford  to  shut  up  a  thousand  of 
her  citizens  and  thus  permanently  impair  their  health  for  the  want  of  this 
vital  element,  especially  as  an  All-wise  Creator  has  furnished  it  so 
abundantly  to  his  creatures.  These  men,  criminals  though  they  may  be, 
are  our  fellow-citizens ;  they  have  made  mistakes — ^as,  indeed,  who  has 
not? — but  the  majority  of  tliem  are  kind-hearted  men,  repenting  sorely 
for  the  evil  they  have  done.  Many  of  them,  too,  are  lovers  of  their 
country,  having  risked  their  lives  on  many  hard-fought  battle-fields  in 
her  defense.  We  ask  of  the  State  to  give  them  a  fair  chance ;  turn  them 
out  with  as  healthy  bodies  as  they  brought  here,  giving  them  some  oppor- 
tunitv  to  be  successful  in  the  battle  of  life.  This  would  be  much  better 
than  rewards  in  money.  The  State  should  be  satisfied  when  her  criminals 
have  been  deprived  of  their  liberty  and  made  slaves  for  a  term  of  years, 
and  she  certainly  is  bound  to  set  them  free  when  that  bondage  is  ended 
in  as  sound  health  as  it  is  in  her  power  to  do.  It  is  most  extravagant 
economy  to  the  people  of  the  State,  for  the  sake  of  saving  the  necessary 
outlay  to  improve  these  cells,  to  discharge  them  with  weakened  lungs  or 
diseased  bodies,  only  to  become  inmates  of  infirmaries,  to  be  supported  at 
the  public  expense.  Another  evil  of  these  badly  ventilated  cells  is,  that 
they  invite  and  foster  epidemics.  This  has  most  assuredly  been  true  of  the 
cholera.  Nowhere  has  it  raged  so  violently  as  in  the  Onio  Penitentiary 
at  each  of  its  recurrences  in  the  State.  Many  valuable  lives  have  been 
sacrificed,  when  noble  men  volunteered  from  the  outside  to  nurse  the 
sick  and  dying.  From  here,  too,  the  cholera  spread  over  the  city,  carry- 
ing consternation  and  death  in  its  course.  This,  taken  with  the  fact 
mentioned  by  Dr.  Halderman,  that  in  the  female  department,  where  the 
cells  are  well  ventilated,  not  a  single  com  of  chol^a  occurred.  I  am 
assured  by  Drs.  R.  M.  Denig,  D.  Halderman,  P.  M.  Wagenhals  and  John 
W.  Hamilton,  that  they  fully  concur  with  me  in  the  above." 

The  present  physician,  Dr.  Halderman,  in  reply  to  questions  asked  by 
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the  committee,  gave  the  result  of  his  observation  and  experience  as  a 
practitioner  in  the  prison  at  some  length.  We  quote  him  briefly.  He 
says  :  "The  noxious  influence  of  the  cells  is  due  to  the  obstacle  to  ven- 
tilation through  the  main  or  center  building,  occasioned  by  the  cell  edifice 
reaching  to  the  ceiling  of  the  building ;  to  the  diminutive  size  of  the 
cells ;  to  the  impracticability  of  securing  a  change  of  air,  and  their  con- 
tinued dampness ;  the  exclusion  of  light ;  the  exhalations  and  excretions 
of  so  large  a  body  of  men  confined  one-half  their  time  within ;  the  sick 
list  is  always  larger  on  Monday,  after  the  men  have  been  confined  over 
Sunday,  than  any  other  time ;  that  pulmonary  consumption  and  other 
maladies  are  invariably  aggravated,  and  the  fatal  issue  prematurely  pre- 
cipitated; that  protraGtea  confinement  in  the  cell  tends  to  engender 
scrofulous,  rheumatic  and  other  conditions ;  the  manifest  imnairment  of 
the  general  health  of  the  prisoners,  especially  those  sentencea  to  solitary 
confinement,  in  w]jLi/;h  instances  have  terminated  fatally  after  the  patient 
was  transferred  to  the  hospital.  The  reduction  of  the  vitality  and 
strength  of  the  men,  as  a  body,  impairs  their  capacity  for  labor,  and  in- 
somuch is  a  pecuniary  loss  to  the  State."  Dr.  Halderman  further  adds : 
"While  it  is  now  currently  recognized  that  neither  filth  of  any  kind,  nor 
bad  air,  qf  themselves,  are  capable  of  originating  infectious  diseases,  it  is 
a  well  attested  fact  that  tnese  conditions  foster  and  propagate  disease 
when  their  germs  are  present,  as  in  cases  of  epidemics,  as  exemplified 
during  the  late  visitation  of  cholera,  which,  while  it  broke  out  to  an 
alarming  degree  in  the  male  department  of  the  prison,  that  of  the  female, 
light  and  airy,  wholly  escaped."  The  Doctor  concludes  by  saying :  "As 
bearing  upon  the  subject  of  sanitary  science,  the  pernicious  influence 
growing  out  of  the  de^ct  in  the  cells  has  long  been  a  subject  of  comment 
and  discussion  in  th^  medical  profession,  and  with  one  accord  pronounced 
an  utter  violation  of  its  most  familiar  laws,  and  as  a  stigma  upon  the  in- 
stitution of  an  age  noted  for  its  advancement  in  the  laws  of  health  and 
prison  reforms." 

Aside  from  the  above  is  much  more  similiar  testimony  in  previous  re- 
ports, not  produced.  But  no  more  is  needed  to  convince  of  duty.  This 
year,  as  shown  by  the  Warden's  report,  the  Penitentiary  has  netted  the 
State,  over  and  above  the  salaries  of  ofiicers  and  ordinary  expenses  of 
maintenance,  the  sum  of  $23,426.59.  More  or  less  profits  have  tnus  been 
realized  since  1866.  All  asked,  after,  perhaps,  the  first  appropriation,  for 
the  needed  improvements  in  cells  ana  builoings,  is,  that  tne  Legislature 
give  back  to  the  prison  only  that  which  it  annually  pays  as  surplus  earn- 
ings into  the  State  Treasury.  The  State  should  be  satisfied  if  the  Peni- 
tentiary were  only  self-sustaining.  Profits  arising  from  the  labor  of  con- 
victs are  incidental,  or  from  good  management,. and  not  an  object  of  their 
imprisonment.  Should  not  the  prisoners,  then,  especially  if  necessary  to 
health  of  body  and  mind,  whilst  earning  this  money,  be  entitled  to  suffi- 
cient of  it  to  meet  that  end  ?  But  if  the  Christian  obligation  imposed  by 
the  Golden  Rule,  or  the  ordinary  demands  of  a  common  humanity,  do  not 
move  the  General  Assembly  to  make  use  of  every  means  to  preserve  the 
phvsical  and  mental  strength  of  prisoners,  then  at  least  the  mercenary 
ancl  selfish  consideration  of  dollars  and  cents  should  have  some  weight  in 
determining  this  action  favorably  to  the  proposed  improvement.  The 
prison  is  rapidly  filling  up;  men  are  therein  confined  with  no  work  for 
them  to  do;  more  are  daily  arriving,  and  the  Warden  says:  "We  must 
have  more  cells.  This  is  an  imperative  necessity.  We  have  now  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  more  men  than  were  confined  within  these  walls  one 
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year  ago.  If  these  dull  times  continue,  with  so  many  men  out  of  em- 
ployment, before  next  July  the  number  of  cells  now  provided  will  be  en- 
tirely inadequate  to  supply  sleeping  room  for  the  men  confined  in  the  in- 
stitution." Since  the  foregoing  was  written  by  the  Warden  many  more 
have  been  received  at  the  prison  than  discharged  therefrom — in  a  single 
instance  as  many  as  twenty-eight  in  one  day,  all  but  three  of  the  number 
from  Hamilton  county,  alone.  It  will  not  do  to  let  these  men  remain  idle. 
Insubordination,  revolt,  crime,  the  destruction  of  State  property,  may  be 
the  result.  The  labor  of  these  convicts  dn  the  new  cell-nouse  so  unques- 
tionably needed  would  greatly  reduce  the  expense  of  the  work.  They 
should  be  employed  on  uie  proposed  building  without  unnecessary  delay. 
Several  drafts  and  specifications  for  cell  buildings,  on  improved  and 
modern  plans,  are  on  file  in  the  Warden's  office  and  in  possession  of  the 
committee.  They  may  be  examined  by  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly interested  at  any  time.  • 

The  committee  taxe  great  pleasure  from  the  fact  that  the  Warden,  Col.

them ;  and  that  the  Directors,  with  a  unanimity  of  action  seldom  known, 
give  the  influence  of  their  position  and  ofiQcial  experience  to  the  move- 
ment, and  unitedly  join  with  the  committee  in  urging  immediate  action 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  to  no  longer  postpone  a  duty  for  which 
they  have  been  so  often  importuned  by  those  who  were  and  are  in  posi- 
tions to  know  and  fully  comprehend  the  need  for  which  they  pray.

That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  officers  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  report  to  the  County  Commissioners  of 
their  respective  counties  on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December  of  each  year  of  their  official  term,  a  certified  ana  sworn 
statement,  in  detail  of  all  costs,  fees,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances, 
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and  other  perquisites  of  every  kind^  charged  in  his  office,  whether  taxed 
hi  any  cause  or  otherwise,  and  receivable  oy  him  for  any  services  render- 
ed by  him  during  the  quarter  next  preceding  the  time  of  making  such 
statement,  showing  the  whole  amount  thereof,  how  mtich  thereof  has 
been  received  by  him,  how  much  thereof  remains  uncollected,  the  names 
of  persons  from  whom  any  of  the  same  are  due,  and  the  amount  due  from 
each,  and  the  reason  why  the  same  have  not  been  collected.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  Sheriff,  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge  shall  not  be  required 
to  report  as  to  any  uncollected  fees  or  costs  in  any  suit,  matter  or  pro- 
ceeding, which,  at  the  time  of  making  any  such  report,  shall  be  pendinc 
and  not  determined  by  a  final  order  or  judgment,  but  all  such  uncollectea 
fees  and  costs  shall  be  reported  in  full  in  the  next  quarterly  report  after 
the  said  suit,  matter  or  proceeding,  shall  have  been  determined  by  a 
final  order  or  judgement ;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  Treasurer  snail 
not  be  required  to  report  the  fees,  percentages  or  penalties  receivable  by 
him  for  coUectinj^  taxes  that  are  charged  upon  the  tax  duplicate  until 
his  settlement  with  the  County  Auditor,  but  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
County  Commissioners  in  gross  as  made  out  by  the  County  Auditor  in 
his  (juarterly  report  next  after  such  settlement,  and  that  the  County 
Auditor  shall  not  be  required  to  report  the  fees  receivable  by  him  for  serv- 
ices rendered  for  the  county  and  payable  to  him  out  ofthe  county  treasury, 
except  at  his  annual  settlement  with  the  County  Commissioners  as  now 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  That  each  of  said  officers  shall  keep,  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by 
the  county,  a  full  and  regular  account  of  all  sums  charged  by  him^  and  of 
all  fees,  costs^  percentages,  penalties,  allowances,  and  other  perquisites  of 
whatever  kind,  received  or  collected  by  him,  and  said  book  of  accounts 
shall  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  examination  of  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, and  shall  be  transmitted  by  such  officer  to  his  successor  in  office, 
and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  records  of  said  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Sheriff,  Auditor,  Clerk  of  Court  and  Probate  Judge,  in  the 
several  counties  of  this  State,  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
receive  compensation  in  the  proportion  to  the  population  of  their  respect- 
ive counties  as  determined  by  the  last  federal  census,  as  follows  : 

In  counties  having  a  population  of  less  than  fifteen  thousand  inhabit- 
ants, the  Sheriff  and  Auditor,  thirteen  hundred  dollars  each ;  the  Clerk  of 
Court  and  Probate  Judge,  twelve  hundred  dollars  each  ;  and  in  counties 
having  more  than  fifteen  thousand  inhabitants,  each  of  the  aforesaid 
officers  shall  receive  the  like  sums,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  receive 
for  each  year  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  additional  one  thousand 
inhabitants  above  fifteen  thousand ;  and  in  counting  such  inhabitants 
above  fifteen  thousand,  if  there  be  any  portion  of  one  thousand  greater 
than  five  hundred,  such  fraction  shall  be  reckoned  as  one  thousand  ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  every  county  the  Clerk  of  Court,  or  Sheriff;  or 
either  of  them,  in  addition  to  the  salary  provided  by  this  act,  shall 
receive  twenty  per  centum  of  all  costs  and  fees  in  excess  of  the  salary 
herein  provided,  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  by  sucn 
Clerk  or  Sheriff;  and  in  counties  containing  a  Superior  Court,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  and  Sheriff  may  receive  such  additional  sum  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  County  Commissioners,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  each ;  and  provided,  also,  that  County  Auditors  may  receive  ad- 
ditional compensation  for  any  services  rendered,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  improved  road  laws,  free  turnpike  laws,  and  the  laws  relating  to 
ditches,  drains,  and  water-courses,  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  for  each 
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hundred  words,  and  five  cents  for  each  order  drawn  on  the  treasury; ; 
provided,  further,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than 
forty-five  thousand,  the  County  Auditor  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the 
salary  hereinbefore  provided,  the  sum  of  one  thousana  dollars,  to  be  paid 
from  the  county  treasury ;  and  in  counties  where  the  Probate  Courts  have 
special  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases,  the  Probate  Judges  in  such  counties 
shall  receive,  in  addition  to  their  salaries  hereinbefore  provided,  such 
compensation  as  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  their  services  in  such 
criminal  cases ;  provided,  also,  that  any  increase  of  salary  so  authorized, 
shall  only  be  paid  to  such  Clerk  or  Sheriff  out  of  the  fees  and  costs  earnea 
and  collected  oy  law ;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  salaries  allowed  in 
this  section  to  the  several  county  ofiicers  herein  named  shall  be  the  only 
compensation  allowed  to  such  oflScers,  either  by  way  of  clerk  hire, 
deputies,  or  otherwise ;  it  being  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act 
that  the  said  officers  shall  defray  all  expenses  of  the  office  incurred 
through  the  employment  of  assistants  of  whatever  kind. 

Sec.  6  That  each  of  said  officers,  authorized  to  collect  fees  and  costs 
shall,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  pay  into  the  county  treasury  on  warrant 
of  the  County  Auditor,  and  account  for  the  County  Commissioners,  for  the 
use  of  the  county,  all  the  fees,  costs,  percentages,  penalties  and  per- 
quisities  of  every  sort  collected  by  him  during  said  (quarter ;  but  if  in  any 
quarter  there  shall  not  have  been  collected  a  sufficient  amount  of  fees, 
costs,  percentages  or  penalities  by  any  officer,  to  pay  him  the  proportion 
due  him  for  his  services  as  herein  limited,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  amount  of  such  deficiency  out  of  the  collections  made  by  him  or  his 
successors  in  office  for  him,  in  any  succeeding  quarter  or  quarters,  from 
the  official  costs,  fees,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances  and  perquisites 
earned  and  charged  by  him. 

Sec.  6.  The  compensation  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the 
Sheriff,  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge  shall  be  paid  by  the  County  Treasurer, 
on  the  order  of  the  Auditor,  in  quarterlv  installments ;  provided,  that  no 
such  order  shall  be  given  to  any  officer  nerein  named,  for  any  sum  greater 
than  has  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  as  fees  or  costs  belong- 
ing to  said  officer ;  and,  provided  further,  that  no  such  order  shall  he 
issued  by  any  County  Auditor  to  any  officer  herein  named,  till  such 
officer  shall  have  first  filed  in  the  office  of  said  Auditor  a  written  state- 
Tnent  verified  by  his  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  effect  that  he  has  dili- 
gently and  faithfully,  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  collected  and  paid  into 
the  county  treasurv  all  moneys  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he 
is  so  required  to  collect|and  pay  over,  and  that  he  his  faithfully  and  to  the 
best  of  his  ability  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  act.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  County  Auditor  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  in  like  quarterly  installments  only  upon  the  order  of  the  County 
Commissionors ;  provided,  further,  that  if  the  County  Commissioners  are 
satisfied  that  said  offiers,  or  any  of  them,  are  not  collecting  promptly  and 
paying  over  moneys  as  required  by  this  act,  they  may  withhold  or  direct 
the  Auditor  to  withhold  in  such  order  such  proportion  of  the  amount  due 
such  officer  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  collection  and  pay- 
ment of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  County  Treasurers  of  the  several  counties  embraced  in  this 
act  shall  receive  compensation,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  upon  the  order  of 
the  Auditor,  in  proportion  to  tne  total  valuation  of  the  taxable  property 
in  their  respective  counties,  as  follows:  In  all  counties  wherein  the 
valuation  of  such  property  does  not  exceed  seven  million  dollars,  one 
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thousand  dollars ;  and  for  each  additional  million,  over  and  above  seven 
millions,  one  hundred  dollars  in  addition  thereto.  And  in  counting  such 
additional  millions,  if  there  be  a  fraction  of  a  million  greater  than  half 
a  million,  it  shall  be  recorded  as  one  million ;  provided,  however,  that  in 
counties  having  a  population  over  forty-five  thousand,  and  less  than  fifty 
thousand,  an  increase  of  the  yearly  salary  of  such  Treasurer  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  salary  pro- 
vided by  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners,  at 
their  regular  quarterly  sessions,  to  examine  carefully  the  books  and 
reports  of  the  several  county  omcers  herein  named,  as  provided  for  in 
sections  two  and  three  of  this  act,  and  if  upon  such  examination  it  shall 
appear  that  anv  such  ofiicer  is  not  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  if  any  of  said  oflScers  shall  willfully  make  any  false  statement  in 
his  quarterly  report  in  any  material  matter,  knowing  the  same  to  be 
such,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  upon  indictment  or  information  in  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  mis- 
conduct in  office  and  be  immediately  removed  thereirom,  and  should  any 
officer  named  in  this  act  appropriate  to  his  own  use  or  to  the  benefit  of 
another,  any  moneys  he  is  by  law  authorized  to  collect,  and  not  allowed 
to  him  for  his  services,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the 
amount  of  any  sum  less  than  thirty-five  dollars,  hje  shall  be  deemed  and 
held  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  in  double  the  amount  so  taken  or  appropriated,  or  imprisoned  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Court.  But  should  the  amount  so  taken  or  appropriated  by  any 
^uch  officer  be  equal  to  or  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty-five  dollars,  every 
such  officer  offending  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  felony, 
and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  double  the  amount  so  taken 
or  appropriated,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  and  kept  at 
hard  labor  for  not  more  than  four  years,  and  his  office  shall  be  declared 
vacant  and  filled  as  now  provided  for  by  law.  The  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  have  suit  issued  against  such  offending 
officers  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of 
the  county. 

Sec.  9.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  Sheriffs  from 
receiving  the  same  compensation  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  con- 
veying convicts  to  the  penitentiary,  and  for  subsisting  prisoners  in  the 
county  jails. .  The  compensation  of  the  County  Treasurers,  for  their  semi- 
annual settlement  with  the  State  Treasurer,  snail  in  no  wise  be  affected 
by  this  act ;  but  such  Treasurers  shall  receive  for  such  settlements  the 
same  as  is  now  or  may  be  provided  by  law  ]  the  various  County  Treas- 
urers shall  also  receive  the  same  compensation  that  they  now  are  or  may 
be  allowed  by  law  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  in  addition  to  the 
salary  proviaed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  be  given  specially  in  charge  of  the  Grand 
Jury  at  each  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  by  the  presiding  Judge 
thereof. 

Sec.  11.  That  section  one  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  the  first 
section  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  prescribing  the  fees  of  County  Auditors, 
passed  May  1,  1862,  as  amended  April  12,  1865,  passed  April  17,  1867 
(S.  &  8.,  p.  370),  and  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  prescribing 
the  fees  of  the  County  Treasurers,  passed  May  1,  1862,  and  supplementary 
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thereto  passed  April  13,  1865  (S.  &  S.,  p.  918),  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1875,  but  shall  not  apply  to  any  officer  elected  prior 
to  the  year  1874.

Mr.  Ferrall  submitted  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Fees  and  Salaries,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  103,  to  repeal  and  limit  the  compensation  of  certain  county  officers, 
having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  report  it  back,  with  the  foUow^- 
ing  substitute,  and  recommend  that  the  substitute  be  adopted  and 
passed : 

SUBSTITUTE  FOR  SENATE  BLLS  NOS.  103  AND  172. 

A   BUI  to  regulate  and  limit    the  aynipensation   of  certain   County    Officers: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the.  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  fees,  costs,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances,  and  all  other  perquisites 
of  whatever  kind,  which  by  any  law  the  Clerk  of  Courts,  Probate  Judge, 
Sheriff,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  in  every  county  in  this  State,  having  a 
population  of  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  according  to 
the  last  federal  census,  is  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  to 
charge,  receive  and  collect  for  any  official  services  rendered  by  him  or 
them,  shall  hereafter  be  received  and  collected  by  the  said  officers  re- 
spectively, to  and  for  the  sole  use  of  the  county  treasury  of  their  respect- 
ive counties  as  public  moneys,  belonging  to  said  counties,  and  not 
otherwise,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  and  paid  over  as  such  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  officers  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  report  to  the  County  Commissioners  of 
their  respective  counties  on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  Juu.e,  September 
and  December  of  each  vear  of  their  official  term,  a  certified  and  sworn 
statement  in  detail,  oi  all  costs,  fees,  percentages,  penalties,  allowaces, 
and  other  perquisites  of  every  kind,  charged  in  his  office,  whether  taxed 
in  any  cause  or  otherwise,  and  receivable  by  him  for  any  services  render- 
ed by  him  during  the  quarter  next  preceding  the  time  of  making  such 
statement,  showing  the  whole  amount  thereof,  how  much  thereof  has 
been  received  by  him,  how  much  thereof  remains  uncollected,  the  names 
of  persons  from  whom  any  of  the  same  are  due,  and  the  amount  due  from 
each,  and  the  reason  why  the  same  have  not  been  collected.  Provided, 
hotrever,  that  the  Sheriff,  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge  shall  not  be  required 
to  report  as  to  any  uncollected  fees  or  costs  in  any  suit,  matter  or  pro- 
ceeding, which,  at  the  time  of  making  anv  such  report,  shall  be  pending 
and  not  determined  by  a  final  order  or  judgment,  but  all  such  uncoUectea 
fees  and  costs  shall  be  reported  in  full  in  the  next  quarterly  report  after 
the  said  suit,  matter  or  proceeding,  shall  have  been  determined  by  a 
final  order  or  judgement ;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  Treasurer  shall 
not  be  required  to  report  the  fees,  percentages  or  penalties  receivable  hy 
him  for  collecting  taxes  that  are  charged  upon  the  tax  duplicate  until 
his  settlement  with  the  County  Auditor,  but  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
County  Commissioners  in  gross  as  made  out  by  the  County  Auditor  in 
his  quarterly  report  next  after  such  settlement,  and  that  the  County 
Auditor  shall  not  be  required  to  report  the  fees  receivable  by  him  for  serv- 
ices rendered  for  the  county  and  payable  to  him  out  of  the  county  treasury, 
except  at  his  annual  settlement  with  the  County  Commissioners  as  now 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  That  each  of  said  officers  shall  keep,  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by 
the  county,  a  full  and  regular  account  of  all  sums  charged  by  him,  and  of 
all  fees,  costs,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances,  and  other  perquisites  of 
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whatever  kind,  received  or  collected  by  him,  and  said  book  of  accounts 
shall  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  examination  of  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, and  shall  be  transmitted  by  such  officer  to  his  successor  in  office, 
and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  records  of  said  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Sheriff,  Auditor,  Clerk  of  Court  and  Probate  Judge,  in  the 
several  counties  of  this  State,  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
receive  compensation  in  the  proportion  to  the  population  of  their  respect- 
ive counties  as  determined  by  the  last  federal  census,  as  follows  : 

In  counties  having  a  population  of  less  than  fifteen  thousand  inhabit- 
ants, the  Sheriff  and  Auditor,  thirteen  hundred  dollars  each  ;  the  Clerk  of 
Court  and  Probate  Judge,  tw^elve  hundred  dollars  each  ;  and  in  counties 
having  more  than  fifteen  thousand  inhabitants,  each  of  the  aforesaid 
officers  shall  receive  the  like  sums,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  receive 
for  each  year  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  additional  one  thousand 
inhabitants  above  fifteen  thousand ;  and  in  counting  such  inhabitants 
above  fifteen  thousand,  if  there  be  any  portion  of  one  thousand  greater 
than  five  hundred,  such  fraction  shall  be  reckoned  as  one  thousand  ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  every  county  the  Clerk  of  Court,  or  Sheriff,  or 
either  of  them,  in  addition  to  the  salary  provided  by  this  act,  shall 
receive  twentv  per  centum  of  all  costs  and  fees  in  excess  of  the  salary 
herein  provided,  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  by  such 
Clerk  or  Sheriff;  and  in  counties  containing  a  Superior  Court,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  and  Sheriff  may  receive  such  additional  sum  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  County  Commissioners,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  each  ;  and  provided,  also,  that  County  Auditors  may  receive  ad- 
ditional compensation  for  any  services  rendered,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  improved  road  laws,  free  turnpike  laws,  and  the  laws  relating  to 
ditches,  drains,  and  water-courses,  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  each 
hundred  words,  and  five  cents  for  each  order  drawn  on  the  treasury ; 
provided,  further,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than 
forty-five  thousand,  the  County  Auditor  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the 
salary  hereinbefore  provided,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid 
from  the  county  treasury ;  and  in  counties  where  the  Probate  Courts  have 
special  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases,  the  Probate  Judges  in  such  counties 
snail  receive,  in  addition  to  the  salaries  hereinbefore  provided,  such  com- 
pensation as  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  their  services  in  such  crim- 
inal cases ;  provided,  also,  that  any  increase  of  salary  so  authorized  shall 
only  be  paid  to  such  Clerk  or  Sheriff  out  of  the  fees  and  costs  earned  and 
collected  by  him  ;  and,  provided,  further,  that  the  salaries  allowed  in  this 
section  to  the  several  county  officers  herein  named  shall  be  the  only  com- 
p3n3ation  allowed  to  such  officers',  either  by  way  of  Clerk  hire.  Deputies, 
or  otherwise ;  it  being  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  that  the 
said  officers  shall  defray  all  expenses  of  the  office  incurred  through  the 
employment  of  assistants  of  whatever  kind. 

Sec.  5.  That  each  of  said  officers,  authorized  to  collect  fees  and  costs 
shall,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  pay  into  the  county  treasury  on  w^arrant 
of  the  County  Auditor,  and  account  for  to  the  County  Commissioners,  for 
the  use  of  the  county,  all  the  fees,  costs,  percentages,  penalties  and  per- 
quisites of  every  sort  collected  by  him  during  said  quarter ;  but  if  in  any 
quarter  there  shall  not  have  been  collected  a  sufficient  amount  of  fees, 
costs,  percentages  or  penalties  by  any  officer,  to  pav  him  the  proportion 
due  him  for  his  services  as  herein  limited,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  recieve 
the  amount  of  such  deficiency  out  of  the  collections  made  by  him  or  his 
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successors  in  office  for  him,  in  any  succeeding  quarter  or  quarters,  f^om 
the  official  costs,  fees,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances  and  perquisites 
earned  and  charged  by  him. 

Sec.  6.  The  conipensation  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the 
Sheriff,  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge  shall  be  paia  b}'  the  County  Treasurer, 
on  the  order  of  the  Auditor,  in  quarterly  installments;  provided,  that  no 
such  order  shall  be  given  to  any  officer  herein  named,  for  any  sum  greater 
than  has  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  as  fees  or  costs  belong- 
ing to  said  officer ;  and,  provided  further,  that  no  such  order  shall  be 
issued  by  any  County  Auditor  to  any  officer  herein  named,  till  such 
officer  shall  have  first  filed  in  the  office  of  said  Auditor  a  written  state- 
ment verified  by  his  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  effect  thai  he  has  dili- 
gently and  faithfully,  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  collected  and  paid  into 
the  county  treasury  all  moneys  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he 
is  so  required  to  collect  anS  pay  over,  and  that  he  has  faithfully  and 
to  the  best  of  his  ability  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  act. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  County  Auditor  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury  in  like  quarterly  installments,  only  upon  the  order  of  the 
County  Commissioners;  provided  further,  that  if  the  County  Commis- 
sioners are  satisfied  that  said  officers,  or  any  of  them,  are  not"  collecting 
promptly  and  paying  over  moneys  as  required  by  this  act,  they  may 
withhold,  or  direct  the  Auditor  to  withhold  in  such  order  such  proportion 
of  the  amount  due  such  officer  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the 
collection  and  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  county  Treasurers  of  the  several  counties  embraced  in  this 
act  shall  receive  compensation,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  upon  the  order  of 
the  Auditor,  in  proportion  to  the  total  valuation  of  the  taxable  property 
in  their  respective  counties,  as  follows :  In  all  counties  wherein  the 
valuation  of  such  property  does  not  exceed  seven  million  dollars,  one 
thousand  dollars  ;  and  for  each  additional  million,  over  and  above  seven 
millions,  one  hundred  dollars  in  addition  thereto.  And  in  counting  such 
additional  millions,  if  there  be  a  fraction  of  a  million  greater  than  half 
a  million,  it  shall  be  reckoned  as  one  million  ;  provided,  however,  that  in 
counties  having  a  population  over  forty-five  thousand  and  less  than  fifty 
thousand,  an  increase  ot"  the  yearly  salary  of  such  Treasurer  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  salary  pro- 
vided by  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Coirimissioners,  at 
their  regular  quarterly  sessions,  to  examine  carefully  the  books  and  re- 
ports of  the  several  county  officers  herein  named,  as  provided  for  in 
sections  two  and  three  of  this  act,  and  if  upon  such  examination  it  shall 
appear  that  any  such  officer  is  not  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  if  any  of  said  officers  shall  willfully  make  any  false  statement 
in  his  quarterly  report  in  any  ^material  matter,  knowing  the  same  to 
be  such,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  upon  indictment,  or  information  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county,  be  adjudged  guilty  of 
misconduct  in  office  and  be  immediately  removed  therefrom  ;  and  should 
any  officer  named  in  this  act  appropriate  to  his  own  use  or  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  another,  any  moneys  he  is  by  law  authorized  to  collect,  and 
not  allowed  to  him  for  his  services,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to 
the  amount  of  any  sum  less  than  thirty-five  dollars,  he  shall  be  deemed 
and  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  fined  in  doulble  the  amount  so  taken  or  appropriated,  or  imprisoned 
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in  the  county  iail  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court.  But  should  the  amount  so  taken  or  appropriated  by  any 
such  officer  be  equal  to  or  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty-five  dollars,  every 
such  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  guilt}'  of  a  felony,  and 
on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  double  the  amount  so  taken  or 
appropriated,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  and  kept  at  hard 
labor  for  not  more  than  four  years,  and  his  office  shall  be  declared  vacant 
and  filled  as  now  provided  for  by  law.  The  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  have  suit  issued  against  such  offending  officers 
in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the 
county. 

Sec.  9.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  Sheriflfe  from 
receiving  the  same  compensation  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  con- 
veying convicts  to  the  penitentiary,  and  for  subsisting  prisoners  in  the 
county  jail.  The  compensation  of  County  Treasurers,  for  their  semi- 
annual settlement  with  the  State  Treasurer,  shall  in  nowise  be  affected 
by  this  act  j  but  such  Treasurers  shall  receive  for  such  settlements  the 
same  as  is  now  or  may  be  provided  by  law  ;  the  various  County  Treas- 
urers shall  also  receive  the  same  compensation  that  they  now  are  or  may 
be  allowed  by  law  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  in  addition  to  the 
salary  provided  by  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  be  given  speciallv  in  charge  of  the  Grand 
Jury  at  each  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  by  the  presiding  Judge 
thereof. 

Sec.  11.  That  section  one  of  an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  the  first 
section  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  prescribing  the  fees  of  County  Auditors," 
passed  May  1,  1862,  as  amended  April  12,  1866,  passed  April  17,  1867 
(S.  &  S.,  p.  370),  and  an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  an  act  prescribing 
the  fees  of  County  Treasurers,"  passed  May  1,  1862,  and  supplementary 
thereto,  passed  April  13,  1865  (S.  &  S.,  p.  918),  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the 
first  Monday  in  June,  1875,  but  shall  not  apply  to  any  officer  elected 
prior  to  the  year  1874.

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MESSAGE   FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

To  the  Oeneral  Assembly  : 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  grave  circumstances  of  the  interfer- 
ence of  federal  troops  in  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  a  sister  State.  If  the  reported  action  of  the  military  in 
unseating  persons  claiming  to  be  members  of  the  Louisiana  Legislature, 
and  giving  their  places  to  persons  contesting  the  same,  is  true,  and  is 
legal  and  proper  there,  the  same  interference  would  be  legal  and  proper 
here,  and  it  seems  to  me  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Representatives  of  the 
people  of  this  State  to  at  once  enter  a  vigorous  protest  against  action 
that  may  be  made  a  precedent  at  some  future  time  for  the  overthrow  of 
civil  government  here.  K  there  is  law  warranting  the  settling  of  con- 
tested election  cases  in  State  Legislatures  by  the  use  of  federal  troops, 
then,  in  my  judgement,  you  should  request  its  immediate  repeal.  If 
there  is  no  law  for  it,  then  your  indignant  protest  should  be  neard  at 
Washington,  insisting  upon  such  action  by  Congress  as  will  prevent,  in 
the  future,  such  flagrant  outrages  against  civil  liberty.

cation in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  such  place,  in  addition 
to  the  posting  and  publication  at  the  place  of  consignment.  Such  person, 
association  or  company,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  such  prop- 
erty, shall  pay  all  the  necessary  costs  and  expenses  of  the  sale,  and  all

A  general  appropria- 
tion bill  shall  embrace  nothing  but  appropriations  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  executive,  legislative  ana  judicial  departments  of  the 
State,  for  the  payment  of  the  public  debt  and  the  interest  thereon,  for 
the  punitive  institutions  of  the  State,  and  for  public  schools.    Other  appro- 

8 nations  shajl  be  made  by  separate  ^ills,  each  embracing  but  one  subject. 
n  the  final  vote  upon  any  appropriation  bill,  or  upon  the  adoption  of 
'  any  amendment  thereto,  the  appropriations  shall  be  read  item  by  item, 
and  upon  demand  of  any  member  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  veas  ana 
nays  and  entered  upon  the  Journal ;  and  any  item  or  items. wnich  fail 
to  receive  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  House, 
shall  be  stricken  from  the  oill. 

If  this  amendment  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  adopted  by  a  majority 
of  the  electors  voting  at  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  General 
Assemblv,  it  shall  take  the  place  of  section  22,  of  article  2,  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

At  such  election  the  ballots  shall  be  in  the  following  form  :

twenty  per  cent,  greater  than  the  smallest  rate  per  mile  at  whir h  such 
road  contracts  to  transport  freight  of  the  same  class  to  either  the  city  of 
Boston.  New  York,  Philadelphia  or  Baltimore,  and  in  determining  the 
class  of  freight  to  which  such  property  belongs,  reference  shall  be  had  to 
classification  established  and  in  use  fey  such  corjwration  at  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  for  loading  and  unloading  each  car,  where  the 
labor  is  perfcirmed  by  the  employes  of  such  corporation,  an  additignal 
charge  not  exceeding  two  dollars  for  loading  and  two  dollars  for  unload- 
ing such  car  may  be  made,  and  for  loading  or  unloading  an  amount  of 
freight  not  less  than  a  car  load,  such  proportion  of  two  dollars  may  be 
charged  as  the  amount  of  freight  handled  bears  to  a  c^ar  load ;  and  every 
.such  corporation,  its  officers,  employes  or  agents,  who  shall  violate  or 
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permit  to  be  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  corporation,  its 
officers,  employes  or  agents  who  shall  demand  or  receive  a  greater  sum  of 
money  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property  on  or  over  their 
railroads  than  the  sum  allowed  by  law,  shall  pay  to  the  party  aggrieved 
for  every  such  overcharge  a  sum  equal  to  double  the  amount  of  the  over- 
charge, but  in  no  case  shall  the  amount  to  be  paid  be  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars ;  provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  railroad  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  in  length,  and  not  op- 
erated by  corporations  operating  another  railroad.

On  the  appearance  and  empanneling  of  the  Jury,  the 
Probate  Judge  shall  administer  to  them  an  oath  to  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially view  the  premises  along  the  route  of  said  ditch,  and  report  their 
verdict  in  writing  to  said  Court  whether  it  will  be  conducive  to  the  pub- 
lic health  and  welfare,  and  whether  the  proposed  route-  thereof  is  prac- 
ticable, which  said  verdict  shall  be  agreed  upon  and  signed  by  at  least 
two-thirds  of  said  Jury  and  returned  in  open  Court ;  provided,  that  after 
the  view  of  the  premises,  and  before  verdict,  the  parties  may  offer  evi- 
dence and  be  heard  in  person  or  bv  counsel  before  said  Jury.

Mr.  Hathaway,  from  committee  on  Judiciary  :  A  bill  to  amend  sec- 
tions 1  and  2  and  amended  section  8  (S.  &  S.,  p.  761)  of  an  act  entitled 
"an  act  for  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  all  property  in  this  State,  and 
for  levving  taxes  thereon  according  to  its  true  value  in  money,"  passed 
April  §,  1859  (S.  &  C,  p.  1438),  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  "an  act 
to  provide  for  taxing  bonds,  treasury  notes  and  fractional  currency  of  the 
United  States  held  or  owned  by  individuals,  companies  or  corporations 
in  this  State,"  passed  May  7,  1869  (66,  0.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
section  1  of  the  first  above  entitled  act  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  : 

Sec.  1.  That  all  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  in  this  State,  all 
money  in  and  all  credits  arising  from  debts  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  all  in- 
vestments in  bonds,  stocks,  joint  stock  companies,  or  otherwise,  made  or 
issued  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  property  of 
corporations  now  existing  or  hereafter  created,  and  the  property  of  all 
banks  or  banking  companies  now  existing  or  hereafter  created,  and  of 
all  bankers,  except  such  as  are  hereafter  expressly  exempted,shall  be  subject 
to  taxation ;  ana  such  property,  money,  credits,  investments  in  bonds, 
stocks  and  stock  companies  or  otherwise,  or  the  value  thereof,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  list  of  taxable  property  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  ^  of  the  said  first  entitled  act  be  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  2.  The  terms  "real  property"  and  "land,"  wherever  used  in  this 
act,  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  include  not  only  the  land  itself,  whether 
laid  out  in  town  lots  or  otherwise,  with  all  things  contained  therin,  but 
also  all  buildings,  structures  and  improvements  and  all  other  fixtures 
of  whatsoever  kind  theron,  and  all  rights  and  privileges  belonging  or  in 
anywise  appertaining  thereto.

agents. 

The  term  "investment  in  stocks,"  wherever  used  in  this  act,  shall  be 
held  to  mean  and  include  all  moneys  invested  in  the  public  stocks  of 
this  State,  or  in  any  association,  corporation,  joint  stock  company  or 
otherwise,  in  this  State,  or  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  this  State, 
the  stock  or  capital  of  which  is  or  may  be  divided  into  shares  which  are 
transferable  by  such  owner  without  the  consent  of  the  other  partners  or 
stockholders,  for  the  taxation  of  which  no  special  provision  is  made  by 
this  act,  held  by  persons  residing  in  this  State,  either  for  themselves  or 
as  guardian,  trustee  or  agents. 

The  term  "oath,"  whenever  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  mean  oath 
or  affirmation.  Every  word  in  this  act  importing  the  masculine  gender, 
may  extend  and  be  applied  to  females  as  well  as  males. 

The  term  "personal  property,"  whenever  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  held 
to  mean  and  include — first,  every  tangible  thing  being  the  subject  of  own- 
ership, whether  animate  or  inanimate,  other  than  money,  ana  not  form- 
ing part  of  any  parcel  of  real  property  as  heretofore  defined ;  second,  the 
capital  stock,  individual  profits,  and  all  other  means  not  forming  part  of 
the  capital  stock  of  every  company,  whether  incorporated  or  unincor- 
poratea,.  and  every  share,  portion  or  interest  in  such  stock,  profits  of 
means,  by  whatsover  name  the  same  may  be  designated,  inclusive  of 
every  share  or  portion,  right  or  interest,  either  legal  or  equitable  in  and 
to  every  ship,  vessel  or  boat  of  whatsover  name  or  description,  used  or 
designed  to  be  used  either  exclusively  or  partially  in  navigating  any  of 
the  waters  within  or  bordering  on  tnis  State,  whether  such  ship,  vessel 
or  boat  shall  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  or  elsewhere,  arid 
whether  the  same  shall  have  been  enrolled,  registered  or  licensed  at  any 
collector's  office  or  within  any  collection  district  iri  this  State  or  not. 

The  term  "money"  or  "moneys,"  wherever  used  in  this  act,  shall  be 
h'4d  to  mean  and  include  gold  and  silver  coin  and  bank-notes  in  actual 
p  >s8ession  of  solvent  banks,  and  every  deposit  which  the  person  owning^ 
holding  in  trust  or  having  the  beneficial  interest  therein  is  entitled  to 
withdraw  in  monev  on  demand. 

The  term  "credits,"  whenever  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  mean  . 
the  excess  of  the  sum  of  all  legal  claims  and  demands,  whether  for 
money  or  for  other  valuable  thing,  or  for  labor  or  service  due  or  to  be- 
come due  to  the  person  liable  to  pay  taxes  thereon,  including  deposits 
in  banks  or  with  persons  in  this  State,  other  than  such  as  are  held  to 
be  money  as  hereinbefore  defined  by  this  section  wTien  added  together 
(estimating  every  such  claim  or  demand  at  its  true  value  in  money), 
over  and  above  the  sum  of  legal  bona  fide  debts  owing  by  such  person. 
But  in  making  up  the  sum  of  such  debts  owing,  there  shall  be  taken 
into  account  no  ooligation  to  any  mutual  insurance  company,  nor  any 
unpaid  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  joint  stock  company, 
nor  any  subscription  for  any  religious,  scientific,  literary  or  charitable 
purpose,  nor  any  acknowledgment  of  any  indebtedness,  unless  founded 
on  some  consideration   actually   received  and  believed  at  the  time  of 
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making  such  acknowledgment  to  be  a  full  coneideration  therefor,  nor  any 
acknowledgment  of  debt  made  for  the  purpose  of  diminishing  the  amount 
of  credits  to  be  listed  for  taxation,  nor  any  greater  amount  or  portion 
of  any  liability  as  surety,  than  the  person  required  to  make  the  state- 
ment of  such  credits  believes  that  such  surety  is  in  equity  bound,  and 
will  be  compelled  to  pay,  or  to  contribute,  in  case  there  oe  no  other  sure- 
ties ;  provided,  that  pensions  receivable  from  the  United  States  or  from 
any  of  them,  salaries  or  payments  expected  to  be  received  for  labor  or 
service  to  be  performed  or  rendered,  snail  not  be  held  to  be  annuities 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act ;  and  provided,  further,  that  all  promis- 
sory notef*  or  other  obligations  for  the  payment  of  money,  the  conside- 
rations of  which  were  for  the  sale  and  (conveyance  of  real  estate  and  per- 
sonal property  actually  sold  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser,  shall  not  be 
taken  into  consideration  as  credits,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  taxa- 
tion as  other  credits. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  3,  as  amended  March  21,  1864  (S.  (S:  S.,  p.  761),  be 
and  the  same  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  3.  That  all  property  described  in  this  section  to  the  extent 
herein  limited  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation — that  is  to  say  : 

1st.  All  public  school-houses,  the  books  and  furniture  therein,  and  the 
grounds  attached  to  such  buildings  necessary  for  the  proper  occupancy, 
use  and  enjoyment  of  the  same,  and  not  leased  or  otherwise  used  with 
a  view  to  profit ;  all  public  colleges,  public  academies,  all  buildings  con- 
nected with  the  same,  and  all  lands  connected  with  public  institutions  of 
learning  not  used  with  the  view  to  profit.  This  provision  shall  not  ex- 
tend to  leasehold  estates  of  real  propi^rty  held  under  the  authority  of 
any  college  or  university  of  learning  in  this  State  ;  provided,  neverthe- 
less, that  all  leaseholds  or  other  estates  or  property  whatsover,  real  or  per- 
sonal, the  rents,  issues,  profits  and  income  of  which  have  been  or  here- 
after shall  be  given  to  any  city,  town,  village,  school-district  or  sub- 
district  in  this  State  exclusively  for  the  use,  endowment  or  support  of 
public  schools  for  the  free  education  of  youth  without  charge,  are  and 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  such  property  or  the  rents, 
issues,  profits  and  income  thereof  shall  be  used  and  applied  exclusively 
for  the  support  of  free  education  by  such  city,  town,  village,  district  or 
sub-district,  in  the  public  schools  tnerein,  provided  for  by  the  laws  of 
this  State. 

2d.  All  lands  used  exclusively  as  graveyards  or  grounds  for  burying 
the  dead,  except  such  as  are  held  by  any  person  or  persons,  company  or 
corporations  with  a  view  to  profit  or  for  the  purpose  of  speculating  in  the 
sale  thereof. 

3d.  All  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  belonging  exclusively  to 
the  State  or  the  United  States. 

4th.  All  buildings  belonging  to  counties,  used  for  holding  courts,  for 
jails  or  for  county  offices,  with  tne  ground,  not  exceeding  in  any  county 
ten  acres,  on  which  such  buildings  are  erected,  and  all  other  public 
property  of  said  county  for  the  public  use. 

5th.  All  land,  houses  and  other  buildings  belonging  to  any  city, 
county,  township  or  village,  used  exclusively  for  the  accommodation  or 
support  of  the  poor. 

6th.  All  buildings  belonging  to  institutions  of  purely  public  charity, 
together  with  the  land  actually  occupied  by  such  institution  not  leased 
or  otherwise  used  with  a  view  to  profit,  and  all  moneys  and  credits  ap- 
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propriated  solely  to  sustaining,  and  belonging  exclusively  to  such  in- 
stitutions. 

7th.  All  fire  engines  and  other  implements  used  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  with  the  buildings  used  exclusively  for  the  safe  keeping 
thereof  and  for  the  meeting  of  fire  companies,  whether  belonging  to  any 
citv  or  village,  or  to  any  fire  company  organized  therein. 

8th.  All  market  houses,  public  squares  or  other  public  grounds,  town 
or  township  houses  or  halls  used  exclusively  for  public  purposes,  and 
all  works,  machinery  and  fixtures  belonging  to  any  city  or  village  and 
used  exclusively  for  carrying  water  to  such  city  or  village. 

9th.  Each  individual  in  this  State  may  hold,  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, personal  property  of  any  description  of  which  said  individual  is 
the  actual  owner,  not  exceeding  fity  dollars  in  value  ;  no  person  shall  be 
required  to  list  a  greater  portion  of  any  credits  than  he  believes  will  be 
received  or  can  be  collected,  nor  any  greater  portion  of  any  obligation 
given  to  secure  the  payment  of  rent  than  the  amount  of  the  rent  that 
shall  have  accrued  on  the  lease  and  shall  remain  unpaid  at  the  time  of 
such  listing ;  no  person  shall  be  required  to  include,  in  his  statement,  as 
a  part  of  the  personal  property,  money,  credits,  investments  in  bonds, 
stocks,  joint  stock  companies  or  otherwise  which  he  is  required  to  list,  any 
share  or  portion  of  the  capital  stock  or  property  of  any  company  or  cor- 
poration which  is  requred  to' list  or  return  its  capital  and  property  for 
taxation  in  this  State.  The  taxes  upon  banks,  banking  companies- and 
all  other  joint  stock  companies  or  corporations,  of  whatever  kind,  levied 
and  collected  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  lieu 
of  any  taxes  which  such  banks  or  banking  companies  or  other  joint 
stock  companjies  were  by  former  laws  required  to  pay. 

10th.  Each  religious  society  duly  organized  for  public  worship  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,  may  hold  exempt  from  taxation  the  place  of  worship  of 
such  society  used  exclusively  for  that  purpose,  and  the  ground  upon 
which  the  same  is  situated  and  necessary  for  the  use  thereof,  not  exceed- 
ing five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  all  other  property  of  whatever 
name  or  nature  belonging  to  such  society  shall  be  listed  and  subject  to 
taxation  as  other  property  in  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  That  sections  1  and  2  of  said  act  of  April  5,  1859,  and  amenda- 
tory section  3  of  said  act,  and  the  said  act  of  May  7,  1869,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.  And  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

Section  415.  That  the  Common  Council  of  any  city,  incorporated 
village,  or  the  Trustees  of  any  incorporated  village,  for  special  purposes, 
in  which  any  company  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  illuminating  gas 
has  been,  is,  or  may  hereafter  be  organized  and  established,  and  has  been 
granted  by  said  Council  or  Trustees  the  use  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or 
other  grounds  and  ways  of  said  cities  or  villages  to  lay  their  conductors 
for  the  distribution  of  gas  therein,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
respectively  to  fix  and  determine  by  ordinance,  from  time  to  time,  for 
periods  not  exceeding  two  years,  the  terms  and  prices  at  which  any  such 
company  shall,  for  the  said  period  of  time,  furnish  gas  to  said  cities  or 
villages  and  their  inhabitants,  for  any  purpose  they  or  any  of  them  may 
desire  ;  and  said  company  shall  in  no  event  be  permitted  to  provide  gas 
upon  other  terms,  or  charge  higher  prices  than  those  fixed  and  established 
by  said  ordinances  of  said  cities  and  villages  respectivelly,  and  any 
violation  of  said  ordinance,  bv  said  company  shall  oe  a  forfeiture  of  all 
rights  and  privileges  under  said  ordinances  respectively,  and  subject  them 
to  damages  for  all  violations  thereof  to  any  party  injured  thereby;  and 
the  said  Common  Council  of  said  cities,  incorporated  villages,  or  Trustees 
of  said  incorporated  villages,  for  special  purposes,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  respectivelly  to  fix  and  determine  the  terms  and  prices 
the  said  company  may  demand  for  the  use  of  meters  furnished  to  gas 
consumers. 

Sec.  416.  That  whtm  the  said  Common  Council  or  Trustees  have  re- 
spectively fixed  and  determined  the  terms  and  prices  at  which  the  said 
company  shall  furnish  gas  for  the  period  aforesaid,  to  the  said  cities  or 
villages  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  by  ordinance  as  aforesaid,  at  reason- 
able and  proper  rates  and  conditions,  and  alike  for  the  said  cities  or 
villages  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  company  to  furnish  gas  to  the  said  cities  or  villages  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  as  required,  at  the  prices  and  upon  the  terms  fixed 
by  said  ordinance  ^  but  if  the  said  prices  and  terms  are  claimed  to  be 
unreasonable  or  unjust,  the  said  company  may,  upon  written  notice  to 
said  Common  Council  or  Trustees,  file  their  petition  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  said  city  or  village  is  situated, 
setting  forth  specifically  therein  the  grounds  of  said  complaint,  and 
praying  to  have  said  prices  and  terms  revised  and  determined  by  a  Judge 
of  said  Court,  and  upon  the  filing  of  said  petition  in  said  Court,  and  upon 
proof  of  service  of  said  notice  upon  said  Common  Council  or  Trustees  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  application,  the  said  Judge  shall  have  full 
power  to  hear  such  applications,  and  to  fix  and  determine  such  prices 
and  terras  as  may  ha  shown  to  be  just  and  reasonable  for  furnishing  gas 
as'required  by  said  ordinance.  And  in  all  cases  where  the  prices  or  terms 
for  furnishing  gas  heretofore  or  hereafter  by  said  company  to  gas  con- 
sumers are  claimed  by  any  gas  consumer  to  be  unreasonable  and  unjust, 
he  may,  by  like  petition  filed  in  said  Court  and  upon  notice  to  said  com- 
pany, have  the  same  revised  and  determined  by  said  Judge,  as,  in  his 
opinion,  may  be  shown  to  be  reasonable  and  just ;  and  on  all  such  appli- 
cations the  ;burden  of  j)roof  shall  be  upon  said  company  complained 
against,  to  show  that  the  prices  and  terms  fixed  by  the  said  Common 
Council  or  Trustees  complained  against  were  reasonable  and  just ;  and 
should  the  said  Judge  find  the  said  prices  and  terms  so  fixed  by  the  said 
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Commom  Council  or  Trustees  unreasonable  and  unjust  to  the  said  gas 
consumers,  the  said  ordinance  complained  against  shall  be  held  for  naught 
by  said  Judge,  and  said  Judge  shall  therefore  fix  and  determine  the  prices 
and  terms  at  which  gas  shall  be  furnished  by  said  company  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  two  years  from  the  entry  of  his  order  upon  the  journal  of 
the  Court  of  which'he  may  be  Judge  ;  and  full  and  ample  jurisdiction 
and  power  is  hereby  given  to  thft  said  Judge  to  hear  and  determine  all 
questions  that  may  arise  upon  any  such  application,  and  to  cause 
witnesses  to  appear  before  him  and  be  examinea  as  usual  in  courts  of 
justice  touching  the  premises,  and  his  judgment  thereon  shall  be  entered, 
as  in  other  cases,  upon  the  journals  of  the  Court,  and  the  said  Judge 
shall  enter  up  judgment  for  costs  against  the  parties,  as  he  may  determine 
to  be  equitable  and  just.  Fees  of  Clerks,  Sheriffs  and  witnesses  shall  be 
the  same  as  in  other  cases,  and  said  application  may  be  heard  at 
chambers.

Provided,  that  such  husband,  wife,  child,  parent,  guardian,  or  other  in- 
terested person,  liable  to  be  so  injured  by  any  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
to  any  person  or  persons  aforesaid,  shall  desire  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquor  to  the  same,  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  either 
in  writing  before  a  witness  or  witnesses,  to  the  person  or  persons  so  selling 
or  giving  the  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  the  owner  or  lessor  of  the  prem- 
ises wherein  such  intoxicating  liquor  is  given  or  sold,  or  shall  file 
with  the  township  or  corporation  clerk,  in  the  township,  village  or  city 
wherein  such  intoxicating  liquor  may  be  sold,  notice  to  all  liquor  dealers 
not  to  sell  to  such  person  or  persons  any  intoxicating  liquor  from  and 
after  ten  days  from  the  date  of  so  filing  such  notice  ;  and  such  notice  or 
notices  shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk  of  such  township,  city  or  village,  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  such  purpose,  which  said  book  shall  be  open  for 
the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested. 

Mr.  Corwin  moved  to  amend  the  instrcutions  by  adding  thereto  the 
following :

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  and  pay  the  cost  of  prosecution.

written  or  printed  notice,  signed  by  saia  party,  with  the  Clerk  of  the  incor- 
porated city,  village,  town  or  township  in  which  said  person  resides^  or 
where  such  liquor  or  beverage  may  be  sold  or  given  aivay  ;  and  such  notice  shall 
also  be  a  notice  to  the  ovmer  or  ovmers  of  the  premises  where  such  intoxicating 
beverages  are  sold  or  given  away. 

Second — That  said  notice  shall  contain  the  hour  of  the  day,  day  of  the 
month  and  year ;  also  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  such  sale  shall  be  prohibited  ;  and  in  towns  or  cities  the  number  of  the 
residence,  and  name  of  the  street  and  voard  where  such  person  or  persons  reside  ; 
provided,  in  ca>se  of  a  change  of  residence,  notice  of  such  change  shall  be  left  with 
suoh  Clerk, 

Third — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city,  village,  town  or  any  township 
Clerk  to  record  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  all  names  of  whom  such 
notice  has  been  m^ide,  and  to  file  away  ana  be  safely  kept  in  the  oflBce  of 
said  Clerk  for  reference,  all  written  or  printed  notices  deposited  with  him 
to  prevent  the  sale  or  giving  away  any  intoxicating  beverage  to  any  per- 
son or  persons.  % 

(1.)     And  if  said  Clerk  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  make  such  record  as  herein  pro- 
vided, he  shall  be  deemed  milty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  before  any 
Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five,  nor  le8s  than  five  dollars  ;  and  the  same  shall  u^rk  a  forfeiture  of  office  held 
by  such  Clerk. 

Fourth — That  the  said  city  or  town  Council,  or  the  Trustees  of  any 
township,  shall  provide  for  the  said  city,  town  or  township  Clerks  a 
suitable,  well-bound  book,  in  which  he  shall  record  such  notices  ;  and  the 
Clerk  of  said  city,  town  or  township,  shall  receive  twenty-five  cents  as 
compensation  thereof  for  his  filing  and  recording  the  same ;  said  amount 
to  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  requiring  said  notice  to  be  filed  and 
recoraed,  and  said  book,  with  the  notices,  shall  be  transferred  by  said 
Clerk  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Fifth — That  the  book  containing  a  true  copy  of  such  notice  or  notices, 
as  well  as  the  original  notice  or  notices,  shall  be  open  for  inspection  to  all 
parties  interested. 

(2.)  That  no  person  shall  be  coTisidered  competent  to  file  such  notice  except  a 
husband,  wife,  child,  parent,  guardian,  employer,  or  next  friend,  or  any  other 
person  or  persovis  thai  are  being  injured  in  person  or  property,  or  means  of  sup- 
port, and  can  show  just  cause  to  the  Clerk  why  he,  she  or  they  are  interested  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  require  the  filing  of  such  a  notice,  to  prevent  the  selling  or  giving 
of  any  intoxicating  beverage  to  any  such  person  or  persons  ;  and  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  shall  also  be  considered  competent  to  file  such  notice. 

Sixth — That  this  notice  shall  be  in  force  and  take  efiFect  upon  all 
parties  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  hour  upon  which  said 
notice  was  filed. 

SefmUh — And  further,  that  the  form  of  all  notices  deposited  with  the 
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city,  village,  town,  or  any  township  Clerk  to  prohibit  the  sale  or  giving 
of  any  intoxicating  beverage,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

That  I,  (  person  or  persons,)  do  hereby  notify  all 

persons  within  the  incorporated  limits  of  (  city,  town, 

township,)  not  to  sell  or  give  away  any  intoxicating  beverage 
to  (  )  person  or  persons. 

Dated  (  city,  town 

or  township,)  this  (  hour  of  the  day,  day  of  the 

month  and  year. 

Eighth — That  this  notice  shall  be  in  full  fore  eand  effect  upon  all  parties 
for.  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  upon  which  such  notice  was  filed. 

Ninth — It  shall  be  unlawftd  to  sell  or  give  any  intoxicating  beverage  to  any 
person  or  persons  concerning  whom  such  notice  shall  have  been  filed. 

Section  10.     For  all  fines,  costs  and  damages  assessed  against  any  per- 
son or  persons  in  consequence  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  seven  of  this  act  and  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory, 
the  real  estate  and  personal  property  of  such  person  or  persons  of  every 
kind,  without  exception  or  exemption,  except  under  the  act  to  amend ^n 
act  entitled  an  act  to  regulate  judgment  and  executions  at  law,  passed 
March  1,  1831,  passed  March  9,  1840,  took  effect  March  15,  1840  (S.  <fe*C., 
1143),  shall  bf  liable  for  the  payment  thereof;  and  such  fines,  costs  and 
damages  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  real  estate  until  paid  ;  and  in  case  any 
person  or  persons  shall  rent  or  lease  to  another  or  others  any  building  or 
premises  to  be  used  or  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors,  or  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  used  or  occupied  in  whole 
or  in  part,  such  building  or  premises  so  leased,  used  or  occupied  shall  be 
held  liable  for,  and  may  be  sold  to  pay  all  ^nes,  costs  and  damages  assessed 
against  any  person  or  persons  occupying  such  building  or  premises ;  and 
proceedings  may  be  had  to  subject  the  same  to  the  payment  of  any  such 
fine  and  costs  assessed  or  judgment  recovered^  which  remained  unpaid,  or 
any  part  thereof,  either  before  or  after  execution  shall  issue  against  the 
property  of  the  person  or  persons  against  whom  such  fine  and  costs  or 
judgnient  shall  have  been  adjudged  or  assessed;  and  when   execution 
shall  issue  against  the  property  so  leased  or  rented,  the  officer  shall  pro- 
ceed to  satisty  said  execution  out  of  the  building  or  premises  so  leased  or 
occupied  as  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  such  building  or  premises  belong  to  a 
minor,  insane  person  or  idiot,  the  guardian  of  swch  minor,  insane  person 
or  idiot,  who  has  control  of  such  building  or  premises,  shall  be  liable  and 
account  to  his  or  her  ward  for  all  damages  on  account  of  such  use  and 
occupation  of  such  building  or  premises,  and  the  liabilities  for  the  fines, 
costs  and  damages  aforesaid ;  and  all  contracts  whereby  any  building  or 
premises  shall  be  rented  or  leased,  and  the  same  shall  be  usea  or  occupied, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  shall  be  void;  and 
the  person  or  persons  renting  or  leasing  said  building  or  premises  shall, 
on  and  after  the  selling  or  giving  intoxicating  licjuors  as  aforesaid,  be 
considered  and  held  to  be  in  possession  of  said  building  or  premises ;  pro- 
vided, at  any  time  that  an  amicable  adjustment  for  damages  can  be  made 
between  the  person  or  persons  damaging  and  the  person  or  persons  claim- 
ing the  same,  that  such  husband,  wife,  child,  parent,  guardian,  employer 
or  next  friend  shall  be  permitted  to  do  so,  and  such  settlement  made  and 
entered  into  between  the  parties  shall  be  final  up  to  the  time  such  settle- 
ment is  made;  provided,  nothing* in  sections  seven  and  ten  of  this  act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  such  husband,  wife,  child,  parent. 
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guardian,  employer  or  next  friend  from  having  any  future  right  of  action 
for  damages  resulting  from  the  sale  or  giving  any  intoxicating  beverage 
when  the  requirements  have  been  complied  with  in  sections  seven  and 
ten  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  sections  seven  and  ten  of  the  above  mentioned  act  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

to  appear  before  the  Probate  Judge,  at  such  time  within  five  days  from  the 
issuing  of  the  summons,  as  he  shall  direct ;  and  upon  the  appearance  of 
said  viewers,  or,  if  any  vacancies  are  required  to  be  filled  as  hereinafter 
provided,  then  upon  the  appearance  of  three  competent  viewers,  upon 
summons  as  aforesaid,  the  Judge  shall  issue  to  them  an  order." 
3d.     Section  5,  line  45,  strike  out  the  words  "of  appointment." 

4th.  Section  19,  line  5,  the  word  "any"  should  be  "the."  At  the  end 
of  same  section,  add  the  following :  "Provided,  that  any  corporation  or 
company  which  shall  seek,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  general  law 
of  the  State,  to  appropriate  property  to  its  use  or  to  exercise  the  power 
of  easement  domain,  or  which  shall  come  into  the  possession  or  use  of 
property  so  hereafter  appropriated,  shall  thereby  and  thereafter  be  deemed 
and  held  to  have  consented  and  to  be  a  corporation  or  company  in  all 
respects,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  ana  as  to  all  its  property  rights, 
powers  and  obligations  enjoyed  or  exercised  within  this  State,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  present  Constitution  of  the  State,  and  the  laws 
passed  m  pursuance  thereof." 

5th.  Section  10,  line  34,  after  the  word  "aforesaid,"  insert  the  follow- 
ing :  "and  also  for  their  expenses  and  reasoeable  attorney  fees  actualUy 
incurred  in  prosecuting  such  action." 

6th.  Add  to  the  end  of  section  20,  the  following :  "And  whenever 
the  grant  of  such  right  of  way  or  easement  is  not  in  the  form  of  a 
lawrally  executed  deed  or  lease,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  of 
the  county  where  the  same  is  situate,  upon  the  request  of  the  corporation

The  Recorder 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  usual  fee  for  recording  such  grants  and  certifying 
copies  thereof." 

7th.     Insert  the  following  new  sections  : 

Sec.  21.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  railroad  company,  now  or  here- 
after incorporated  within  this  State,  has  located  or  shall  hereafter  locate 
its  railroad  through  any  part  of  reserved  sections  twenty-nine  or  sixteen 
(29  or  16),  or  through  any  part  of  sections  granted  by  Congress  in  lieu  of 
section  sixteen  (16),  for  school  purposes  (the  same  remaining  unsold),  or 
through  any  town  lot  or  parcel  of  ground  used  for  or  devoted  to  school 
purposes,  said  railroad  company  may  appropriate  so  much  of  said  land  or 
lots  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and 
upon  such  conditions  as  are  provided  in  this  act,  and  service  of  the 
summons  upon  such  trustees  or  school  oflBcers  as  have  possession  or  con- 
trol of  such  lands  or  lots,  or,  in  case  of  an  appropriation  of  public 
property  under  the  provisions  of  section  twelve  (12)  of  the  act  of  May  1, 
1852,  providing  for  tne  creation  and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies, 
upon  the  trustees  or  other  officers,  agents  or  authorities  having  the 
charge,  management  or  control  of  such  public  property,  shall  be  sufficient 
and  nave  the  same  effect  as  service  in  other  cases  upon  the  owners  of 
land  sought  tp  be  appropriated.    The  moneys  arising  from  such  appro- 
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priation  shall  be  disposed  of  by  such  trustees  or  school  o£Scers  or 
other  authorities,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

8th.  Add  the  following  as  section  22,  and  change  the  number  of  sub- 
sequent sections  accordingly : 

Sec.  22.  That  any  railroad  corporation  of  this  State  shall  have 
authority  to  condemn  and  appropriate  to  its  own  use  the  interest  and 
easement  in,  and  to  quiet  title  as  to  any  unfinished  road  bed  or  part  thereof 
on  the  line  of  its  proposed  road,  owned  or  claimed  by  any  other  company 
or  companies,  where  the  same  has  remained  substantially  in  the  same 
unfinished  condition  and  .without  having  the  ties  and  iron  placed  thereon, 
for  the  period  of  ten  years  or  more. 

Every  such  company  shall  be  made  a  party  defendant  to  the  condem- 
nation proceedings,  and  shall  file  an  answer  therein  setting  forth  fully 
its  title  to  and  interest  in  such  road  bed  or  part  thereof  sought  to  be  ap- 
propriated, if  any  it  claims ;  to  which  answer  the  plaintiff  shall  plead 
issuably,  unless  it  admits  the  validity  of  the  defendent's  claim.  And 
where  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Court,  upon  issue  of  law,  or  by  the 
jury  upon  issue  of  the  fact,  or  by  the  admission  of  the  pleadings,  or  by 
reason  of  failure  to  plead,  that  any  such  company  asserting  such  owner- 
ship or  claim  is  not  entitled  thereto,  judgment,  including  costs,  shall 
be  rendered  accordingly;  but  where  it,  in  like  manner,  shall  be 
determined  that  any  such  company  has  an  interest- in  such  road  bed,  or 
part  thereof,  so  sought  to  be  appropriated,  the  jury  shall  determine  and 
state  the  amount  of  compensation  due  according  to  law  to  such  company 
an  account  of  the  appropriations  of  such  interest  as  aforesaid.  Provided, 
proceedings  under  this  section  may  be  condemned  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  or  Superior  Court  of  the  proper  county,  in  which  event  the  case,  on 
motion,  shjul  be  taken  out  of  its  order  by  said  Court,  or  by  any  appellate 
or  reviewing  Court,  and  determineed  without  unnecessary  delay ;  and  pro- 
ceedings in  error,  to  such  Common  Pleas  or  Superior  Court  may  be 
commenced  directly  in  the  Supreme  Court ;  provided,  further,  that  the 
provisions  of  this  act  as  to  viewers  shall  not  apply  to  appropriations 
authorized  by  this  section.

SUBSTITUTE   FOR   SENATE   BILL   NO.    214. 

From  the  Judiciary  Committee  :  A  bill  providing  the  mode  of  hold- 
ing Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  and  for  apportioning  the  labor  to  the  Judges 
thereof : 

Section  1.  Be  if  enactvd  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  in  this  State,  on  or  before  the  third  Fridav 
of  October,  in  each  year,  and  at  the  time  they  determine  the  times  of  the 
(^omencement  of  the  terms  of  the  District  Court  and  of  the  several  terms 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  their  respective  districts,  as  is  or  may 
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be  provided  by  law,  shall  also  ascertain  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  prob- 
able amount  of  business  in  each  county  of  their  Judicial  Districts  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  shall  apportion  the  labor  of  holding  said  Courts  of 
Common  Pleas  equally  between  the  Judges  of  each  district;  and  said 
Judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  in  each  Common  Pleas  District,  at  the 
time  of  issuing  their  written  order  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  each  and  every  county  in  their  said  district,  fixing  the  time  of 
the  commencement  oi  the  terms  of  said  Courts  for  the.ensuine  year, 
[shall  specify  in  said  order  what  terms  or  parts  of  terms  of  saia  Court 
of  Common  rleas  shall  be  held  by  each  Judge  of  said  district  in  accord- 
ance with  the  apportionment  of  labor  between  said  Judges  as  aforesaid] ; 
provided,  that  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  forty  days  of  open  session 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  be  held  by  each  Judge  during  the 
year,  unless  all  the  business  assigned  him  be  sooner  disposed  of,  and 
also  designate  one  of  their  number  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise 
the  execution  of  the  aforesaid  order  when  so  made  by  a  majority  of  the 
Judges. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  Judge  as  aforesaid,  to  supervise  the  execution  of  the 
said  order  of  the  said  Judges,  shall  receive  satisfactory  information  that 
by  reason  of  illness  or  other  disability  of  any  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  who  may  have  been  assigned  to  hold  the  term  or  a  part  thereof 
in  any  county, .  is  unable  to  perform  such  duty,  the  Judge  so  assigned  to 
such  supervising  duty  shall  designate  and  assign  any  Judge  or  Judges  of 
said  district  who  may  not'  be  for  the  time  being  engaged  in  holding  any 
Court,  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  disabled  Judge  during  the 
time  of  snch  illness  or  disability  so  far  as  may  be,  and  thereupon,  such 
Judge  so  designated  upon  receiving  notice  thereof  from  the  Judge  so 
assigned  to  such  supervisory  duty  as  aforesaid,  shall  proceed  to  hold  the 
Courts,  to  the  holding  of  which  he  or  they  have  been  thus  assigned. 

Sec.  3.  To  carry  into  effect,  as  far  as  possible,  the  provisions  of  this 
bill  for  the  year  A.D.  1875,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Judges,  as  provided 
for  in  the  first  section  of  this  bill,  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Monday  in 
March  next,  and  thereafter  as  provided  in  said  first  section. 

Sec.  4.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  the  following : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  fees,  costs,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances  and  all  other 
perquisites  of  whatever  kind,  which  by  any  law  of  the  Clerk  of  Courts, 
Probate  Judge,  Sheriff,  Treasurer  and  Auditor  in  every  county  in  this 
State,  having  a  population  of  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  inhabit- 
ants, according  to  the  late  federal  census,  is  or  may  hereafter  be  author- 
ized to  charge,  receive  and  collect  for  any  official  services  rendered  by  him 
or  them,  shall  hereafter  be  received  and  collected  by  the  said  officers 
respectively,   to  and  for  the  sole  use  of  the  county  treasury   of  their 
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respective  counties,  as  public  moneys,  belonging  to  said  counties,  and  not 
otherwise,  and  shall  be'accounted  for  and  paid  over  as  such  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  officers  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  report  to  the  County  Commissioners  of 
their  respective  counties  on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December  of  each  year  of  their  official  term,  a  certified  ana  sworn 
statement  ih  detail,  of  all  costs,  fees,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances, 
and  other  perquisites  of  every  kind,  charged  in  his  office,  whether  taxed 
in  any  cause  or  otherwise,  and  receivable  by  him  for  any  services 
rendered  by  him  during  the  quarter  next  preceaing  the  time  of  making 
such  statement,  showing  the  whole  amount  thereof,  how  much  tjieteof 
has  been  received  by  him,  how  much  thereof  remains  uncollected,  the 
names  of  the  persons  from  whom  any  of  the  same  are  due,  and  the  amount 
due  from  each,  and  the  reason  why  the  same  have  not  been  collected; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Sheriff,  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge  shall  not 
DC  required  to  report  as  to  any  uncollected  fees  or  costs  in  any  suit, 
matter  or  proceemng,  which,  at  the  time  of  making  any  such  report, 
shall  be  pending  and  not  determined  by  a  final  order  or  judgment,  but  all 
such  uncollected  fees  and  costs  shall  be  reported  in  full  in  the  next 
Quarterly  report  after  the  said  suit,  matter  or  proceeding  shall  have  been 
aetermined  by  a  final  order  or  judgment ;  and  provided  further,  that  the 
Treasurer  shall  not  be  required  to  report  the  fees,  percentages  or  penalties 
receivable  by  him  for  collecting  taxes  that  are  charged  upon  the  tax 
duplicate  until  his  settlement  with  the  County  Auditor,  but  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  County  Commissioners  in  gross  as  made  out  by  the 
County  Auditor  in  his  quarterly  report  next  after  such  settlement,  and 
that  the  County  Auditor  shall  not  De  required  to  report  the  fees  receivable 
by  him  for  his  services  rendered  for  the  county  ana  payable  to  him  out 
01  the  county  treasury,  except  at  his  annual  settlement  with  the  County 
Commissioners  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  That  each  of  said  officers  shall  keep,  in  a  book  to  be  furnished 
by  the  county,  a  full  and  regular  account  of  all  sums  charged  by  him, 
and  of  all  fees,  costs,  percentages,  penalties,  allowances  and  other 
perquisites  of  whatever  kind  received  or  collected  by  him,  and  said  book 
of  accounts  shall  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  examination  of  the  County 
Commissioners,  and  shall  be  transmitted  by  such  officer  to  his  successor 
in  office  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  records  of  said  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Sheriff,  Auditor,  Clerk  of  Court  and  Probate  Judge,  in  the 
several  counties  of  this  State,  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
receive  compensation  in  the  proportion  to  the  population  of  their 
respective  counties  as  determined  by  the  last  federal  census,  as  follows: 

In  counties  having  a  population  of  less  than  fifteen  thousand  inhabi- 
tants, the  Sheriff  and  Auditor,  thirteen  hundred  dollars  each ;  the  Clerk 
of  Courts  and  Probate  Judge  twelve  hundred  dollars  each,  and  in  counties 
having  more  than  fifteen  thousand  inhabitants,  eacH  of  the  aforesaid 
officers  shall  receive  the  like  sums,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  receive 
for  each  year,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  additional  one  thousand 
inhabitants  above  fifteen  thousand ;  and  in  counting  such  inhabitants 
above  fifteen  thousand,  if  there  be  any  fraction  of  one  thousand  greater 
than  five  hundred,  such  fraction  shall  be  reckoned  as  one  thousand ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  every  county  the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  or  Sheriff, 
or  either  of  them,  in  addition  to  the 'salary  provided  by  this  act  shall 
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receive  twenty  per  centum  of  all  costs  and  fees  in  excess  of  the  salary 
herein  proviaea,  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  by  such 
Clerk  or  Sheriff;  and  in  counties  containing  a  Superior  Court,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  and  Sheriff  may  receive  such  additional  sum  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  County  Commissioners,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  each ;  and,  provided,  also,  that  County  Auditors  may  receive  in 
addition  to  the  salary  hereinbefore  proviaed  the  compensation  now 
allowed  by  law  for  assessiujg  and  placing  upon  the  duplicate  tax  omis- 
sions, also  additional  compensation  for  any  services  rendered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  improved  road  laws,  free  turnpike  laws,  and  the  laws 
relating  to  ditches,  drains  and  water-courses,  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per 
each  hundred  words,  and  five  cents  for  each  order  drawn  on  the  treasury; 
provided,  further,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than 
thirty-five  thousand  and  less  that  forty-five  thousand  the  County  Audi- 
tor shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the  salary  hereinbefore  provided,  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than 
forty-five  thousand,  one  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  such  salary,  to 
be  paid  from  the  county  treasury;  and  in  counties  where  the  Probate 
Courts  have  special  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases,  the  Probate  Judges  in  such 
counties  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the  salaries  hereinbefore  provided, 
such  compensation  as  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  their  services  in 
such  criminal  cases ;  provided,  also,  that  any  increase  of  salary  so  auth- 
orized shall  only  be  paid  to  such  Clerk  or  Sheriff  out  of  the  fees  and  costs 
earned  and  collectea  by  him ;  and,  provided,  further,  that  the  salaries 
allowed  in  this  section  to  the  several  county  oflftcers  herein  named  shall 
be  the  only  compensation  allowed  to  such  oflScers,  either  by  way  of  Clerk 
hire.  Deputies,  or  otherwise ;  it  being  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act  that  the  said  of&cers  shall  defray  all  expenses  of  the  ofSce  incurred 
through  the  employment  of  assistants  of  whatever  kind. 

Sec.  5.  That  each  of  said  officers,  authorized  to  collect  fees  and  costs 
shall,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  pay  into  the  county  treasury  on  warrant 
of  the  County  Auditor,  and  account  for  to  the  County  Commissioners,  for 
the  use  of  the  county,  all  the  fees,  costs,  percentages,  penalties  and 
perquidtes  of  every  sort  collected  by  him  during  said  quarter ;  but  if  in 
any  quarter  there  shall  not  have  been  collected  a  suf&cient  amount  of 
fees,  costs,  percentages  or  penalties  by  any  Sheriff,  Clerk  or  Probate 
Judge,  to  pay  him  the  salary  due  him  for  his  services  as  herein  limited, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  out  of  the 
collection  made  by  him  or  his  successors  in  of&ce  for  him,  in  any  succeed- 
ing quarter  or  quarters,  from  the  official  costs,  fees,  percentages,  penalties, 
allowances  and  perquisities  earned  and  charged  by  him. 

Sec.  6.  The  compensation  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the 
Sheriff,  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge  shall  be  paid  by  the  County  Treasurer, 
on  the  order  of  the  Auditor,  in  quarterly  installments ;  provided,  that  no 
such  order  shall  be  given  to  any  such  officer,  for  any  sum  greater  than 
has  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  as  fees  or  costs  belonging  to 
such  officer ;  and,  provided  further,  that  no  such  order  shall  be  issued  by 
any  County  Auditor  to  any  officer  herein  named,  till  such  officer  shall 
have  first  filed  in  the  office  of  said  Auditor  a  written  statement  verified 
by  his  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  effect  that  he  has  diligently  and  faith- 
fully, to  the  best  of  his  ability,  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury 
all  moneys  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  is  so  required  to  collect 
and  pay'  over,  and  that  he  has  faithfully  and  to  the  best  of  his  ability 
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complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  act ;  and  the  County  Auditor 
.shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  in  kike  quarterly  installments, 
only  upon  the  order  of  the  County  Commissioners  ;  provided  further,  that 
if  the  County  Commissioners  are  satisfied  that  said  officers,  or  any  of  them, 
are  not  collecting  promptly  and  paying  over  moneys  as  required  by  this 
act,  they  may  withhold,  or  direct  the  Auditor  to  withhold  in  such  order 
such  proportion  of  the  amount  due  such  officer  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  collection  and  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  County  Treasurers  of  the  several  counties  embraced  in 
this  act  shall  receive  compensation,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  upon  the  order 
of  the  Auditor,  in  proportion  \fi  the  total  value  of  the  taxable  property  in 
their  respective  counties,  as  follows  : 

In  all  counties  wherein  the  valuation  of  such  property  does  not  exceed 
six  million  dollars,  one  thousand  dollars,  and  for  each  additional  million 
J  over  and  above  six  millions,  one  hundred  dollars  in  addition  thereto  ;.and 
in  counting  such  additional  millions,  if  there  by  a  fraction  of  a  million 
greater  than  half  a  million,  it  shall  be  reckoned  as  one  million ;  provided, 
however,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  over  forty-five  thousand 
and  less  than  fifty  thousand,  an  increase  of  the  yearly*  salary  of  such 
Treasurer  shall  be  allowed  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  addition 
to  the  salary  provided  by  this  act,  but  in  no  county  shall  the  salary  of 
the  Treasurer  be  less  than  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners,  at 
their  regular  quarterly  sessions,  to  examine  carefully  the  books  and 
reports  of  the  several  county  officers  herein  named,  as  provided  for  in 
sections  two  and  three  of  this  act,  and  if  upon  such  examination  it  shall 
appear  that  any  such  officer  is  not  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  if  any  of  said  officers  shall  willfully  make  any  false  statement  in 
his  quarterly  report  in  any  material  matter,  knowing  the  same  to  be 
such,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  upon  indictment,  or  information  in  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  mis- 
conduct in  office  and  be  immeoiately  removed  therefrom  ;  and  should  any 
officer  named  in  this  act  appropriate  to  his  own  use  or  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  another,  any  moneys  he  is  by  law  authorized  to  collect,  and  not 
allowed  to  him  for  his  services,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to 
the  amount  of  any  sum  less  than  thirty-five  dollars,  he  shall  be  deemed 
and  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  in  double  the  amount  so  taken  or  appropriated,  or  imprisoned  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or 'both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Court.  But  should  the  amount  so  taken  or  appropriated  by  any 
such  officer  be  equal  to  or  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty-five  dollars,  every 
such  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  fee  guilty  of  a  felony, 
and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  double  the  amount  so  taken 
or  appropriated,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  and  kept  at  hard 
labor  for  not  more  than  four  years,  and  his  office  shall  be  declared  vacant 
and  filled  as  now  provided  for  by  law.  The  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  have  suit  instituted  against  such  offending 
officers  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of 
the  county. 

Sec.  9.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  Sheriffs  from 
receiving  the  same  compensation  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  con- 
veying convicts  to  the  penitentiary,  and  for  subsivSting  prisoners  in  the 
county  jails.    The  compensation  oi  the  County.  Treasurers,  for  their  semi- 
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annual  settlement  with  the  State  Treasurer,  shall  in  nowise  be  affected 
by  this  act ;  but  such  Treasurer  shall  receive  for  such  settlements  the 
same  as  is  now  or  may  be  provided  by  law ;  the  various  County  Treas- 
urers shall  also  receive  the  same  compensation  that  they  now  are  or 
may  be  allowed  by  law  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  in  addition 
to  the  salary  provided  by  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  be  given  specially  in  charge  to  the  grand  jury 
at  each  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  by  the  presiding  Judge 
thereof. 

Sec.  11.  That  section  one  of  an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  the  first 
section  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  prescribing  the  fees  of  County  Auditors, 
passed  May  1,  1862,  as  amended  April  12,  1865,"  passed  April  17, 1867  (S. 
&  S.,  p.  370),  and  an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  an  act  prescribing  the 
fees  of  County  Treasurers,  passed  May  1,  1862,  and  supplementary 
thereto,"  passed  April  13,  1865  (S.  &  S.,  p.  918),  be  and  tne  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the 
first  Monday  of  June,  1875,  but  shall  not  apply  to  any  ofiicer  elected  prior 
to  the  year  1874.

G.  Sprague  and  250  other 
citizens  of  Lagrange,  Lorain  county,  asking  for  the  passage  of  House  Bill 
No.  491. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Agriculture. 

Mr.  Laughlin  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  record  his  vote  on  the  pass- 
age of  S.  B.  No.  219 — Mr.  Worthington  :  To  amend  sections  415  and  416 
of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  government 
of  municipal  corporations,  passed  May  7,  1869  (66,  0.  L.,  218),  and  his 
name  being  called,  he  voted  in  the  afiirmative. 

Mr.  Andrews  submitted  the-foUowing  report  : 

The  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  S.  B.  No.  229  : 
a  bill  to  amend  several  sections  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  organization 
and  government  of  municipal  corporations,  naving  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  report  it  back,  with  the  following  amendments,  and 
recommend  its  passage  :

1876." 

5th.  Amend  section  82,  in  line  34,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "and" 
the  words  "the  onembers  of." 

Also,  amend  same  line  by  striking  out  the  word  "which"  and  insert 
"who." 

6th.  Amend  section  82,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  line  35  these  words  : 
"at  which  time  their  terms  of  ofl&ce  shall  terminate." 

7th.  Amend  section  335,  line  90,  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  Board 
of  Trustees,"  and  inserting  "there  shall  be  a  board."

12th.  Amend  section  335,  line  97,  by  striking  out  the  words  "members 
of,"  and  after  the  word  "said,"  same  line,  strike  out  the  word  "board"  and 
insert  the  word  "trustees,"  and  after  the  word  "act,"  same  line,  insert  the 
words  "and  in  all  such  cities  the  oflSce  of  trustees  of  water  works  is 
hereby  abolished,  and  all  laws  in  force  regulating  the  powers  and  duties 
of  trustees  of  water  works  shall  be  applicable  to  the  board  of  water  works 
hereby  created ;"  and  in  same  line  strike  out  the  words  "the  trustees" 
and  insert  "the  board  of  water  works."

L.,  pp.  71,  76  and  78),  of 
an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  government  of 
municipal  corporations,  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  *an  act  to  extend 
the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  supplementary  to  an  act  to 
provide  for  the  organization  and  government  of  municipal  corporations,' "

the  distance,  and  for  the  transportation  of  property  not  exceeding  a  rate 
fifty  per  cent,  greater  than  the  smallest  rate  per  mile  'at  which  such  road 
contracts  to  transport  freight  of  the  same  class  from  any  point  in  this 
State  to  either  the  city  of  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  or  Baltimore, 
and  in  determining  the  class  of  freight  to  which  such  property  belongs, 
reference  shall  be  had  to  the  classification  established,  and  in  use  by  such 
corporation  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  for  loading  and  un- 
loading each  car,  where  the  labor  is  performed  by  the  employes  of  such 
corporation,  an  additional  charge  not  exceeding  two  dollars  for  loading 
ana  two  dollars  for  unloading  such  car  may  be  made,  and  for  loading  or 
unloading  an  amount  of  freight  less  than  a  car  load,  such  proportion  of 
two  dollars  may  be  charged  as  the  amount  of  freight  handled  Dears  to  a 
car  load ;  and  every  such  corporation,  its  officers,  employes  or  agents  who 
shall  violate  or  permit  to  be  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any 
corporation,  its  officers,  employes  or  agents  who  shall  demand  or  receive 
a  greater  sum  of  money  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property 
on  or  over  their  railroad  than  the  sum  allowed  by  law,  shall  pay  to  the 
party  aggrieved  for  every  such  overcharge  a  sum  equal  to  double  the 
amount  of  the  overcharge,  but  in  no  case  Siall  the  amount  to  be  paid  be 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  •  provided,  that  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  railroaa  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  in 
length,  and  not  operated  by  corporations  operating  another  railroad.

Such  corporation,  or  any  corporation  operating  a  railroad  in 
whole  or  in  part  in  this  State,  may  demand  and  receive  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  on  said  road,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile 
for  a  distance  of  more  than  eight  miles  ;  provided,  the  fare  shall  always 
be  made  that  multiple  of  five  nearest  reached  by  multiplying  the  rate 
by  the  distance ;  and  for  the  transportation  of  property,  not  exceeding 
five  cents  per  ton  per  mile  when  tne  same  is  transported  a  distance  of 
thirty  miles  or  more  ;  and  in  case  the  same  is  transported  a  less  distance 
than  thirty  miles,  such  reasonable  rate  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  fixed 
by  said  corporatioji  or  prescribed  by  law ;  provided,  that  for  the  trans- 
portation of  coal,  pig  iron,  limestone,  iron  ore,  undressed  stone  or  lumber, 
not  more  than  five  cents  per  ton  per  mile  shall  be  charged  for  any  dis- 
tance whatever ;  but  said  railroad  corporation  may  charge  on  such  freight 
when  transported  a  less  distance  than  three  miles,  a  reasonable  rate  for 
loading  and  unloading  when  the  same  is  in  fact  done  by  such  corpora- 
tion, and  for  switching  cars  on  and  from  private  sidings  owned  or  used 
by  consignees ;  and  every  such  corporation,  its  officers,  employes  or  agents 
who  shall  violate,  or  permit  to  be  violated,  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
any  other  corporation,  its  officers,  employes  or  agents  who  shall  demand 
or  receive  a  greater  sum  of  money  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
or  property  on  or  over  their  railroad  than  the  sum  allowed  by  law,  shall 
pay  to  the  party  aggrieved  for  every  such  overcharge  a  sum  equal  to 
double  the  amount  of  the  overcharge ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  amount 
to  be  paid  be  less  than  ope  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  any  bona  Me 
claimant  using  said  road  in  the  due  course  of  his  business ;  provided, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  railroad  not  ex- 
ceeding twelve  miles  in  length,  and  not  operated  by  corporations  operat- 
ing another  railroad.  Provided,  further,  that  this  act  shall  apply  to  all 
rauroads  now  in  operation  in  this  State,  organized  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  entitled  "an  act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed  Feb- 
ruary 11,  1848,  and  all  other  railroad  companies  now  in  operation,  char- 
terea  by  special  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  since  the  passage  of  said 
act,  which  by  the  acts  of  incorporation  make  such  railroad  companies 
subject  to  the  instructions  of  said  act  of  February  11,  1848. 

In  section  2,  line  5,  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "thereby,"  and  add  "pro- 
vided, that  no  railroad  company  or  coporation  shall  be  released  from  its 
liabilty  to  any  person  from  whom  such  railroad  company  or  corporation,

And  in  all  counties  where  the  County  Auditor  shall  be  required  to  per- 
form services  by  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  improved  road  law,  free 
turnpike  laws,  and  the  laws  relating  to  ditches,  drains  and  water-courses, 
such  Auditor  shall  receive  from  the  county  treasury  nine  cents  for  each 
and  every  hundred  words,  and  four  cents  for  drawing  each  order  on  the 
county  treasury  in  that  behalf,  and  four  cents  for  filing  each  voucher 
corresponding  with  such  order.

And  in  counties  where  all  the  taxes  upon  the  grand  tax  duplicate 
amount  to  more  than  one  million  dollars,  and  not  more  than  four  million 
dollars,  six  and  one-fourth  mills  on  the  dollar  upon  the  first  million  dol- 
lars, and  three  and  a  half  mills  on  the  dollar  ui3on  the  next  one  million 
dollars,  and  two  and  a  half  mills  on  the  next  two  million  dollars,  or  any 
fractional  part  thereof. 
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Provided,  that  in  addition  to  the  above  compensation  for  the  discharge 
of  their  general  duties,  the  County  Treasurers  of  this  State  shall  receive 
the  same  mileage  and  fees  for  making  their  settlement  with  the  State 
authorities,  and  for  the  State's  proportion  of  collecting  delinquent  taxes 
as  they  have  been  heretofore  allowed  by  law  for  such  services,  and  in 
counties  where  County  Treasurer^  are  ex-officio  Treasurers  of  municipal 
corporations,  they  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon  bv  such  Treasurers  and  such  municipal  corporations. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Clerks  of  the  several  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and 
District  Courts  in  this  State,  in  counties  having  at  the  last  federal  census 
a  population  of  not  more  than  twenty  thousand  shall,  for  services  ren- 
dered, as  hereinafter  specified,  when  rendered,  receive  the  fees  herein- 
after provided,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  4.  For  docketing  each  case  in  the  appearance  docket,  ten  cents ; 
for  indexing  each  case  in  same,  direct  and  reverse,  ten  cents ;  for  entering 
the  appearance  of  plaintiff  and  defendants,  each,  nine  cents ;  for  filing 
each  paper  in  every  case,  and  anv  other  paper  required  by  law  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk,  five  cents ;  for  taking  each  affidavit,  fourteen  cents ;  for 
issuing  each  summons,  notice,  capias,  order  of  arrest,  order  of  delivery, 
order  of  attachment,  order  of  injunction,  mandamus,  mandate,  execution, 
habeas  corpus,  attachment  for  contempt,  order  of  reference,  writ  of  dower, 
writ  of  partition,  order  of  sale,  or  any  order  or  writ,  (except  subpoenas) 
wherein  the  number  of  words  does  not  exceed  three  hundred,  twenty- 
eight  cents,  for  each  additional  hundred  words,  nine  and  a  half  cents ;  for 
entering  an  order  to  advertise,  nineteen  cents ;  for  entering  proof  of  pub- 
lication, ten  cents;  for  taking  an  undertaking,  bond  or  recognizance, 
twenty-eight  cents ;  for  taking  justification  of  bail  on  notice,  forty-seven 
cents ;  for  indorsing  or  entering  allowance  of  bail,  five  cents ;  for  entering 
an  exoneration  of  bail,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  the  return  on  each  writ  or 
order,  (except  executions,  orders  of  sale  and  subpoenas),  five  cents ;  for 
entering  an  appointment  of  a  guardian  ad  litem,  ten  cents ;  for  issuing  a 
venire  for  jury,  to  be  charged  m  each  case  wherein  a  jury  trial  is  had, 
fourteen  cents ;  for  empanneling  and  swearing  a  jury  in  eacn  case  tried  by 
a  jury,  fourteen  cents  :  for  certificate  to  each  tales  Juror  for  his  fee,  ten 
cents ;  for  calling  and  entering  each  tales  Juror,  five  cents ;  for  swearing 
Court  Constable  in  each  case  tried  bjr  a  jury,  nine  cents;  for  issuing 
subpoena  wherein  there  is  but  one  witness  named,  ten  cents,  for  each 
additional  name,  fi:ve  cents  ;  for  swearing  each  witness,  and  making  entry 
of  same,  five  cents ;  for  entering  attendance  of  each  witness,  five  cents ; 
for  certificate  to  each  witness  for  his  or  her  fee,  ten  cents ;  for  entering 
each  case  on  the  bar  and  Court  calendar  each  term,  nine  cents ;  for  index- 
ing same,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  each  order,  rule,  verdict,  judgment  or 
decree  on  the  journal,  wherein  the  number  of  words  does  not  exceed  one 
hundred,  ten  cents,  for  each  additional  one  hundred  words,  nine  cents; 
for  indexing  each  entry  made  on  the  journal,  ten  cents ;  for  transcribing 
or  posting  each  order,  rule,  verdict,  judgment  or  decree  on  the  appearance 
docket,  nine  cents ;  for  entering  satisfaction  of  a  final  order,  decree  or 
judgment,  to  be  taxed  as  original  costs,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  each  con- 
tinuance^ discontinuance,  dismissal  or  settlement  of  a  case,  nine  cents ; 
for  entering  each  notice  of  appeal  or  demand  for  second  trial,  ten  cents : 
for  polling  each  jury,  forty-eight  cents ;  for  striking  a  special  jury  ana 
issuing  a  venire  for  the  same,  ninety-five  cents ;  for  making  out  copies  of 
pleadings,  papers,  records  or  files,  for  each  one  hundred  words,  nine  cents; 
for    docketing    each    execution    issued,    ten   cents ;  for    indexing    the 
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same,  direct  and  reverse,  ten  cents;  for  entering  and  recording 
the  return  of  an  execution,  where  the  number  of  words  does  not 
exceed  one  hundred,  ten  cents,  for  each  additional  one  hundred  words, 
nine  cents ;  for  each  certificate,  with  the  seal  of  the  Court  annexed,  forty- 
five  cents  ;  for  each  certificate  without  seal,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  taking 
and  entering  a  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  for  a  certified  copjr  of  such  entry  under  the  seal  of  the  Court, 
twenty-five  cents ;  for  entering  the  final  admission  of  an  alien  to  the 
rights  of  citizenship,  and  for  a  certified  copy  thereof,  under  the  seal  of 
the  Court,  twenty-five  cents;  for  receiving  and  oi>ening  poll-books  of 
Justices^  election,  certifying  therefrom,  administering  oaths  and  record- 
ing the  same,  to  be  paid  by  each  Justice  on  receiving  his  commission, 
one  dollar ;  for  receiving  and  disbursing  moneys,  (other  than  fees  and 
costs),  and  which  have  not  been  collected  by  Sheriff  or  other  proper 
officers,  on  order  or  execution,  to  be  taxed  against  the  party  charged  with 
the  payment  of  the  same,  a  commission  of  two  per  centum  on  the  first 
thousand  dollars,  and  one  per  centum  on  all  sums  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars;  for  entering  on  journal  finding  of  indictment,  ten  cents;  for 
entering  on  journal  any  plea  not  in  writing,  ten  cents  ;  for  issuing  certifi- 
cate of  qualification  to  witnesses  before  the  Grand  Jury,*nine  cents. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  drawing  each  Grand  Jury,  and  issuing  a  venire  there- 
for, the  Clerk  shall  receive  a  fee  of  ninety-nve  cents ;  for  certifying  for 
fees  of  each  Grand  Juror,  ten  cents,  and  for  all  services  rendered  to  the 
Grand  Jury,  he  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  similiar 
services  in  a  cause  pending  in  Court,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury  in  the  same  manner  as  the  fees  specified  in  the  preced- 
ing section. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  several  Clerks  of  the  said  Courts  shall  receive  from 
the  treasuries  of  their  respective  counties,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  fees 
■specified  in  the  last  two  preceding  sections,  the  following  fees,  for  mis- 
cellaneous services  performed  by  them  respectively: 

For  making  out  abstracts  oIT  election,  for  eacn  one  hundred  words, 
counting  two  figures  as  one  word,  ten  cents ;  for  filing  each  poll-book  and 
tally  sheet,  ten  cents ;  for  each  certificate  with  the  seal  of  the  Court 
attached  to  abstract,  fifty  cents ;  for  certifying  for  fees  of  Judges  and 
Clerks  of  elections,  ten  cents  each ;  for  certifying  the  enumeration  of 
white  male  citizens  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  one  dollar ;  and  for  filing  each  list  of  such  enumeration,  ten  cents ; 
for  apportioning  Jurors  to  the  several  townships,  copying  the  same,  and 
placing  the  same  in  the  jury  box,  three  dollars  annually ;  for  making  up 
and  completing  general  indexes,  direct,  and  reverse  of  all  judgments, 
final  orders  and  decrees,  fourteen  cents  for  each  case  so  indexed ;  for  mak- 
ing out  list  of  unclaimed  costs,  and  paying  the  same  to  the  County 
Treasurer,  five  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  money  so  paid  ;  for  report- 
ing annually  to  the  County  Commissioners  the  amount  of  fines  assessed 
by  their  respective  Courts,  one  dollar;  for  reporting  annually  to  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  the  amount  of  fines  and  costs,  collections  thereon, 
etc.,  three  dollars;  for  reporting  annually  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  as  to 
collection  of  costs,  in  penitentiary  cases,  one  dollar ;  for  each  civil  jury 
list  certified  to  County  Auditor,  fifty  cents;  for  filing  inquests  each,  ten 
cents. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Clerks  of  the  several  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and 
District  Courts  in  this  State,  in  counties  having  a  population,  according

to  the  last  federal  census,  of  more  than  twenty  thousand,  and  not  more 
than  thirty-five  thousand,  shall  charge  and  receive  for  the  services  men- 
tioned in  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  this  act,  the  same  com- 
pensation therein  allowed,  less  ten  per  cent. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Clerks  of  the  several  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and 
District  Courts  in  this  State,  in  counties  having  a  population,  by  the  last 
federal  census,  of  more  than  thirty-five  thousand,  and  not  more  than  fifty 
thousand,  shall  charge  and  receive  for  the  services  mentioned  in  sections 
four,  five  and  six  of  this  act,  the  same  compensation  therein  allowed,  less 
fifteen  per  cent. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Clerks  of  the  several  Common  Pleas  and  District 
Courts  in  this  State,  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than  fifty 
thousand,  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand,'  according  to  the  last 
federal  census,  shall  charge  and  receive  for  the  same  services  mentoned  in 
sections  four,  five  and  six  of  this  act,  the  same  compensation  therein 
provided,  less  twenty  per  cent. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  several  Clerks  of  the  Common  Pleas  and  Districts 
Courts  in  this  State,  in  counties  having,  according  to  the  last  federal 
census,  a  population  of  more  than  one  hundred  thousand,  and  less  than 
two  hundred  thousand,  shall  charge  and  receive  for  the  services  mentioned 
in  sections  four,  five  and  six  of  this  act,  the  same  compensation  therein 
allowed,  less  twenty-five  per  cent. ;  provided,  where  there  shall  be  a 
Superior  Court  in  any  county  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  act  can 
apply,  the  Clerk  of  such  Superior  Court  shall  receive  for  his  services 
when  performed,  the  same  fees  and  compensation  as  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  such  county. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  fees  and  compensation  of  the  Sherifts  of  the  several 
counties  in  this  State,  having  a  population  by  the  last  federal  census  of 
not  more  than  twenty  thousand  shall  be  as  follows  : 

For  the  service  of  every  writ  or  summons,  and  return  thereof  (subpce- 
nas  only  excepted)  when  only  one  defendant  is  named  therein,  thirty- 
eight  cents,  for  each  additional  defendant  twenty-four  cents ;  for  levying 
each  writ  of  execution  on  real  or  personal  estate,  or  the  service  of 
an  order  of  arrest  or  execution  upon  the  body  of  each  defendant  named  in 
the  writ,  forty-three  cents,  and  mileage  as  in  other  cases ;  for  each 
person  or  parcel  of  land  served  with  a  copy  of  an  order  of  attachment, 
the  same  fees  as  for  levying  each  execution  ;  for  every  bail  bond,  sixty- 
two  cents ;  for  committing  to  prison  or  discharging  therefrom,  or  attending 
a  person  before  a  Judge  or  Court,  seventy-two  cents  ;  for  serving  a  writ  of 
possession,  with  the  aid  of  the  county,  two  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents; 
for  serving  a  writ  without  the  aid  of  the  county,  one  dollar  and  forty 
cents ;  for  executing  a  writ  of  inquiry,  and  returning  the  same  with  the 
inquisition,  two  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents  ;  for  a  copy  of^any  writ  of 
process  necessary  to  complete  a  service  for  each  hundred  words,  eleven 
cents ;  for  serving  and  returning  a  subpoena  for  each  person  named 
therein,  fourteen  cents ;  for  serving  and  returning  venine  for  petit  jury, 
traveling  fees  included,  to  be  paid  by  the  county,  five  dollars ;  for  sum- 
moning a  jury  to  be  allowed  on  each  issue  of  fact,  including  traveling 
fees,  fifty  cents  ;  for  summoning  a  Grand  Jury,  traveling  fees  included,  to 
be  paid  by  the  county,  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ;  for  summoning  a 
special  jury,  including  traveling  fees,  four  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ; 
for  traveling  fees  on  all  writs,  precepts  and  subpcenas,  to  be  computed 
from  the  place  of  return  to  the  place  of  service,  ten  cents  per  mile  one 
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way;  poundage  on  all  moneys  actually  made  and  paid  to  the  Sheriff  on 
execution,  decree  or  order  of  sale  on  sale  of  real  estate  (except  on  writs  of 
partition  for  the  sale  of  real  estate)  two  per  centum  on  the  nrst  thousand 
dollars,  one  per  centum  on  the  second  thousand  dollars,  and  three-fourths 
of  one  per  cent,  upon  all  sums  over  two  thousand  ;  provided,  that  where 
such  real  estate  shall  be  bid  off  and  purchased  by  the  plaintiff  in  execu- 
tion or  the  complainant  in  chancery,  or  any  other  person  having  a 
judgment  lein  upon  said  real  estate,  the  Sheriff  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  poundage,  except  on  the  amount  paid  over  and  above  the  claims 
of  the  plaintiff  or  the  complainant,  or  such  other  person  bidding  off  such 
real  estate  to  satisfy  his  lein  upon  the  same ;  for  making  deeds  of  land 
sold  on  execution,  (lecree  or  order  of  Court  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser, 
two  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ;  for  serving  and  returning  a  writ  of 
scire  facias  (which  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  a  summons) 
when  only  one  defendant  is  named  therein,  forty-three  cents,  and  for 
each  additonal  defendant,  twenty-four  cents  ;  for  serving  any  person  with 
an  order  of  Court  and  making  returns  thereof,  thirty-eight  cents,  and 
mileage  as  on  service  of  summons  ;  for  calling  a  jury,  fourteen  cents  ;  for 
calling  each  witness,  eight  cents ;  for  bringing  up  a  person  on  habeas  cor- 
piLs,  one  dollar  and  forty  cents ;  for  summoning  a  jury  in  forcible  entry 
and  detainer,  or  in  forcible  entry  only,  two  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents ; 
or  serving  writ  of  restitution,  one  dollar  and  forty  cents ;  mileage  as  in 
other  cases ;  for  serving  a  summons  in  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  or  in 
forcible  detainer  only,  thirty-eight  cents,  and  mileage  as  in  other  cases ; 
for  calling  an  inquest  to  appraise  lands  and  tenements  under  the  prcJvis- 
ions  of  the  act  regulating  judgments  and  executions,  one  dollar  and  forty 
cents ;  for  all  advertisements  in  a  public  newspaper,  forty-eight  cents  in 
addition  to  the  price  of  printing ;  for  all  written  advertisements  for  the 
sale  of  property,  either  real  or  personal,  forty  eight  cents,  and  traveling 
fees  as  m  other  cases ;  for  selling  real  estate  by  virtue  of  an  order  of  Court, 
when  the  same  will  not  bear  partition,  one  per  centum  when  the  sale 
does  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on 
anv  amount  above  that  sum. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  Sheriff  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State,  having 
at  the  last  federal  census  a  population  of  more  than  twenty  thousana, 
and  not  more  than  thirty-five  thousand,  shall  receive  for  the  various 
services  described  in  section  ten  of  this  act,  the  same  compensation 
therein  provided,  less  ten -per  cent. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State,  having 
at  the  last  federal  census  a  population  of  more  than  thirty-five  thousand, 
and  not  more  than  fifty  thousand,  shall  receive  for  the  various  services 
described  in  section  ten  of  this  act,  the  same  compensation  therein  pro- 
vided for,  less  fifteen  per  cent. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State,  having 
at  the  last  federal  census  a  population  of  more  than  than  fifty  thousand, 
and  not  more  than  eighty  thousand,  shall  receive  for  the  various  services 
and  duties  mentioned  and  described  in  section  ten  of  this  act,  when  per- 
formed, the  same  compensation  therein  provided  for,  less  twenty 
per  cent. 

Sec.  15.  That  all  the  Sheriffs  of  counties  in  this  State,  having  by  the 
last  federal  census  a  population  of  more  than  eighty  thousand,  and  less 
than  two  hundred  thousand,  shall  receive  for  the  various  services  and 
dutes  mentioned  and  described  in  section  ten  of  this  act,  when  performed, 
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the  same  fees  and  compensation   therein  provided  for,   less  twenty-five 
per  cent. 

Sec.  16.  That  each  Probate  Judge  in  this  State,  in  counties  having  by 
the  last  federal  census  a  population  of  more  than  twenty  thousand,  shall 
receive  for  services  rendered  the  fees  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  no 
more  :  For  docketing  each  cause,  to  be  charged  but  once,  six  cents ;  for 
entering  the  appearance  of  the  parties,  to  be  charged  but  once,  fifteen 
cents  in  each  case ;  for  taking  affidavit,  twelve  cents  ;  for  issuing  sum- 
mons, or  other  writs  under  seal,  twenty-four  cents  each ;  for  entering 
order  to  advertise,  twenty-four  cents  ;  for  filing  petition,  answer,  or  any 
other  paper  necessary  to  complete  the  pleadings  in  any  cause,  five  cents, 
and  for  all  other  papers,  except  the  accounts  current  and  vouchers  of 
executors,  administrators  ana  guardians,  four  cents  each  ;  for  entering  the 
return  of  any  writ,  five  cents  ;  for  issuing  a  subpoena,  where  there  is  but 
one  witness  named,  twelve  cents,  and  for  every  additional  name,  four 
cents;  for  swearing  each  witness,  four  cents  ;  for  entering  attendance  of 
each  witness,  five  cents ;  for  indexing  each  cause,  ten  cents  ;  for  entering 
judgment  on  journal,  ten  cents ;  for  recording  general  verdict,  ten  cents ; 
for  entering  order  on  journal,  ten  cents  for  each  one  hundred  words ;  for 
transcribing  judgment  or  orders  on  the  docket,  ten  cents ;  for  entering 
satisfaction  of  judgment  or  decree  oh  record,  eleven  cents;  for  entering 
every  special  rule,  six  ceAts ;  for  entering  every  continuance,  discontin- 
uance, or  retraxit,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  a  rule  of  reference,  twelve  cents, 
and  for  giving  a  copy  thereof,  under  seal,  twenty-four  cents ;  for  entering 
notice  of  appeal,  ten  cents ;  for  drawing  cost  bill,  thirty-three  cents,  which 
shall  be  taxed  but  once  in  each  case  ;  for  making  up  a  complete  record  in 
each  cause,  ten  cents  for  each  one  hundred  words  such  record  may  con- 
tain ;  for  making  out  copies  of  records,  or  anv  proceedings  in  a  cause, 
when  required  by  either  party  or  the  law,  with  the  seal  annexed,  ten 
cents  for  each  one  hundred  words ;  for  entering  allowance  of  injunction, 
certiorari  or  habeas  corpus,  ten  cents  ;  for  issuing  execution,  thirty-four 
cents ;  for  docketing  each  execution  issued,  ten  cents  ;  for  issuing  orders 
of  sale,  thirty-three  cents  each,  and  ten  cents  for  each  hundred  words 
said  writ  may  contain  over  the  first  hundred ;  for  recording  returns  on 
writs  of  execution  and  orders  of  sale,  ten  cents  for  each  one  hundred  words ; 
for  each  certificate  to  which  the  seal  of  the  Court  is  required,  and  not 
herein  provided  for,  forty-eight  cents ;  for  probate  of  will  and  entry  there- 
of, thirty-five  cents ;  for  issuing  letters  testamentary,  or  letters  of  aminis- 
tration  or  guardianship,  under  seal  of  the  Court,  ninety-five  cents;  for 
taking  bond  oi  executors,  administrators  or  guardians,  forty  cents ;  for 
recorcnng  a  bond,  will,  inventory,  sale  bill,  or  settlement  of  executors, 
administrators  or  guardians,  ten  cents  for  every  one  hundred  words;  for 
making  out  copies  of  wills,  inventories,  sale  bill,  settlements  or  rules  of 
Court,  ordered  to  be  furnished  by  executors,  administrators  or  guardians, 
ten  cents  for  each  one  hundred  words ;  for  entering  the  appointment  of 
executors,  administrators,  guardians,  or  appraisers  of  property,  twelve 
cents  ;  for  copy  of  order  to  appraisers,  twelve  cents  ;  for  filing  an  account 
current,  and  vouchers  of  an  executor,  administrator  or  guardian  for  set- 
tlement, and  entering  the  same  on  the  minutes  of  the  Court,  twenty-five 
cents;  for  entering  order  of  settlement  of  same,  fourteen  cents;  for 
examining  partial  or  final  settlement  of  guardians,  executors  or  adminis- 
trators, one  dollar  each,  where  there  are  not  more  than  fifty  vouchers  to 
be  examined^ and  if  any  account  shall  contain  more  than  fifty  vouchers. 
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the  sum  of  two  cents  for  each  additional  voucher  so  examined ;  for  issuing 
citation  to  executors,  administrators  or  guardians,  thirty-three  cents ;  for 
administering  an  oath,  when  necessary,  and  issuing  a  marriage  license, 
and  filing  and  recording  the  ceritificate  of  marriage,  seventy  five  cents  ; 
for  giving  notice  of  time  of  settlement,  ten  cents;  for  hearing  application 
on  behalf  of  lunatics  and  idiots,  two  dollars ;  for  hearing  applications  for 
right  of  way  for  railroads,  plankroads  and  turnpikes,  three  dollars  per 
day  ;  for  hearing  and  deciaing  applications  in  contested  cases  on  petition 
of  administrators,  executors  ana  guardians  to  sell  land,  and  petitions  to 
convey  real  estate,  one  dollar,  to  be  taxed  in  each  of  the  above  cases  in 
the  bill  of  costs ;  for  holding  examining  Court,  two  dollars  per  day  ;  and 
for  hearing  and  determining  on  habecui  corpus  in  criminal  cases,  two 
dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury ;  for  hearing  and  determin- 
ing application  for  habeas  corpus  in  civil  case,  two  dollars ;  and  for  hearing 
and  aetermining  applications  in  contested  cases,  two  dollars,  to  be  taxed 
in  the  bill  of  costs  against  the  unsuccessful  party. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  Probate  Judge  in  each  county  in  this  State  having 
a  population  of  more  than  twenty  thousand,  and  not  more  than  thirty- 
five  thousand,  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  services  rendered  as  is 
allowed  in  section  fifteen  of  this  act,  less  ten  per  cent. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  Probate  Judges-  of  counties  in  this  State  having  by 
the  last  federal  census  a  population  of  more  ^han  thirty-five  thousand, 
and  not  more  than  fifty  tnousand,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
for  services  rendered,  less  fifteen  per  cent.,  as  is  provided  for  in  section 
fifteen  of  this  act.

AGRICULTURAL  AND    MECHANICAL    COLLEGE. 

Mr.  Waddle,  from  the  'standing  committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  245,  having  fully  consiaered  its  provisions, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

The  title  indicates  the  general  purpose  of  the  bill.  The  first  section 
cenveys  to  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  certain  lands  granted 
to  the  State  bv  Congress,  as  well  as  by  individuals,  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  public  works;  also  any  islands  or  other  lands  belonging  to  the 
State  not  used  or  required  for  the  public  use. 

All  other  provisions  of  the  bill  are  directory.  They  are  so  drawn  as 
not  to  injure  in  any  manner  the  canals  of  the  State,  provided  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  shall  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  the  second 
section. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  history  of  the  legislation  relative 
to  the  canal  lands  will  be  unprofitable. 

The  amount  of  such  land  belonging  to  the  State  is  uncertain. 

The  destruction  of  the  United  States  Land  Ofiice  at  Defiance,  in  the 
year  1851,  by  fire,  involved  the  destruction  of  all  records,  papers  and 
evidences  of  title  the  State  had  to  the  canal  land. 

The  State  Land  Office  for  the  sale  of  the  canal  lands,  and  the  United 
States  Land  Office,  occupied  the  same  building.  They  were  destroyed 
together. 

In  1852  and  1853  the  General  Assembly  passed  acts  for  the  purpose  of 
restoring  to  record  and  reclaiming  said  lands.  In  1872  an  act  was  also 
passed  directing  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  reclaim,  survey,  and  sell 
said  lands.  Your  committee  is  not  advised  as  to  what  action,  if  any,  said 
Board  has  taken  to  carry  into  effect  the  requirements  of  said  act.   • 

The  bill  under  consideration  repeals  the  said  act  of  April  29,  1872,  and 
proposes  a  substitute. 

Certain  it  is  that  the  several  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  providing 
for  the  reclamation  of  said  lands,  and  their  restoration  to  record,  have 
not  been  carried  into  effect,  although  public  officers  charged  with  that 
duty  have  had  nearly  a  fourth  of  a  century  in  which  to  perform  it. 

The  consequence  of  this  neglect  is,  that  the  State  has  no  official  knowledge 
of  ownership  or  evidence  of  the  title  to  any  part  of  said  lands. 

In  1858  the  office  of  State  Agent  for  the  sale  of  said  lands  at  Defiance 
was  vacated,  and  the  duties  of  that  office  imposed  upon  the  State  Audi- 
tor, and  the  office  moved  to.  Columbus.     (See  S.  &  C.  Stat.,  p.  194). 

The  Chief  Clerk  in  the  land  department  of  the  Auditor's  office  has  ex- 
pressed the  opinion,  in  a  semi-official  paper,  printed  by  authority  of  the 
Trustees  of  said  College  in  1873,  that  the  canal  lands  proper  are  all  sold, 
with  the  exception  of  some  islands  in  the  Miami  ana  Maumee  rivers — 
that  no  vacant  canal  lands  are  known  ta  exist.     Yet  he  says  : 

"Occasionally  vacant  canal  lands  are  found  and  entered  at  this  (Audi- 
tor's) office  under  the  laws  in  force,  at  prices  varying  from  31J  cents  to 
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$2.00  per  acre ;  and  undoubtedly  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  tracts 
scattered  through  the  north-western  part  of  the  State,  which,  on  account 
of  the  burning  of  the  Land  Office  at  Defiance,  have  been  lost  from  the 
books,  but  which  will  be  ultimately  brought  to  light." 

II.  There  was  formerly  a  verv  considerable  amount  of  lands  belonifing 
to  the  State  donated  bv  individuals  to  secure  such  location  of  the  lines  of 
canal  as  would  favor  the  grantors. 

It  is  believed  that  some  ix)rtion  of  this  class  of  lantLs  are  unsold  and 
lost  sight  of,  for  want  of  attention  by  the  State  authorities  charged  with 
their  care. 

Also,  land  and  lots,  purchased  or  condemned,  about  reservoirs  and 
elsewhere,  in  excess  of  the  wants  of  the  canals. 

There  are  said  to  be  some  town  lots  in  Akron  and  Dresden  ;  a  few  acres 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  Cleveland ;  thirty-two  acres  four  miles 
south  of  Columbus ;  thirtv-two  and  a  half  acres  in  Coshocton  countv. 

It  is  believed  that  there  are  other  tracts  and  lots  in  various  parts  of  the 
State,  along  the  line  of  the  canals,  which  have  not  been  sold. 

All  these  lands  should  have  been  listed  in  suitable  books  provided  for 
the  purpose  in  the  Auditor's  office,  but  they  are  involved  in  the  same  un- 
certainty which  exists  as  to  those  lost  bv  the  destruction  of  the  records 
at  Defiance. 

These  lands,  which  have  been  in  possession  of  the  State  more  than 
forty  years,  have  not  contributed  a  dollar  to  the  public  in  the  way  of 
taxes,  nor  have  they  been  improved  and  cultivated,  unless  it  has  been 
done  by  trespassers.  They  are  practically  mii^e^  unappropriated^  and  aban- 
doned by  the  State. 

III.  The  simplest  consideration  of  economy  and  public  |x)licy  require 
that  these  lands  should  be  sold,  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate,  and  im- 
proved, in  order  to  contribute  to  the  public  revenues  and  to  the  support 
of  the  people. 

The  Dili  provides  for  this. 

It  further  provides  that  the  proceeds  of  their  sale,  after  paying  the  ex- 
pense of  reclamation,  sale,  etc.,  shall  be  invested  by  the  State  in  the  per- 
manent fund  of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  such  application  of  the  fund  is 
wise  and  judicious. 

The  State  received  from  the  General  Government  630.000  acres  of  land 
scrip,  with  which  to  found  an  institution  of  learning  to  promote  the  'lib- 
eral and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pur- 
suits and  professions  of  life." 

The  General  Assembly,  after  a  long  delay,  accepted  the  grant,  coupled 
with  the  trusts  and  conditions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  and  received  the  scrip, 
and  made  such  provisions  for  its  sale  that  it  only  netted  alxnit  8340,000, 
which  has  since  accumulated  in  the  treasury  to  the  sum  of  6504,807.28,  as 
shown  by  the  last  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  yielding  an  annual 
income  of  830,675.70  applicable  to  the  support  of  said  College. 

The  State,  by  accepting  said  grant  from  Congress  with  the  conditions 
annexed,  thereby  pledged  the  honor  of  the  State  to  perform  the  condi- 
tions of  the  trust  honestly  and  efficiently. 

This  it  has,  in  a  great  measure,  failed  to  do.  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
the  State  was  slow  in  the  acceptance  of  the  scrip,  and  was  very  negligent 
in  its  management,  so  that  less  than  half  the  amount  was  realized  from 
its  sale  that  might  have  been  under  ordinary  business  management. 
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The  proceeds  of  the  land  grant  netted  about  52  cents  an  acre,  when  it 
ought  to  have  sold  for  at  least  a  dollar  an  acre,  and  might  have  been  sold  at 
thai  price. 

The  amount  realized  from  this  source  being  grossly  insufficient  to  found 
such  an  institution  as  this  act  of  Congress  contemplated,  and  the  wants 
of  learning  plainly  required,  the  public-spirited  people  of  Franklin  county 
provided  a  fund,  by  a  self-imposed  tax,  and  by  the  further  voluntary 
tribute  of  a  few  citizens  of  Columbus,  amounting,  in  all,  to  a  sum  very 
nearly  equal  to  the  proceeds  of  the  Federal  grant.  The  Franklin  county 
fund  was  used  in  the  purchase  of  the  College  farm  of  320  acres  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  and  in  the  construction  of  buildings  and 
equipping  some  of  the  scientific  departments  in  the  College. 

These  comJt>ined  funds  are  irisufficient  to  found  and  sustain  an  institution 
in  kee^ng  with  ike  character  of  the  State^  and  the  requirements  of  leaminq. 
Nothing  short  of  facilities  equal  at  least  to  those  furnished  in  the  aa- 
joining  States  can  succeed  in  Ohio. 

This  institution  is  designed  not  only  to  give  instruction  in  special  de- 
partments of  science,  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  but 
to  supplement  the  great  educational  system  of  the  State. 

If  it  cannot  do  this,  it  is  likely  that  the  most  of  the  talented  voung 
men  will  avoid  it  as  they  do  the  other  poorly  endowed  colleges  m  the 
State,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  ampler  advantages  found  in  the  Michi- 
gan and  Cornell  Universities,  Yale  College,  Cambridge  University,  the 
University  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  other  vigorous  universities, 
which  are  largely  patronized  by  Ohio  students.  The  last  catalogue  of  the 
Michigan  University  "presented  a  larger  list  of  students  from  this  State 
than  is  found  in  any  Ohio  college  except  Oberlin. 

It  is  estimated  that  over  fifteen  hundred  students  are  absent  from  the 
State,  engaged  in  the  prosecution  of  studies  in  other  States  and  coun- 
tries. This  is  poor  economy,  for,  at  the  cost  of  $600  for  each  student,  this 
annual  expenditure  amounts  to  the  enormous  sum  of  $750,000  with- 
drawn from  our  resources. 

This  is,  however,  not  the  most  serious  objection,  for  these  young  men, 
who  are  soon  to  occupy  responsible  places  in  society,  and  direct  its  won- 
derfully accumulating  foffees,  do,  in  some  measure,  lose  their  affection  for, 
and  pride  in,  our  noble  State, 

No  college  in  Ohio,  or  elsewhere,  can  be  a  permanent  success  without 
an  income  sufficient  to  provide  libraries,  equip  the  chemical,  mechanical, 
agricultural  and  other  departments,  and  keep  up  the  necessary  annual 
expenditures,  and  at  the  same  time  command  the  ablest  and  best  in- 
structed teachers. 

The  Cambridge  University,  in  Massachusetts,  has  an  income,  from  all 
sourtjes,  of  $160,000  a  year ;  Yale,  $160,000  to  $180,000. 

The  College  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  the  University  of  the  same 
city  have  annual  incomes  varying  from  $120,000  to  $140,000  a  year,  while 
the  fixed  incomes  of  Vassar  and  Cornell  are  $120,000  to  $160,000,  as  shown 
by  the  re  ports,  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  for  1871 
and  1873.  The  number  of  students  in  the  colleges  named  range  from  five 
hundred  to  twelve  hundred,  the  Michigan  University  and  Cornell  having 
the  largest  numbers. 

These  vigorous  universities  have  been  brought  to  their  present  com- 
manding eminence  by  the  timely  aid  of  friendly  legislation  and  wise  ad- 
ministration.

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IV.  Your  committee  cannot  forbear  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  the  important  fact  that  some  of  the  States  east  of  us, 
which  have  taken  to  the  assistance  of  industry  the  chemical  and  the 
mechanical  forces,  are  now  laving  heavy  tribute  upon  the  farming  and 
other  industrial  classes  in  Ohio.  This  has  been  done  by  calling  into  ac- 
tivity the  intellectual  faculties  of  the  people,  chiefly  through  the  aid  of 
their  more  efficient  methods  of  instruction  and  demonstration  in  the 
arts  and  sciences  than  we  in  Ohio  possess. 

This  College,  founded  at  the  Capital  of  the  State  by  the  concurrent 
action  of  Congress  and  the  General  Assembly,  is  designed  and  planned 
to  meet  the  requirements  in  the  department  of  learning  not  supplied  by 
any  other  institution  in  the  State. 

Having  been  thus  founded,  it  is  as  much  the  ward  of  the  State  as  the 
common  schools  or  the  various  benevolent  institutions  for  the  mitigation 
and  care  of  human  misery  in  its  varied  forms. 

The  State,  acting  through  the  General  Assembly,  has  expended  mil- 
lions in  the  erection  of  palaces  for  sheltering  and  protecting  the  perish- 
ing classes,  while  it  has  been  careless  of  the  funds  committed  to  its  trust 
for  the  founding  of  a  university  for  the  increase  and  diffusion  of  useful 
kdowledge  among  those  who  are  in  the  possession  of  clear  intellects,  and 
who  are  soon  to  direct  civil  government  and  the  forces  which  will  be  in- 
fluential in  developing  and  shaping  the  future. 

This  College,  adopted  and  recognized  by  the  State  through  various  acts 
passed  by  the  Legislature  providing  for  its  organization  and  prescribing 
its  general  functions,  has  not  as  yet  been  chargeable 'upon  the  treasury. 

It  is  now  too  late  to  question  the  jwlicy  of  former  Legislatures  in 
laying  a  foundation  on  which  to  build  an  institution  as  ample  and  diver- 
sined  in  its  accommodations  as  are  the  varied  resources  of  this  broad 
State. 

While  there  are  a  large  number  of  colleges,  academies,  and  high 
schools  that  are  doing  a  glorious  work  for  the  country,  yet  there  is  no 
college  which,  like  this,  opens  its  doors  alike  to  all  who  are  qualified  to 
enter  without  cost,  except  the  mere  expense  of  food  and  fuel. 

The  Trustees  have  erected  a  convenient  building  for  students  to  club 
and  board  themselves. 

The  farm  and  proposed  machine  shop  will  furnish  employment  to  a 
meritorious  class  of  young  men  who  are  willing  to  help  themselves. 

In  its  inception  and  general  plan,  this  College  is  designed  to  be  a 
fitting  supplement  and  crowning  glory  to  that  grand  system  of  public 
instruction  known  as  the  Common  Schools,  which  have  lifted  the  people 
of  the  State  to  their  present  commanding  eminence. 

K  the  utility  of  scnools,  such  as  are  now  established  in  this  College, 
for  unfolding  and  explaining  the  hidden  treasures  of  nature,  and  for 
mastering  our  noble  English  tongue  and  its  rugged  literature,  which  is 
fast  becoming  the  language  and  the  literature  of  the  free  nations,  shall 
be  questioned,  then  let  us  turn  our  attention  for  a  moment  to  the  more 
practical  question  of  the  financial  situation  of  our  people  and  the  means 
of  relief. 

The  last  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Statistics^  to  which  ref- 

.  erence  is  here  made,  reveals  the  alarming  fact,  that  there  is  now  resting 

upon  the  industry  of  the  people  of  Ohio  an  indebtedness  amounting  to 

the  sum  of  $235,999,166.87,  to  which  should  be  added  our  share  of  the 

Federal  debt,  not  less  than  $150,000,000 ;  making  a  total  of  over  $385,- 
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000,000 — all  bearing  interest,  represented  by  judgments,  mortgages,  the 
bonds  of  the  State,  municipal,  and  private  corporations,  and  United 
States  bonds.  Taxation,  direct  and  indirect,  is  enormous.  The  interest 
on  that  vast  indebtedness  far  exceeds  the  surplus  products  of  the  people ; 
the  debt  is,  therefore,  on  the  increase.  The  only  means  to  pay  must  be 
drawn  from  the  soil,  quarries,  mines,  and  forests. 

There  is  a  limit  to  the  products  of  the  soil,  quarriee  and  forests.  But 
no  limit  has  yet  been  assigned,  nor  is  there  any  limit  to  the  value  of 
the  products  oi  the  coal  and  iron  mines  within  the  borders  of  the  State. 
Their  untold  wealth  is  to  be  developed,  and  the  iron  wrought  into  its 
thousands  of  fabrications  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  utilitarian  age. 

While  our  people  have  made  some  very  commendable  progress  in  the  • 
ruder  branches  of  the  iron  manufacture,  the  cities  and  communities  east 
of  us  have  been  enriched  by  the  working  of  our  superior  metals  into 
steel,  machinery,  cutlery,  etc. 

The  arts  of  mining  and  iron  manufacture  are  in  their  infancy,  especiallv 
the  treatment  of  ores.  The  ores  found  in  this  State  in  exhaustless  abund- 
ance within  the  area  of  the  coal  measures,  produce  a  quality  of  iron  much 
superior  to  any  other  yet  discovered  in  the  United  States  or  Europe, 
except  in  Spain.  Nor  is  there  any  limit  to  the  uses  of  iron  in  this 
iron  age. 

The  people  of  the  State  must  rely  mainly  upon  the  development  of 
their  iron  and  coal  treasures,  and  especially  to  the  fabrication  of  their 
iron  for  the  means  to  pay  said  indebtedness,  as  well  as  for  future  increase 
of  wealth  and  population.  The  immense  load  of  debt  presses  heavily 
upon  the  agriculturist,  in  the  way  of  direct  and  indirect  taxes,  and  the 
cost  of  transportation. 

It  is  the  province  of  science  to  introduce  improved  and  specific  pro- 
cesses in  the  working  of  the  metals ;  and  in  the  future,  as  it  has  so  often 
done  in  the  past,  carry  into  extended  use  the  experiments  and  discoveries 
originating  m  the  laboratory  of  the  physicist. 

As  a  striking  example,  it  may  be  stated  that  in  the  manufacture  of 
"Bessemer  Steel,"  the  production  of  a  uniform  and  invariable  quality  is 
the  direct  result  of  an  application  of  a  scientific  discovery  by  the  aid  of 
the  spectroscope. 

We  cannot  enter  further  into  detail,  yet  we  are  thoroughly  impressed 
with  the  necessity,  as  has  been  more  than  once  set  forth  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Ohio  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  of  establishing  therein, 
as  they  desire,  a  Department  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy,  fully  equipped 
with  all  neednil  furnaces  and  appliances  for  assaying  and  analyzing  all 
the  treasures  found  in  the  earth,  and  demonstrating  by  models,  proper 
instruction  and  illustration,  all  that  pertains  to  the  opening,  care  and 
management  of  mines,  and  carrying  on  systematic  experiments,  having 
•  for  their  object  to  bring  out  the  best  possible  results  in  the  treatment  of 
ores  and  metals. 

If  there  be  lands  belonging  to  the  State,  now  lying  waste  and  unpro- 
ductive, sufficient  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  such  school,  your 
committee  are  of  opinion  that  their  reclamation 'sale,  and  appropriation 
of  proceeds  to  such  purpose  will  be  judicious  ana  proper. 

They,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill,  with  the  following 
amendments : 

1st.  Section  1,  lines  4  and  5,  strike  out  ^'forfeited  lands  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes,  and  all  such  lands  which  may  become  so  forfeited," 
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and  insert  "escheated  lands  and  all  lands  which  may  hereafter  escheat, 
lands  forfeited  or  liable  to  forfeiture  to  the  State  for  non-compliance  with 
the  terms  of  purchase  thereof,  under  the  several  acts  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, reducing  the  price  to  actual  settlers." 
2d.     Insert  the  following  as  section  three  : 

Sec.  3.  The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sales  of  all  the  aforesaid  lands, 
the  moneys  a^rising  from  the  sale  of  the  swamp  lands  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  entitled  "an  act  for 
the  relief  of  purchasers  and  locaters  of  swamps  and  overflowed  lands," 
approved  March  2,  1855,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  any  scrip,  to  be 
issued  to  the  State  by  the  United  States,  and  all  the  unsold  "swamp 
lands"  or  other  lands  of  the  United  States  in  this  State,  which  have  been 
or  mav  be  granted  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  all  moneys  which  may  accrue 
to  sai5  State,  from  what  is  known  as  the  "two  per  cent,  claims,"  shall,  as 
the  same  may  be  received,  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  Ohio 
and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  irreducible  fund  of  said  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College,  upon  which  interest  shall  be  computed  semi-annu- 
ally, at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  and  paid  to  said  College  for  the  use  and 
support  of  the  same,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  cause  due  proof  to  be  made  before  the  Commissioners  of  the  general  land 
office  of  all  lands  selected  and  designated  as  swamp  land  for  the  State  of 
Ohio,  the  amount  of  such  land  sold  or  located  by  warrant  or  scrip  under 
authoritv  of  the  United  States,  and  the  amount  of  said  land  now  remain- 
ing  undisposed  of,  and  that  he  make  report  of  the  same  to  the  Governor 
as  soon  as  practicable ;  thereupon  the  Governor  is  required  to  demand 
and  receive  from  the  United  States  any  money  or  scrip  accruing  to  the 
State  of  Ohio  by  reason  of  any  such  sale  or  entries  of  said  lands  by  war- 
rant or  scrip,  as  provided  in  the  second  section  of  the  said  act  of  Congress 
of  March  2,  1855. 

3d.    Section  3,  line  9,  strike  out  "succeeding,"  and  insert  "preceding." 

4th.    Change  the  numbers  of  sections  3,  4,  5  and  6  to  correspond. 

5th.     Add  as  section  9 :  This  act  to  take  effect  on  its  passage.

Such 
infirmary,  or  the  pest-house  of  the  corporation,  mav  be  located 
either  within  or  outside  of  the  corporate  limits,  and  the  Council  is 
authorized  to  purchase  and  hold  the  necessary  real  estate  on  which  to 
build  the  same.

Assembly,  the  Governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy,  to  continue  till  ten  days 
after  the  meeting  of  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriateo,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  fisheries 
of  the  State  of  Ohio ;  which  the  Treasurer  of  State  shall  pay  to  them  on 
the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  on  their  certifying  that  the  same  is 
necessary  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  said  Commissioners,  and  the  costs 
of  erecting  and  maintaining  one  or  more  hatching  houses  in  this  State,  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  and  hatching  fish  eggs,  and  in  transporting  the 
same  or  their  spawn  and  in  superintending  the  propagation  of  fish  in 
the  waters  in,  and  adjoining,  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  one  of  the  act  to  authorize  the  appointment  of 
Commissioners  of  fisheries  for  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  defining  their  duties, 
passed  May  3,  1873  (0.  L.,  70,  p.  274),  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  1.  That  the  Governor  shall  appoint,  immediately  after  the  pass-

Each  commissioner  for 
services  when  necessarialy  engaged  in  attending  to  the  business  of  the 
county  pertaining  to  his  office  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  other 
than  in  attending  regular  or  called  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, shall  be  allowed  the  same  jper  diem  as  is  provided  by  this  act  for 
attendance  upon  sessions  of  the  Board,  and,  when  necessary  to  travel  on 
official  business  out  of  his  county,  shall  be  allowed  in  adaition  thereto 
his  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  actually  paid  in  the  discharge  of 
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his  official  duty  ;  and  each  commissioner  shall  present  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  his  account  for  per  dierrij  mileage,  services  and  expense,  as  afore- 
8aid,»which,  before  its  allowance  by  a  full  Board,  shall  be  certified  to  by 
the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  county  and  approved  by  the  Probate 
Judge  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  one  of  the  above  recited  act  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  the  accompanying 
substitute,  and  without  further  recommendation  : 

S.  B.  No.  173 :  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Health  Com- 
missioner, and  prescribe  his  duties  : 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Aaaembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  a 
person  to  be  styled  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  who  shall  be  a  physician 
in  good  standing  in  his  profession,  and  a  graduate  of  some  regularly 
incorporated  Medical  College,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  person  so  appoint- 
ed shall  be  an  elector  of  this  State,  and  shall  keep  an  office  in  the  State 
House.  In  case  of  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  State, 
or  otherwise,  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  and  report  the  name  of 
'  such  appointee  to  the  Senate,  if  in  session,  if  not,  within  ten  days  after 
the  commencement  of  the  next  session,  who,  by  the  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his 
successor  is  appointed  and  qualified ;  provided,  that  if  at  any  time  the 
Governor  shall  become  satisfied  that  the  Commissioner  is  inefficient  or 
derelict  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  required,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  if  it  be  in  ses- 
sion, to  remove  said  Commissioner  from  office,  and  if  the  Senate  be  not  in 
session,  to  suspend  him  from  the  duties  qf  said  office,  temporarily  filling 
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the  vacancy  as  provided  for  in  this  section,  and  report  the  facts  to  the 
Senate  when  in  session. 

Sec.  2.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office, 
said  Commissioner  shall  take  the  usual  oath  or  affirmation  required  by 
the  Constitution  of  the  State.  He  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  be  furnished  with  an  office, 
office  furniture,  necessary  blanks,  stationery  and  postage,  at  the  expense 
of  the  State.  He  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  clerk  to  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  nim,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury, 
at  the  rate  of  twelve  huhdred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  to  supervise  the 
interest  of  the  public  health  throughout  the  State,  to  collect  statistics 
pertaining  to  oirth^,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  the  prevalence  of  dis- 
eases ;  and  to  ascertain  as  far  as  may  be  practicable  from  such  data  the 
causes  of  an  unusual  sick  or  death  rate  in  any  part  of  the  State ;  to  insti- 
tute inquiries  in  reference  to  the  effects  upon  health  and  life  of  localities, 
employments,  the  quality  of  water  and  food  supplies,  drainage,  and  of  all 
conditions  or  circumstances  which  unfavorably  affect  the  health  of  the 
people ;  and  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  any  severe  endemic  or  epi- 
demic in  any  part  of  the  State,  to  visit  the  same,  investigate  the  nature, 
origin  and  mode  of  propagation  of  the  disorder,  and  advise  with  the  local 
authorities  upon  the  best  means  for  its  suppression.  He  shall  also  advise 
with  the  officers  of  the  Government,  benevolent  institutions,  school 
boards,  and  with  township,  county,  city  and  municipal  authorities  in  refer- 
ence to  the  salubrity  of  public  buildings,  sites,  general  drainage,  public 
water  supplies,  disposal  of  excreta  and  of  refuse  matter  of  every  kind  ;  in 
reference  to  warming  and  ventilation  of  public  buildings,  the  require- 
ments of  the  physical  and  mental  training  in  the  public  schools,  and, 
when  deemed  necessary  for  the  public  welfare,  shall  order  chemical  or 
microscopical  examinations  of  suspected  unwholesomeness  or  of  adultera- 
tions in  foods  and  drinks,  and  guiird  against  the  sale  and  purchase  of 
poisonous  commodities,  such  as  paper-hangings,  toj^s,  etc.,  colored  with 
preparations  of  arsenic ;  and  he  shall  furnish,  on  requisitions,  to  the  health 
officers  of  public  institutions,  towns  and  cities  of  the  State,  pure  animal 
vaccine  virus.  He  shall  likewise  communicate  with  health  organiza- 
tions in  this  and  other  States,  prepare  such  blank  forms  and  returns  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  forward  tnem  to  the  several  boards  of  health  or 
physicians  throughout  the  State,  so  as  to  collect  statistics  of  the  cause  of 
disease. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Commissioner  shall  collect  and  safely  keep  all  books, 
reports,  and  exchange  documents  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  the  public 
health,  and  he  shall  communicate  with  the  public  health  officers  of  other 
States  in  reference  to  the  prevention,  and  for  the  purpose  of  limiting  the 
spread  of  infectious,  contagious  or  epidemic  diseases ;  and  in  cases  of 
emergency  shall  issue  to  local  health  officers  such  cautions  or  instructions 
as  may  be  deemed  needful  to  preserve  the  people  of  the  State,  as  far  as 
may  be  practicable,  against  such  diseases. 

Sec.  6.  To  aid  in  carrying  out  these  provisions,  and  to  limit  the  spread 
of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  sick, 
or  who  has  recently  been  sick  with  an  acute  infectious  or  contagious  dis- 
ease, to  appear  upon  the  streets,  highways,  railroad  cars  or  other  kind  of 
public  conveyence  in  any  part  of  the  State,  until  the  freedom  of  such 
sick  or  convalescent  person  from  any  infectious  or  contagious  quality  is 
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properly  certified  to  by  a  health  officer  or  some  competent  physician  ;  and 
it  snail  be  unlawful  to  transport  over  the  highways  the  boaies  of  those 
who  have  died  of  infectious  on  contagious  diseases,  or  to  transport  the 
clothing  or  bedding  of  such  persons  in  any  part  of  the  State,  unless  the 
contagious  or  infectious  qualities  of  such  bodies  or  merchandise  have 
been  properly  disinfected,  and  certified  to  by  a  health  officer  or  competent 

ghysician ;  and  each  person  so  offending  against  these  provisions  shall  be 
ned  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  ninety  or  less  than  ten  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Court. 

Sec.  6.  To  enable  the  Health  Commissioner  to  collect  the  vital  statis- 
tics of  the  State,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  each  ward  or  township 
Assessor  of  the  State,  at  the  time  of  making  the  annual  assessment,  to 
make  careful  inquiry  and  record  upon  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose, 
all  marriages,  births,  deaths,  and  the  causes  of  deaths  that  may  nave 
occurred  in  the  past  year  in  each  ward  or  township,  and  to  furnish  such 
other  information  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Commissioner,  for 
the  compilation  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  State. 

Sec.  7.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  Boards  of  Health  or  the  health 
officers  thereof,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  to  make  a  report 
for  each  month  in  the  year  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  on  a  blank 
provided  for  the  purpose,  of  all  the  births  and  deaths  within  their  cor- 
porate limits ;  the  causes  of  such  deaths,  and  the  presence  of  any  endemic 
or  epidemic,  the  measures  adopted  for  its  removal,  the  rates  of  mortality, 
and  such  other  information  pertaining  to  the  health  of  towns  or  cities  as 
may  be  required,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  State,  and 
all  ofiicers  or  physicians  of  mining,  railroad  or  other -corporation,  to  report 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  on  his  requisition,  any  information  that 
may  be  required  for  the  promotion  of  public  health. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly,  which  shall  embody  the  vital  statistics 
and  facts  which  he  may  be  able  to  obtain,  and  his  deductions  therefrom, 
knowledge  respecting  the  causes  of  disease,  and  useful  information  on 
the  subject  of  hygiene,  for  the  purpose  of  dissemination  among  the  people. 
Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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Sec.  2.  Upon  the  return  of  said  order  or  warrant  by  the  Sheriff  with  the 
person  sp  charged  in  custody,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judge  before 
whom  the  person  so  arrested  is  brought,  and  order  or  warrant  is  returned, 
to  proceed  to  hear  and  examine  such  charge,  and,  upon  the  proof  made  ill 
said  examination  by  him  adjudged  sufficient,  to  commit  such  person  to 
the  jail  of  the  county  in  which  said  examination  is  so  had,  for  a  reason- 
able time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Judge,  and  thereupon  to  cause  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  executive  authority  making  such  demand,  or  to  the  duly

alleys,  avenues,  public  squares  and  public  grounds  in  such  city,  village 
or  township,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  authorities  of  such 
city,  village  or  township,  and  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  prescribe.  But  no  such  corporation  shall  go  into  operation  in 
any  city,  village  or  township  until  after  the  question  of  authorizing  such 
operation  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  voters  of  such  city,  village  or 
township  at  a  general  or  special  election,  of  which  thirty  days  notice  shall 
be  given  by  the  Mayor  or  Trustees,  and  shall. have  been  determined 
affirmatively  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting  at  such  election.  And  such 
corporation  shall,  before  laying  any  conductor  in  any  street,  lane,  alley, 
avenue,  public  square  or  public  grounds,  in  any  city  or  village  in  which 
a  similar  corporation  is  already  established,  give  bond  with  good  sureties 
in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  that  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
avenues,  public  squares  and  public  grounds  through  or  in  which  it  may 
lay  its  conductors,  shall  not  be  injured  thereby,  nor  obstructed  for  an 
unreasonable  length  of  time,  nor  to  an  unnecessary  extent,  arid  shall  be 
repaired  as  far  as  used  under  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
city,  village  or  township  authorities. 

Sec.  54.  Any  corporation  that  may  be  formed  under  this  act,  if  a  gas 
company,  shall  have  full  power  to  enter  into  any  contract  or  engagement 
with  the  authorities  of  the  city,  village  or  township  within  which  such 
corporation  may  be  located,  to  supply  such  city,  village  or  township  with 
gas  for  public  use,  as  such  city,  village  or  township  may  be  authorized  by 
law  to  contract ;  and  in  all  cases  such  corporation  shall  furnish  to  the 
private  consumer  gas  at  the  same  rate  it  is  furnished  for  public  use.  And 
if  there  be  more  than  one  company  in  any  city,  village  or  township,  then 
the  authorities  of  such  city,  village  or  toAvnship  shall  arrange  for  the 
supply  of  gas  for  public  use  with  the  gas  company  that  will  supply  the 
same  upon  the  most  favorable  terms.  All  gas  companies  so  formed  shall 
furnish  their  own  meters  as  may  be  required  by  the  Gas  Commissioners 
without  charge  to  the  gas  consumer.  Any  water  company  formed  under 
this  act  shall  have  full  power  to  contract  and  arrange  with  the  authori- 
ties of  the  citv,  village  or  township  in  which  the  same  may  be  estab- 
lished, to  supply  the  said  city,  village  or  township  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  with  pure  water  upon  such  terms,  conditions,  and  at  ^uch  rates

water  to  the  private  consumer  be  greater  than  to  the  public  consumer, 
and  said  water  companies  shall  furnish  at  their  own  costs  the  proper 
water  meters  as  may  be  required  by  law.

State  of  Ohio,  to-wit : 

Section  21.  A  commission,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Govetnor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate, the  members  of  which  shall  hold  oiffice  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  1876,  to  dispose  of  such  part 
of  the  business  then  on  the  dockets  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  shall,  by 
arrangement  between  said  commission  and  said  Court,  be  transferred  to 
such  commission,  and  said  commission  shall  have  like  jurisdiction. and 
powers  in  respect  to  such  business  as  are  or  may  be  vested  in  said  Court; 
and  the  memoers  of  said  commission  shall  receive  a  like  compensation 
for  the  time  being,  with  the  Judges  of  said  Court. 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  commission  shall  be  necessary  to 
form  a  quorum  or  pronounce  a  decision,  and  its  decisions  shall  be  cer- 
tified, entered  and  enforced  as  the  judgments  of  the  Supreme  Courts; 
and,  at  the  expiration  of  the  termof  said  commission,  all  business  undis- 
posed of  shall,  by  it,  be  certified  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  disposed  of  as 
if  said  commission  had  never  existed. 

The  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  Court  shall  be  the  clerk  and  reporter  of 
said  commission,  and  the  commission  shall  have  such  other  attendants 
not  exceeding  in  number  those  provided  by  law  for  said  Court,  which 
attendants  said  commission  may  appoint  and  remove  at  its  pleasure. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  commission,  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  if  the 
Senate  be  in  session,  and,  if  the  Senate  be  not  in  session,  by  the  Gover- 
nor ;  but  in  such  last  case  such  appointment  shall  expire  at  the  end  of 
the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Section  22.  The  General  Assembly  may,  on  application  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  duly  entered  on  the  journal  of  the  Court  and  certified,  pro- 
vide by  law,  whenever  two-thirds  of  each  House  shall  concur  therein, 
from  time  to  time  for  the  appointment  in  like  manner  of  a  like  com- 
mission, with  like  powers,  jurisdiction  and  duties ;  provided,  that  the 
term  of  any  such  commission  shall  not  iexceed  two  years,  nor  shall  it  be 
created  oftener  than  once  in  ten  years.

Mr.  Miller  presented  the  petition  of  Jacob  Slyh  and  81  other  citizens  of 
Franklin  county,  against  the  passage  of  H.  B.  No.  156 :  Prescribing  the 
manner  of  appropriating  private  property  by  corporations. 

Which  was  laia  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Andrews  offered  the  following  resolution : 

S.  J.  JR.  No.  74 :  Whereas,  Appropriations  have  been  made  to  construct 
new  cells  in  the  Ohio  Penitentiary,  as  well  as  to  reconstruct  the  old 
ones ;  and 

Whereas,  The  interests  of  the  State  will  probably  be  subserved  by  ex- 
amination by  the  agents  of  the  State  having  the  work  in  charge,  into  the 
improvements  made  elsewhere  in  construction  of  prisons,  thereiore, 

Kesdved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary  be  authorized  and  advised  to  appoint 
a  committee  from  their  own  members,  to  make  such  examinations  oi  pris- 
ons of  other  States  as  will  enable  the  said  Board  to  be  benefited  in  their 
work  by  any  improvements  that  have  been  made. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  taken,  and  resulted — yeas  24,  nays  6,  as  follows  :

Mr.  Yeoman  moved  to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  special  order 
on  the  calendar  for  this  hour,  being  amended  H.  B.  No.  156 :  Prescribing 
the  mode  for  the  appropriaton  of  property  by  corporations. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  question  being  on  its  passage,  Mr.  Yeoman  moved  to  refer  the  bill 
to  a  select  committee  of  one,  with  instructions  to  amend  as  follows  : 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  the  following :  That 
section  3  of  the  above  named  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  3.  When  any  parcel  of  property  or  right  named  in  the  petition  is 
situate  in  two  or  more  counties,  the  petition  may  be  filed  in  either  one 
in  which  any  of  the  owners  are  resident,  or,  if  none  of  the  owners  are 
residents  in  any  of  such  counties,  it  mav  be  filed  in  either  one  thereof. 
The  petition  may  include  one  or  more  of  the  several  parcels  of  property 
or  rights  in  the  county  to  be  appropriated,  and,  in  either  case,  shall  con- 
stitute and  be  stj'led  an  "Appropriation  Proceeding;"  but  all  seperjate 
action  had  therein  as  to  each  separate  parcel  of  property  or  right  em- 
braced in  such  appropriation  proceeding,  shall  be  considered  as  a  separate 
case  therein,  and  tne  owners  of  each  such  separate  parcel  or  right  as  joint 
defendants  in  such  case,  entitled  to  a  separate  trial,  in  such  order  as  the 
Probate  Judge  shall  direct,  before  the  jury  first  empanneled  in  the  appro- 
priation proceeding,  until  the  discharge  thereof,  subject  to  the  rignt  oif 
challenge,  as  hereinafter  provided  Upon  the  filing  of  the  petition,  the 
Probate  Judge  shall,  upon  the  prsecipe  of  the  petitioner  tKerefor  being  JUedj  imr 
TnedicUdy  issue  a  summons  for  all  the  owners  and  persons  having  an 
interest  named  in  sxich  prsecipe,  who  are  set  forth  in  the  petition  as  resi- 
dents of  this  State,  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  proper  county,  com- 
manding him  to  notify  the  persons  therein  named  of  the  filing  of  the

petition,  and  to  appear  thereto  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  in  the  summons 
by  the  Jud^e,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  from  the  date 
01  the  issuing  thereof.  When  any  writ  is  returned  "not  summoned," 
other  writs  may  be  issued  until  the  defendants  shall  be  duly  sum- 
moned, and  writs  may  be  issued  to  different  counties  at  the  same  time, 
and  shall  be  served  and  returned  as  provided  in  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure ;  and  whenever  any  owner  or  person  having  an  interest  is  unknown, 
or  is  a  non-resident  of  this  State,  or  his  or  their  residence  is  unknown, 
the  corporation,  by  its  proper  officer,  agent  or  Attorney  may,  at  any  time 
after  filing  the  petition,  proceed  to  make  service  by  publication  against 
such  owner  or  person,  by  publishing  in  some  newspaper  of  general  cir- 
culation in  the  county  wnere  the  petition  is  filed,  for  four  consecutive 
weeks,  a  notice  containing  a  summary  statement  of  the  objept  and  prayer 
of  the  petition,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  property  of  the  owner  or  person 
thus  to  be  notified,  the  Court  in  which  it  is  filed,  and  the  time  when  sueh 
owner  or  person  is  to  appear  thereto,  not  exceeding  twenty  nor  less  than 
ten  days  after  such  service  is  complete,  at  which  time  proper  proceed- 
ings shall  be  had  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  tnis  act.  Such 
service  by  publication  shall  be  deemed  complete  when  made  as  above  pro- 
vided, and  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  printer,  publisher,  or 
manager  of  the  paper  in  which  it  is  published,  or  otner  person  knowing 
the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  4  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory,  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  4.  On  the  first  appearance  day  in  the  appropriation  proceeding, 
of  which  any  pr6perty  owners  set  forth  in  the  petition  has  been  duly 
notified,  by  summons  or  publicatJon,  and  before  issuing  a  notice  for  the 
selection  of  a  jury,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  proceed  to  inquire  and  deter- 
mine the  questions  of  the  corporate  existence  of  the  corporation,  its  legal 
right  to  make  appropriations  under  this  act,  the  inability  of  such  corpora- 
tion to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  sought  to  be 
appropriated,  and  the  necessity  for  the  appropriation;  upon  all  which 
questions  any  of  the  property  owners  present  may  be  heard,  and  the 
corporation  snail  satisfy  the  Court   affirmatively  by  satisfactory  proof. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  5  of  the  aforesaid  act,  to  which  this  is  amenda- 
tory, be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Court,  immediately 
upon  finding  in  favor  of  the  corporation,  upon  the  preliminary  inquiry 
provided  for  in  section  4,  to  issue  a  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  and  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  where  the  petition  is  filed, 
directing  them  to  select  sixteen  persons  for  a  jury,  and  the  said  Clerk 
and  Sheriff  shall,  within  two  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  proceed 
to  select  from  the  names  returned  to  serve  as  jurors  sixteen  men,  in  the 
same  manner  xthat  jurors  are  selected  for  the  trial  of  any  civil  cause  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  for  the  purpose  of  estimating  the  amount 
of  compensation  the  property  owners  in  such  cases  in  the  appropriation 
proceeaing  as  shall  be  brought  before  them,  shall  be  entitled  to  by  reason 
of  the  appropriation  sought ;  and  the  said  Clerk  shall  immediately  return 
the  names  of  the  persons  so  selected  to  the  Probate  Judge,  wno  shall 
thereupon  issue  his  venire  facias  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  to  summon 
such  persons  to  attend  at  the  office  of  said  Judge  on  the  day  specified  in 
such  writ  by  the  Judge,  not  exceeding  ten  days  from  the  date  of  issuing 
the  same,  from  whom  a  jury  of  twelve  men  shall  be  empanneled  as  here- 
inafter provided ;  and  each  separate  case  in  the  appropriation  proceed- 
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ing,  in  which  a  jury  trial  shall  be  demanded,  shall  be  tried  before  the 
jury  so  empanneled,  subject  to  the  right  of  challenge  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  such  order  as  the  Court  shall  direct,  until  said  jury  be  dis- 
charged; and  the  Judge  shall  have  power  to  discharge  said  jury,  and 
cause  other  juries  to  be  selected  and  empanneled,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  cause  vacancies  occurring  in  any  jury,  from 
any  cause,  to  be  filled  by  talesmen,  and  also  to  adjourn  or  continue  any 
case  or  cases,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
and  convenient  trial  of  the  several  cases,  or  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  proper  service  upon  the  property  owners  in  the  pro- 
ceeaing.  All  such  trials  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  civil 
trials  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  so  far  as  applicable,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  6  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory,  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  SheriflT  receiving  such  venire  facias 
to  summon  the  persons  therein  named. in  the  same  manner  that  jurors 
are  summoned  to  attend  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  if  by  reason  of 
non-attendance,  sickness  or  other  cause,  any  of  said  list  of  sixteen  persons 
shall  not  be  present  and  in  condition  to  serve  as  jurors,  the  Judge  shall 
order  the  Sheriff  to  fill  the  vacancies  with  talesmen  from  the  bystanders 
or  neighboring  citizens,  so  as  to  complete  said  list  of  sixteen,  and  when 
said  list  of  sixteen  is  full,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  call  upon  each  separ- 
ately, beginning  with  the  first  name  on  the  list,  to  take  his  place  in  the 
jury  box,  and  shall  personally  inquire  of  each  one,  as  called,  whether  he 
18  interested,  in  any  way,  in  any  of  the  property  or  rights  sought  to  be 
appropriated,  or  in  the  corporation  filing  the  petition,  either  as  owner, 
stcK^knolder,  agent  or  attorney,  or  otherwise ;  and  if  such  person  shall 
answer  in  the  affirmative,  or  if  such  fact  be  shown  to  the  Juage  by  satis- 
factorv  evidence,  such  person  shall  be  excused  from  serving  on  the  jurv ; 
and  the  next  person  on  said  list  shall  be  called  and  interrogated  in  \i\ie 
manner ;  and  if  the  said  list  of  sixteen  shall  have  been  exhausted  before 
a  proper  jury  of  twelve  men  is  taken  and  accepted  therefrom,  the  Judge 
shall  order  the  Sheriff  to  fill  the  remaining  vacancies  in  the  jury  box 
required  to  make  up  the  number  of  twelve,  with  talesmen,  who  shall 
be  interrogated  as  hereinabove  provided,  and  the  trials  demanded  in  the 
several  separate  cases  shall  be  proceeded  with  in  such  order  and  time  as 
the  Court  may  direct ;  provided^  that  in  each  case  the  petitioner,  and  the 
property  owners  in  such  case  jointly,  shall  have  the  right  .to  two  per- 
emptory challenges,  and  to  challenges  for  cause,  to  be  made  by  said  par- 
ties respectively,  when  the  case  is  readv  for  trial ;  and,  before  proceeding 
in  such  trial,  all  vacancies  arising  in  tne  jury,  from  challenge  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  filled  by  talesmen,  to  whom  the  inquiries  and  oath  in  this 
act  prescribed  shall  be  administered. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  7  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory,  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  7.  When,  after  such  interrogation,  the  jury  box  shall  be  filled 
with  twelve  disinterested  jurors,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  administer  to 
them  the  following  oath  :  "You  and  each  of  you  do  solemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  you  wul  justly  and  impartially  assess,  according  to  your  best 
judgment,  the  amount  of  compensation  which  is  due  to  the  proper  owners 
m  the  cases  that  shall  be  brought  before  you  in  this  proceeding,  by  rea- 
son of  the  appropriation  of  their  property  described  in  the  petition  to  the 
use  of  [here  name  the  corporation]  in  the  proceeding  now  pending 
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irrespective  of  any  benefit  from  any  improvement  proposed  by  such  cor- 
poration ;  and  you  do  further  swear  (or  aflBrm)  that  you  yriH,  in  assessing 
any  damages  that  may  occur  to  such  property  owners  by  reason  of  the 
appropriation  other  than  the  compensation,  further  ascertain  how  much 
less  valuable  the  remaining  portion  of  said  property  will  be  in  conse- 
quence of  such  appropriation ;  this  you  swear  as  you  shall  answer  to  God 
(or  affirm)  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury." 

Sec.  6.  That  section  ten  of  tne  act  to  wnich  this  is  amendatory,  as 
the  same  was  amended  April  19,  1873  (70,  0.  L.,  146),  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  10.  After  the  case  is  submitted  to  the  jury,  they  shall  render 
their  verdict  in  writing,  signed  by  their  foreman,  to  the  Judge,  who  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  entered  of  record,  and,  unless  for  good  cause  shown, 
upon  motion  to  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  the  verdict  is  rendered,  a 
new  trial  be  granted,  he  shall  enter  a  judgment  confirming  such  verdict 
upon  payment  to  the  party  entitled  thereto,  or  deposit  with  the  Probate 
Judge,  of  the  amount  of  such  verdict  and  such  costs  as  shall  have  laic- 
fully  accrued  in  such  case  up  to  the  time  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to 
take  possession  of  and  shall  hold  the  property  or  right  so  appropriated, 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  for  which  it  was  sought  to  be  appropriated, 
as  set  forth  in  the  petition ;  and  the  Judge  shall  enter  of  record  an  order 
to  that  efiect ;  and,  if  necessary,  proper  process  shall  be  issued  to  place 
the  corporation  in  possession  thereof;  Provided^  that  in  any  case  where 
the  corporation  shall  fail  to  make  payment  or  deposit  as  aforesaid, 
within  thirtv  days  after  confirmation  of  the  verdict,  tne  Probate  Judge, 
on  motion  of  the  party  entitled  to  such  payment,  to  be  filed  within  ten 
days  after  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days  from  the  confirmation  afore- 
said, shall  enter  an  order  directing  said  corporation  to  make  such  pay- 
ment or  deposit  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  such  order,  and 
unless  such  corporation  shall,  within  said  thirty  days,  make  such  pay- 
ment or  deposit,  it  shall  be  held  and  considered  to  have  thereby  aband- 
oned the  property  or  rights  so  appropriated,  and  all  claims  thereon  under 
its  proceeding ;  and  the  Judge  shall  enter  an  order  to  that  effect,  and 
shall  also  enter  a  judgment  against  the  corporation,  and  in  favor  of  the 
party  entitled  to  such  payment  ^for  such  amount  of  costs  and  expenses, 
including  time  spent  and  reasonable  attorney  fees,  as  the  Court,  upon 
evidence  produced  in  that  behalf,  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable,  for 
which  execution  may  be  issued  against  the  corporation,  and  both  the 
corporation  and  the  directors  thereof  individually  snail  be  liable  upon  such 
judgment,  and  if  the  said  judgment  shall  not  be  paid  within  thirty 
days  after  the  rendition  thereof,  or  if  the  party  entitled  thereto  shall  not 
be  satisfied  with  the  amount  thereof,  such  party  shall  have  a  right  of 
action  against  the  petitioner  for  the  costs  and  expenses  actually  incur- 
red in  prosecuting  such  action;  provided,  that  such  action  shall  be 
brought  within  six  months  after  tne  rendition  of  said  judgment  in  the 
Probate  Court. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  corporation  which  shall  seek,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  or  the  acts  to  which  this  is  supplementary  and  amendatory, 
or  any  general  law  of  this  State,  to  appropriate  property  to  its  use,  or  to 
exercise  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  or  which  shall  come  into  the  pos- 
session or  use  of  property  so  hereafter  appropriated,  shall  thereby  and 
thereafter  be  deemed  and  held  to  have  consented  and  to  be  a  corporation 
in  all  respects,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  as  to  all  its  property, 
rights,  powers  and  obligations  enjoyed  or  exercised  within  this  State 
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subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  and  the  laws 
passed  in  pursuance  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  Every  railroad  corporation  or  company  now  or  hereafter  own- 
ing- and  occupying  any  right  of  way  or  easement  in  any  lands,  either 
by  agreement  with  the  owner  or  by  virtue  of  any  condemnation  proceed- 
ing, shall  present  to  the  Auditor  of  the  county  where  such  land  is  situ- 
ate, a  statement  of  the  quantity  of  such  land  embraced  within  such 
right  of  way  or  easement,  and  said  quantity  shall  be  deducted  by  the 
Auditor  from  said  land  on  the  tax  duplicate,  so  that  the  owners  thereof 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  taxes  upon  said  quantity.  All  corporations 
or  companies  now  owning  and  occupying  anj  such  right  of  way  or  ease- 
ment, shall  present  said  statement  within  six  months  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  all  that  shall  hereafter  come  into  such  ownership  and 
occupancv  within  six  months  thereafter,  and  if  any  corporation  or  com- 

Sany  shall  neglect  to  present  such  statement  after  being  requested  so  to 
o  by  the  land  owner,  such  owner  may  do  so  after  the  expiration  of  six 
months,  and  whenever  the  grant  of  such  right  of  waj  or  easement  is  not 
in  the  form  of  a  lawfully  executed  deed  or  lease,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Recorder  of  the  county  where  the  same  is  situate,  upon  the  request 
of  the  corporation  or  company  owning  such  right  of  way  or  easement, 
to  record  such  grant  in  tne  record  book  of  leases,  and  index  the  same ; 
and  such  record,  or  a  copy  thereof,  duly  certified  by  the  Recorder,  shall  be 
received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  ana  places  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  effect  as  the  origin^ ;  provided,  that  the  correctness  of  such 
record  or  copy  may  be  impeached  oy  any  interested  party  by  competent 
proof.  The  Kecorder  shall  be  entitled  to  the  usual  fee  for  recording  such 
grants  and  certifying  copies  thereof. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  railroad  corporation  of  this  State  shall  have  author- 
ity to  condemn  and  appropriate  to  its  own  use  the  interest  and  ease- 
ment in,  and  to  quiet  title  as  to,  any  unfinished  .road-bed,  or  part  thereof, 
on  the  line  of  its  proposed  road,  owned  or  claimed  by  any  other  com- 
pany or  companies,  where  the  same  has  remained  substantially  in  the 
same  unfinished  condition,  and  without  having  the  ties  and  iron  placed 
thereon  for  the  period  of  ten  years  or  more.  Every  such  company  shall 
be  made  a  party  defendant  to  the  condemnation  proceedings^  and  shall 
file  an  answer  therein,  setting  forth  fully  its  title  to,  and  interest  in, 
such  road-bed  or  part  thereof  sought  to  be  appropriated,  if  any  it  claims; 
to  which  answer  the  plaintiff  shall  plead  issuably,  unless  it  admit  the  va- 
lidity of  the  defendant's  claim.  Ana  where  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Court,  upon  issue  of  law,  or  by  the  jury  upon  issue  of  fact,  or  by  the  admis- 
sion of  the  pleadings,  or  by  reason  of  failure  to  plead,  that  any  such  com- 
pany asserting  such  ownership  or  claim  is  not  entitled  thereto,  judg- 
ment, including  costs,  shall  be  rendered  accordingly;  but  where  it  in  like 
manner  shall  be  determined  that  any  such  company  had  an  interest  in 
such  road-bed,  or  part  thereof  so  sought  to  be  appropriated,  the  jury  shall 
determine  and  state  the«amount  of  compensation  due  according  to  law  to 
such  company  on  account  of  the  appropriation  of  such  interests  as  afore- 
said ;  provided  proceedings  under  this  section  may  be  commenced  in  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  or  Superior  Court  of  the  proper  county,  in  which 
event  the  case,  on  motion,  shall  be  taken  out  of  its  order  by  said  Court, 
or  by  any  appellate  or  reviewing  court,  and  determined  without  unneces- 
sary delay,  and  proceedings  in  error  to  such  Common  Pleas  or  Superior 
Court  may  be  commenced  directly  in  the  Supreme  Court ;  provided,  fur- 
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ther,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to  viewers  shall  not  apply  to  ap- 
propriations authorized  by  this  section. 

Sec.  10.  That  sections  three,  four,  five,  six  and  seven  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  amendatory,  and  section  ten,  as  amended  by  the  act  passed 
April  19,  1873  (70, 0.  L.,  146),  amending  section  ten  of  the  above  named 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereoy  repealed. 

Sec.  11.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from. and  after  its  passage.

porary use  and  custody  of  the  same  in  order  to  complete  the  plats  and 
surveys  of  said  la-nds,  with  the  condition  that  said  Trustees  shall  pre-

The  joint  committee  of  the  SenatjB  and  House,  to  whom  was  referred 
various  joint  resolutions  upon  the  subject  of  amendment  of  the  Judicial 
Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  report  that  after  a  careful  consideration  they  have 
agreed  upon  the  amendment  reported  herewith  as  a  substitute  for  the 
several  amendments  referred  to  the  committee,  and  recommend  the  adop- 
tion thereof.

S.  J.  R.  No.  78 :  Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio — 
three-fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House  concurring  therein 
— That  a  proposition  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the  State  be  submitted 
to  the  electors  of  the  State,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  A.  D.  1875, 
as  follows,  to-wit :  That  sections  1,  3,  5,  6,  8,  11,  14,  15  and  18,  of  Article 
four,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme 
Court,  in  Circuit  Courts,  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  Courts  of  Probate, 
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Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  in  such  other  Courts  inferior  to  the  Circuit 
Court,  in  one  or  more  counties,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  from  time 
to  time  establish. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  twelve  Common  Pleas  Districts 
of  compact  territory,  bounded  by  county  lines.  Each  district  composed  of 
two  or  more  counties,  shall  be  divided  into  subdivisions,  not  exceeding 
the  number  o;f  Judges  to  be  chosen  therein,  of  compact  territory,  bounded 
by  couAty  lines,  and  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as  practicable,  having 
due  regard  to  business.  In  each  district  or  its  subdivisions,  as  the  case 
may  be,  such  number  of  Common  Pleas  Judges  residing  therein,  as  is  pro- 
vided in  this  Constitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  thereof,  who 
shall  be  Judges  of  their  respective  districts.  In  each  quarter  of  the  judi- 
cial year,  which  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  in  each 
county  of  the  several  districts,  a  term  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  shall  be 
held  by  one  or  more  of  these  Judges  ;  and  more  than  one  Court  may  be 
held  at  the  same  time  in  any  district  or  subdivision.  The  judicial  service 
of  each  district  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  counties  thereof, 
according  to  population  and  business.  Not  less  than  seventy-two  days 
of  open  session  in  the  first,  second  and  fourth  quarters  respectively,  and 
twenty-four  days  in  the  third  quarter,  shall  be  held  by  each  Judge,  unless 
all  the  business  assigned  to  him  be  sooner  disposed  of;  provided,  that  in 
districts  composed  of  a  single  county,  no  Judge  shall  be  required  to  hold 
such  session  more  than  ten  days  in  the  third  quarter.  The  General  Assem- 
bly may  provide  by  law  for  assigning  a  Judge  or  Judges  of  any  district 
to  hold  Court  in  any  other  district,  when  necessary. 

Sec.  5.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  seven  judicial  circuits,  of  com- 
pact territory,  and  bounded  by  county  lines,  in  each  of  which  three 
Judges,  residing  therein,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  thereof.  The 
Circuit  Court  shall  consist  of  three  of  the  Judges  so  elected,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum,  or  pronounce  a  decision,  and  shall 
be  held  in  each  county  at  least  twice  in  each  year.  The  Judges  may  be 
allotted  for  that  purpose  to  the  several  circuits,  in  such  mode  and  order 
and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  their  term 
of  office  shall  be  five  years.  More  than  one  Court  may  be  held  at  the 
same  time  in  any  circuit. 

Sec.  6.  The  Circuit  Court  shall  have  like  original  jurisdiction  with 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  Probate  ('ourt  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  probate  and  testa- 
mentary matters,  the  appointment  of  administrators  and  guardians,  the 
settlement  of  the  accounts  of  executors,  administrators  and  guardians, 
the  assignment  of  dower,  the  partition  of  real  estate  among  heirs  and 
devisees,  and  such  jurisdiction  in  habecis  corpus^  the  issuing  of  marriage 
licenses,  and  for  the  sale  of  land  bv  executors,  administrators  and 
guardians,  and  such  other  jurisdiction  in  any  county  or  counties  as  may 
be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  Governor  shall,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
appoint  a  commission,  to  consist  of  five  persons,  to  dispose  of  the  unfin- 
ished business  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  9th  day  of  February. 
A.  D.  1876,  to  continue  such  length  of  time  not  exceeding  three  years,  a^ 
may  be  provided  by  law.  In  the  disposal  of  such  business,  it  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction  as  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  members 
thereof  shall  be  paid  the  same  compensation.     A  majority  of  the  mem- 
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bers  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  or  pronounce  a  decision ;  and 
any  vacency  that  may  occur  therein  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor. 
Any  unfinished  business  remaining  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  pro- 
vided for  the  commission  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Supreme  Court  for 
final  disposition.  The  Clerk  and  reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be 
Clerk  and  reporter  of  the  commission.  The  General  Assembly  may,  on 
application  of  the  Supreme  CoiH-t,  duly  entered  on  its  journal  and  certi- 
fied, provide  by  law,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  appointment  by  the  Gov- 
ernor with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  of  a  like  commission ; 
provided,  that  the  term  of  any  such  commission  shall  not  exceed  two 
years,  nor  shall  it  be  created  oftener  than  once  in  ten  years. 

Sec.  14.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Circuit  Court,  and  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services 
such  compensation  as  may  bo  provided  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  dimin- 
ished or  increased  during  their  term  of  office ;  but  they  shall  receive  no 
fees  or  perc^uisites,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  profit  or  trust,  under  the 
authority  ot  this  State  or  the  United  States.  All  votes  for  either  of  them, 
for  any  elective  office,  except  a  judicial  office,  under  the  authority  of 
this  State,  given  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  the  people,  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  15.  The  General  Assembly  may  increase  or  diminish  the  number 
of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  the  Circuit  Court,  the  number  of 
the  circuits  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  districts  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  the  number  of  Judges  in  any  circuit  or  district,  change  the  circuits 
or  districts,  or  the  subdivisions  thereof,  or  establish  other  Courts,  when- 
ever two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  shall  concur  therein, 
but  no  such  change,  addition  or  diminution  shall  vacate  the  office  of  any 
Judge. 

^Sec.  18.  The  several  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Circuit  Court, 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  of  such  other  Courts  as  may  be  created,  shall, 
respectively,  have  and  exercise  such  power  and  jurisdiction  at  chambers, 
or  otherwise,  as  may  be  directed  by  law. 

That  the  following  be  added  to  Article  IV  as  section  twenty-one  : 
Sec.  21.  The  official  term  of  Judges  of  the  Supreme,  Circuit  and  Com- 
mon Pleas  Courts  shall  begin  on  the  9th  day  of  February  next  succeed- 
ing their  election.  The  Circuit  Courts  shall  be  the  successors  of  the  pres- 
ent District  Courts,  and,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  possess  all 
the  powers  now  vested  in  the  District  Courts,  and  all  business  pending  in 
either  of  the  District  Courts  shall  be  transferred  to  its  successor  and  pro- 
ceed as  though  no  change  had  been  made;  and  all  business  pending  in 
the  general  terms  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  Cincinnati  and  Cleveland  on 
the  9th  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven, 
shall  then  be  transferred  to  and  proceed  in  the  proper  Circuit  Courts, 
and  such  general  terms  shall  then  be  abolished.  The  Superior  Courts 
for  the  counties  of  Cuyahoga,  Greene  and  Montgomery  shall  cease  to  exist 
on  the  9th  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven,  unless  sooner  abolished  by  law.  and  the  business  of  said  Courts 
shall  thereupon  be  transferred  to  and  proceeded  in  the  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  in  the  proper  counties.  The  Superior  Court  of  Cincinnati 
shall  continue,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  The  first  election  for 
Judges  of  the  Circuit  and  Common  Pleas  Courts  shall  be  held  on  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six, 
and  shall  be  conducted,  and  the  returns  made  and  the  officers  so  elected 
commissioned,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by .  law  for  the  election  and 
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commission  of  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  All  Common  Pleas 
Judges  in  oflSce  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-five,  shall  continue  to  serve  in  their  respective  ais- 
tricts,  as  now  constituted,  until  the  9th  day  of  February,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
and  Probate  Courts  in  office  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration 
of  their  respective  terms ;  and  the  successor  of  each  of  said  Judges  shall 
be  elected  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next  preceding  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  said  Judge.  The  term  of  each  of  said  Judges  oi  the 
Supreme  Court,  hereafter  to  be  elected,  shall  be  for  five  vears. 

That  sections  12  and  13  of  Article  XI  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as 
follows :  \ 

Sec  12.     The  division  of  the  State  into  circuits  shall  be  as  follows  : 

First — The  county  of  Hamilton  shall  constitute  the  first  circuit. 

Second — The  counties  of  Butler,  Preble,  Miami,  Montgomery,  Warren, 
Clermont,  Brown,  Adams,  Highland,  Clinton,  Fayette,  Greene,  Clarke, 
Madison,  Champaign  and  Union  shall  constitute  the  second  circuit. 

Third — The  counties  of  Darke,  Shelby,  Logan,  Mercer,  Auglaize,  Hardin, 
Marion,  Wyandot,  Allen,  Van  Wert,  Paulding,  Putnam,  Hancock,  Seneca, 
Henry,  Defiance,  Williams,  Fulton  and  Wood  shall  constitute  the  third 
circuit. 

Fourth — The  counties  of  Pickaway,  Ross,  Pike,  Scioto,  Lawrence,  Jack- 
son, Vinton,  Hocking,  Fairfield,  Perry,  Athens,  Meigs,  Gallia,  Morgan, 
Washington  and  Noble  shall  constitute  the  fourth  circuit. 

Fifth — The  counties  of  Franklin,  Delaware,  Morrow,  Crawford,  Rich- 
land, Ashland,  Knox,  Licking,  Muskingum,  Coshocton,  Tuscarawas, 
Holmes  and  Wayne  shall  constitute  the  fifth  circuit. 

Sixth — The  counties  of  Ashtablua,  Lake,  Geauga,  Trumbull,  Mahoning, 
Portage,  Stark,  Carroll,  Columbiana,  Jefferson,  Belmont,  Guernsey,  Harri- 
son and  Monroe  shall  constitute  the  sixth  circuit. 

Seventh — The  counties  of  Cuyahoga,  Summit,  Medina,  Lorain,  Huron, 
Erie,  Sandusky,  Ottawa  and  Lucas  shall  constitute  the  seventh  circuit. 

Sec.  13.  The  districts  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  with  their  several 
subdivisions,  shall  be  as  follows : 

First — The  county  of  Hamilton,  with  four  Judges,  shall  form  the  first 
district,  and  shall  not  be  subdivided. 

Second — The  counties  of.  Clermont,  Brown  and  Adams,  with  one  Judge, 
shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision ;  the  counties  of  Warren,  Clinton, 
Fayette  and  Highland,  with  two  Judges,  the  second  subdivision  ;  and  the 
counties  of  Greene  and  Madison,  with  one  Judge,  tiie  third  subdivision 
of  the  second  district,  and  together  shall  form  that  district. 

Third — The  counties  of  Butler  and  Preble,  with  two  Judges,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  subdivision;  the  county  of  Montgomery,  with  two  Judges, 
the  second  subdivision ;  and  the  counties  of  Miami  .anS  Darke,  with*  one 
Judge,  the  third  subdivision  of  the  third  district,  and  together  shall  form 
that  district. 

Fourth — The  counties  of  Scioto,  Pike  and  Jackson,  with  one  Judge, 
shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision  ;  the  counties  of  Lawrence,  Gallia  and 
Meigs,  with  one  Judge,  the  second  subdivision ;  and  the  counties  of  Vin- 
ton, Athens  and  Washington,  with  one  Judge,  the  third  subdivision  of 
the  fourth  district,  and  together  shall  form  said  district. 

Fifth — The  counties  of  Ross  and  Pickaway,  with  one  Judge,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  subdivision ;  the  counties  oi  Franklin  and  Delaware,  with 
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two  Judges,  the  second  subdivision  ;  and  the  counties  of  Fairfield,  Hock- 
ing and  Ferry,  with  one  Judge,  the  third  subdivision  of  the  fifth  district, 
and  together  shall  form  said  district. 

Sixth — The  counties  of  Muskingum  and  Morgan,  with  one  Judge,  shall 
constitute  the  first  subdivision ;  the  counties  of  Guernsey,  Noble  and 
Monroe,  with  one  Judge,  the  second  subdivision ;  and  the  counties  of  Car- 
roll, Harrison  and  Belmont,  with  one  Judge,  the  third  subdivision  of  the 
sixth  district,  and  together  shall  form  said  district. 

Seventh — The  counties  of  Knox  and  Licking,  with  one  Judge,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  subdivision ;  the  counties  of  Morrow,  Richland,  Ashland 
and  Wayne,  with  two  Judges,  the  second  subdivision ;  and  the  counties 
of  Holmes,  Coshocton  and  Tuscarawas,  with  one  Judge,  the  third  sub- 
division of  the  seventh  district,  and  together  shall  form  said  district. 

Eighth — The  county  ot  Stark,  with  one  Judge,  shall  constitute  the  first 
subdivision ;  the  counties  of  Jeiferson  and  ('olumbiana,  with  one  Judge, 
the  second  subdivision  ;  the  counties  of  Summit,  Portage,  Mahoning  and 
Trumbull,  with  two  Judges,  the  third  subdivision ;  and  the  counties  of 
Ashtabula,  Lake  and  Geauga,  with  one  Judge,  the  fourth  subdivision  of 
the  e.ighth  district,  and  together  shall  form  said  district. 

Ninth — The  county  of  Cuyahoga,  with  three  Judges,  shall  constitute 
the  first  subdivision ;  the  counties  of  Medina,  Lorain  and  Huron,  with 
one  Judge,  the  second  subdivision ;  and  the  counties  of  Erie,  Sandusky 
and  Ottawa,  with  one  Judge,  the  third  subdivision  of  the  tiinth  district, 
and  together  shall  form  said  district.  ' 

Tenth — The  county  of  Lucas,  with  two  Judges,  shall  constitute  the  first 
subdivision;  and  the  counties  of  Wood,  Henry,  Fulton  and  Williams, 
with  one  Judge,  the  second  subdivision  of  the  tenth  district,  and\ogether 
shall  form  said  district. 

Eleventh — The  counties  of  Mercer,  Van  Wert,  Allen  and  Auglaize,  with 
one  Judge,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision  ;  the  countie<5  of  Defiance, 
Paulding  and  Putnam,  with  one  Judge,  the  second  subdivision ;  and  the 
counties  of  Seneca,  Hancock  and  Hardin,  with  one  Judge,  the  third  sub- 
division of  the  eleventh  district,  and  together  shall  form  said  district. 

Twelfth — The  counties  of  Clarke  and  Champaign,  with  one  Judge,  shall 
constitute  the  first  subdivision;  the  counties  of  Shelby,  Logan  and  Union, 
with  one  Judge,  the  second  subdivision;  and  the  counties  of  Marion, 
Wyandot  and  Crawford,  with  one  Judge,  the  third  subdivision  of  the 
twelfth  district,  and  together  shall  form  said  district. 

That  the  following  be  added  to  Article  XI  as  section  fourteen. 

Sed.  14.  The  General  Assembly  shall  attach  any  new  counties  that 
may  hereafter  be  erected,  to  such  districts  or  subdivisions  thereof,  as 
shall  be  most  convenient. 

Forw,  of  Ballot: 

At  said  election  the  voters  desiring  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
this  amendment  shall  place  upon  tlieir  ballots  the  words :  '*For  the  judi- 
cial amendment."  Tne  voters  who  do  not  favor  the  adoption  of  said 
amendment  shall  place  upon  their  ballots  the  words  :  "Against  the  judi- 
cial amendment."

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 
Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio  be  proposed  in  the  following 
words,  to-wit :  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of 
this  article,  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  by  law,  to  assess  a 
special  tax  on  dogs,  and  to  confiscate  and  kill  dogs  ^  upon  which  ihe 
owner,  keeper  or  harborer  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  such  special  tax. 

If  this  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio  shall  be 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  voting  at  the 
next  election  holden  for  the  election  of  Senators  and  Representatives,  it 
shall  become  Section  seven  of  th^  Twelfth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Ohio.

The  tax  so  levied  shall  be  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate  of  the 
county,  and  be  collected  by  the  County  Treasurer  as  other  taxes  are  col- 
lected. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners  to  apportion 
the  said  fund  to  each  township,  in  wliich  there  are  or  hereafter  sliall  be 
improved  roads  or  free  turnpikes,  according  to  the  amount  of  travel  and 
wear  on  said  roads.  The  said  fund  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Township  Trustees,  and  shall  be  worked  out  under  their  direction  be- 
tween June  1st  and  November  1st.  in  each  and  every  year.  Any  one  of 
said  Trustees,  or  any  person  whom  they  may  appoint,  shall  receive  two 
dollars  for  each  and  every  day  actually  employea  in  superintending  the 
repairs  of  said  roads. 

Sec.  3.  The  County  Auditor  shall,  by  order  of  the  Commissioners, 
draw  warrants  on  the  County  Treasurer  for  the  amounts  so  apportioned 
to  the  several  townships,  which  amounts  shall  be  paid  to  the  appropriate 
Township  Treasures. 

Sec.  4.  It  sliall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  transpoBt  over  said  roads 
any  load  of  greater  weight  than  sixteen  hundred  pounds  during  the  in- 
terval between  the  1st  day  of  February  and  the  1st  day  of  April,  of  any 
year.  Any  person  convicted  of  violating  the  provisions  of  tnis  sectiorr 
shall  be  fined,  for  the  first  oftense,  five  dollars;  and  for  the  «econd  and 
every  subsequent  offense,  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
township  in  which  the  offense  was  committed,  for  the  benefit  of  "the  fret 
turnpike  and  improved  road  fund;"  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
Township  Trustees  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  fully 
complied  with.

Mr.  Reid  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  word  "eleven,"  in  the 
fifth  line,  on  first  page ;  also,  strike  out  of  lines  32  and  33,  on  page  five  of 
the  printed  bill,  the  words  "the  term  of  each  of  said  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  hereafter  to  be  elected  shall  be  five  years."

S.  J.  R.  No.  72 — Mr.  Reid :  Relative  to  an  amendment  of  Article  four 
of  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the  Judiciary  : 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio — three-fifths  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  House  agreeing  thereto — That  it  be  and  is  here- 
by proposed  to  the  electors  of  this  State  to  vote  at  the  next  annual  Octo- 
ber election  upon  the  approval  or  rejectioi;i  of  the  following  amendment 
as  an  additional  section  to  Article  four  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  to-wit : 

Sec.  22.  A  commission,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
the  members  of  which  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  1876,  to  dispose  of  such  part  of  the 
business  then  on  the  dockets  of  the  Supreme  Court,  as  shall,  by  arrange- 
ment between  said  commission  and  said  court,  be  transferred  to  such  com- 
mission, and  said  commission  shall  have  like  jurisdiction  and  power  in 
.  re^ct  to  such  business  as  are  or  may  be  vested  in  said  court,  and  the 
members  of  said  commission  shall  receive  a  like  compensation,  for  the 
time  being,  with  the  Judges  of  said  court.    A  majority  of  the  members  of 
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said  commission  shall  be  necessary  to  forfn  a  quorum  or  pronounce  a  de- 
cision, and  its  decisions  shall  be  certified,  entered  and  enforced  as  the 
judgments  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  at'  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
said  commission,  all  business  undisposed  of,  shall  by  it  becertifiea  to  the 
Supreme  Court  and  disposed  of  as  if  said  commission  had  never  existed. 
The  Clerk  and  reporter  of  said  court  shall  be  the  Clerk  and  reporter  of 
said  commission,  and  the  commission  shall  have  such  other  attendants 
not  exceeding  in  number  those  provided  by  law  for  said  court,  which 
attendants  said  coinmission  may  appoint  and  remove  at  its  pleasure. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  commission,  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  if  the 
Senate  be  in  session,  and  if  the  Senate  be  not.  in  session,  by  the  Govei^ 
nor,  but  in  such  last  case,  such  appointment  shall  expire  at  the  end  of 
the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  may,  on  application  of  the  Supreme  Court  duly 
entered  on  the  journal  of  the  Court  and  certified,  provide  by  law,  whenever 
two-thirds  of  each  House  shall  concur  therein,  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
appointment,  in  like  manner,  of  a  like  commission  with  like  powers, 
jurisdiction  and  duties ;  provided,  that  the  term  of  any  such  commission 
shall  not  exceed  two  years,  nor  shall  it  be  created  oftener  than  once  in 
ten  years. 

If  this  amendment  shall  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  voting  at  the  next  election  holden  for  the  election  of 
Senators  and  Representatives,  it  shall  become  section  22  of  the  fourth 
Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

At  such  election  the  voters  desiring  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
this  amendment  shall  place  upon  their  ballots  the  words :  "For  the  Com- 
mission." The  voters  who  do  not  favor  the  adoption  of  such  amendment 
shall  place  upon  their  ballots  the  words :  "Against  the  commission."

The  House  of  Rej)resentatives  has  adopted  the  following  substitute  for 
S.  J.  R.  No.  78 — From  the  joint  committee  on  Constitutional  Amend- 
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ments :  Relative  to  amendments  to  the  Judiciary  Article,  in  which  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate  is  requested  : 

Substitute  for  S.  J.  R.  No.  78— From  the  joint  committee  on  Constitu- 
tional Amendments  :     Relative  to  amendments  to  the  Judiciary  Article  : 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Genercd  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio — three-fifths  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  each  House  concurring  therein — That  a  proposi- 
tion to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio  be  submitted  to  the 
electors  of  the  State,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  A.D.  1875,  as 
follows,  to-wit : 

That  sections  one,  three,  five,  seven,  eight,  eleven,  twelve,  fourteen, 
fifteen  and  eighteen  of  Article  four,  and  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of 
Article  eleven,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Court,  in  District  Courts,  Courts  of  Conmion  Pleas,  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  and  in  such  other  courts,  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court,  in  one 
or  more  counties,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  estab- 
lish. The  Superior  Court  of  Cincinnati  shall  continue  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  Court  of  C'ommon  Pleas  shall  be  holden  by  one  Judge,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  district,  and  shall  bo  open  at  all 
times  for  the  transaction  of  business,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted. 
The  State  is  hereby  divided  into  eighty-six  Common  Pleas  districts,  of 
which  the  counties  of  Lake  and  Geauga  shall  constitute  one,  the  counties 
of  Paulding  and  Defiance  one,  and  each  remaining  county  in  the  State 
shall  constitute  a  seperate  Common -Pleas  district ;  and  each  district  shall 
be  known  by  the  name  of  the  county  or  counties  comprising  the  district, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  compact  territory,  and  boumled  by  county  lines, 
and  no  district  shall  contain  more  than  two  counties  or  less  than  one. 

Sec.  5.  Each  District  Court  shall  consist  of  one  Judge,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  voters  of  the  district ;  the  State  shall  be  divided  into 
twenty-five  districts,  and  each  district  shall  be  composed  of  compact  ter- 
ritory, and  bounded  by  county  lines.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  Judges 
of  the  District  Court  elected  in  each  district,  and  there  shall  be  not  less 
than  three  sessions  of  said  Court  held  annually  in  each  county  in  the 
State. 

Sec.  7.  The  Judges  of  the  present  Supreme  Court,  in  office  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  A.l).  1876,  shall  constitute  a  commission  to  dispose  of 
the  unfinished  business  then  pending  in  said  (-ourt,  to  continue  such 
length  of  time,  not  exceeding  three  years,  as  may  be  ])rovide(l  by  law,  in 
the  disposal  of  such  business.  It  shall  have  the  same  i)owers  and  jurisdic- 
tion as  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  members  thereof  shall  be  paid  the 
same  compensation  ;  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  form 
a  qu(»rurii  or  jn-onounce  a  decision  ;  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  therein 
shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  (iovernor;  any  unfinished  busi- 
ness remaining  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  for  the  commission 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  final  disposition. 

Sec.  8.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  by  law  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Judge  pro  tempore,  to  hold  any  Court  where  the  Judge  thereof 
is  4i8<iualified  by  sickness  or  otherwise  to  hold  said  ('ourt. 

Sec.  11.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall,  immediately  after  the 
first  election  under  this  amendment,  be  classified  by  lot,  so  that  one  shall 
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hold  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one 
for  four  years,  and  one  for  five  years  ;  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  term 
of  each  of  said  Judges  shall  be  for  five  years. 

Sec.  12.  The  Judges  of  the  District  Courts  and  of  the  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  shall,  while  in  office,  reside  in  the  district  in  which  they  are 
elected,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  five  years,  but  the  Legislature 
may  provide  by  law  that  any  Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas  Ccnjtrt  shall 
hold  that  Court  in  any  other  Common  Pleas  district,  and  that  any  Judge 
of  the  District  Court  shall  hold  that  Court  in  any  other  district  for  that 
Court,  in  the  State,  than  the  one  in  which  he  resides ;  and  Judges  of  the 
Common  Pleas  Court  may  temporarily  exchange  districts  with  each  other; 
and  Judges  of  the  District  Court  may  temporarialy  exchange  districts 
with  each  other;  and  two  or  more  Common  Pleas  Courts  may  be  held  at 
the  same  time  in  the  same  district,  and  two  or  more  District  Courts  mav 
be  held  at  the  same  time  in  a  district  for  that  Court. 

Sec.  14.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  (Jourt,  the  District  Court,  and  of 
the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services 
such  compensation  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  in- 
creased or  diminished  during  their  term  of  office  ;  but  they  shall  receive 
no  fees  as  perquisites  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  trust  or  profit  un- 
der the  authority  of  any  State  or  of  the  United  States.  All  votes  for 
either  of  them  for  any  elective  office,  except  a  judicial  office  under  the 
authority  of  the  State,  given  by  the  Gene raL  Assembly  or  the  people, 
shall  be  void. 

.  Sec.  15.  The  General  Assembly  may  increase  or  diminish  the  number 
of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  number  of  the  districts  of  the 
District  Courts  or  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  the  number  of  Judges  in  any 
district,  or  change  any  district,  establish  other  Courts  whenever  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  shall  concur  therein ;  but  no 
such  change  shall  vacate  the  office  of  any  Judge;  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  provided  for  in  this  amendment,  shall  be  the  successor  of  the  pres- 
ent Probate  Court  and  Courts  of  ('ommon  Pleas  in  each  county ;  and  of  all 
Superior  Courts  abolished  by  this  amendment,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
and  District  Courts  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  the  successors  of  the 
present  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  District  Courts ;  and  all  books,  records, 
papers  and  business  in  or  appertaining  to  said  Court  shall  be  transferred 
to  their  successors  under  this  amendment,  and  the  Clerks  in  the  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas  and  District  Court  shall  be  the  Clerks  in  the  Courts 
herein  provided,  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ;  but  the 
Supreme  Court  shall  appoint  its  own  Clerk  and  reporter. 

Sec.  18.  The  several  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  District  and 
Common  Pleas,  and  of  such  other  Courts  as  njay  be  created,  shall  respect- 
ively have  and  exercise  such  power  and  jurisdiction  at  chambers,  or 
otherwise,  as  mav  be  directed  bv  law.

8.  The  counties  of  Ottowa,  Sandusky,  Erie  and  Huron,  the  eighth 
district.        ^ 

9.  The  counties  of  Lorain,  Medina  and  Summit,  the  ninth  district. 

10.  The  county  of  Cuyahoga  shall  constitute  the  tenth  district. 

11.  The  counties  of  Clermont,  Brown  and  Adams,  shall  constitute  the 
eleventh  district. 

12.  The  counties  of  Highland,  Ross  and  Fayette,  shall  constitute  the 
twelfth  district. 

13.  The  counties  of  Pickaway,  Franklin  and  Madison,  shall  constitute 
the  thirteenth  district. 

14.  The  counties  of  Licking,  Knox  and  Delaware,  shall  constitute  the 
fourteenth  district. 

15.  The  counties  of  Morrow,  Richland  and  Ashland,  shall  constitute 
the  fifteenth  district. 

16.  The  counties  of  Wayne,  Holmes  and  Coshocton,  shall  constitute 
the  sixteenth  district.

The  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  be  elected  in  the 
several  Common  Pleas  districts  as  follows: 

In  the  Hamilton  district,  six  Judges;  in  the  Cuyahoga  district,  five 
Judg«\s ;'  in  the  Montgomery,  Franklin  and  Lucas  districts,  each,  two 
Judges  ;  and  one  Judge  each  in  every  other  Common  Pleas  district. 

The  Judges  of  the  District  Court  .shall  be  elected  in  the  several  districts 
for  that  Court,  as  follows  : 

In  the  first  district,  consisting  of  the  county  of  Hamilton,  two  Judges : 
the  tenth  district,  composed  of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  one  Judge ;  ana 
in  every  other  district  for  that  Court,  one  Judgg  each. 

The  term  of  office  of  Judges  and  Commissioners,  provided  for  in  this 
amendment,  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  February,  A.  D.  1877.

tracted for  by  the  Commissioners  of  Priliting,  according  to  law,  and 
accepted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  State — two  hundred 
and  fifty  copies  for  the  geological  corps,  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  for 
the  geological  board,  five  hundred  copies  for  the  State  library,  and  the 
remainder  for  the  present  General  Assembly^  to  be  divided  equally 
among  the  members  thereof,  and  sent  to  them  as  soon  as  printed  and 
bound.  To  determine  what  number  of  such  reports  are  to  be  printed  in 
German,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  ascertain  from 
each  member  of  this  General  Assemblv,  also  from  the  geological  corps, 
geological  board  and  State  Librarian,  what  number  of  the  reports  they  are 
entitled  to  receive  they  wish  in  the  German  language ;  the  aggregate 
amount  so  determined  shall  be  the  number  authorized  to  be  printed  in 
German,  and  they  shall  be  distributed  accordingly. 

That  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  township  library  in  each  county 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  one  copy  of  this  report,  by  the  member  representing 
the  same  in  this  General  Assembly  at  the  time  of  their  distribution.

Senators  :  The  time  fixed  by  the  joint  resolution  of  the  Legislature 
for  its  sine  die  adjournment  has  arrived.  But  before  declaring  the  Senate 
at  an  end,  I  desire  to  offer,  a  word  or  two  of  thanks  to  you.  Senators,  of- 
ficers, pages,  and  all,  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  extended  to 
me  during  the  two  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly.  When  we  came 
together  one^  year  ago  last  January,  we  were,  many  of  us,  strangers  to  each 
other ;  now,  when  the  hour  has  come  to  leave  the  Senate  Chamber,  we 
part  not  as  strangers,  but  as  personal  friends.  During  the  two  sessions, 
all  our  deliberations  have  been  characterized  by  ithe  utmost  harmony. 
Mistakes  have  undoubtedly  been  made  by  all  of  us,  and  by  none  more 
^  than  myself;  and,  if  I  have  achieved  any  measure  of  success  as  a  presi- 
ding officer,  I  feel  that  it  is  very  largely  to  the  assistance  and  moral  sup- 
port which  you  have  given  me.  It  requires  no  special  skill  or  ability  to 
preside  over  a  Senate,  where  every  member  and  officer  is  acting  upon  his 
honor,  and  ready  and  determined  to  maintain  the  reputation  and  dignity 
of  the  body.  Such  has  been  the  case  with  you  in  an  eminent  degree. 
You  have  been  just,  fair  and  courteous  to  me  in  all  things,  and  when  I  go 
home  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  my  profession,  I  shall  bear  with  me 
many  pleasant  recollections  of  the  scenes  and  associations  of  the  last  two 
winters  spent  with  you  in  Columbus. 

We  shall  never  meet  again  in  this  capacity.  I  hope,  however,  we  shall 
all  see  each  other  again  some  time.  It  is  possible  this  may  never  be  ;  for, 
at  this  point,  the  lines  of  our  lives  diverge  and  may  never  come  together. 
One,  too,  of  our  number,  a  Senator  beloved  and  honored  by  all,  is  pros- 
trated by  a  dangerous  illness,  and  may  soon  be  called  to  enter  upon  that 
new  and  mysterious  state  of  being  which  lies  beyond  our  mortal  sight. 
Lut  us  hope  and  pray  for  his  recovery. 

And  now  permit  me  to  express  the  sincere  wish  that  time  and  fortune 
may  deal  kindly  with  you  all;  that  health,  prosperity  and  happiness  may 
attend  you,  and  rest  upon  your  households  wherever  in  God's  providence 
your  lot  may  be  cast.
